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Beware the Trojan horse 


t seems like every four years or so there’s a quarterback with movie star looks who comes out of the 

University of Southern California that the pro football world becomes enamored with. For this year’s NFL 

Draft, it was Sam Darnold, the 6-3, 225-pound junior from Capistrano Beach, Calif., who was picked No. 3 

overall by the New York Jets. 

They say Darnold has all the physical tools you'd look for in a franchise quarterback, but his stock rose 
because scouts were impressed by his instincts for buying time in the pocket and extending plays, making key 
completions downfield rather than tucking and running. 

They also say he has great peripheral vision and accuracy, but those qualities certainly weren’t on display in 
January’s Cotton Bowl when Darnold completed only 26 passes in 45 attempts with no touchdowns and one 
interception in a resounding 24-7 loss to Ohio State. And although his 
offensive line certainly was a good bit weaker in 2017, it’s troubling that 
both his completion rate and TD/interception ratio actually got worse 
over his sophomore campaign—from 67.2 to 63.1 and 31/9 to 26/13. Ball 
security has always been an issue for Darnold, having turned it over 36 
times (22 interceptions, 14 lost fumbles) in 24 games at USC. 

Darnold certainly provided many heroics in two years as a starter for 
the Trojans, and he could well end up being the exception to the rule, 
like Carson Palmer, the No. 1 overall pick in 2003 who went on to have a 
very good, long NFL career. 

The odds are against him, however. The list of highly drafted USC 
quarterbacks who have flamed-out in the pros is eye-catching, from 
first-rounders Matt Leinart (2006), Mark Sanchez (2009) and Todd 
Marinovich (1991); to third-rounder Cody Kessler (2016); fourth-rounders 
Matt Barkley (2013), Paul McDonald (1980) and Rob Johnson (1995); and 
fifth-rounder John David Booty (2008). 

Leinart won the Heisman Trophy and a national title for USC in 2004. 
He was 37-2 as a three-year starter for the Trojans, but in the NFL he 
started only seven games in the six years after his rookie season. In 33 
games as a pro, he threw 21 interceptions, 15 touchdowns and was sacked 
30 times. He is the poster boy for failed professional USC signal-callers. 
But Leinart has plenty of company to show NFL teams that history isn’t 
on their side when drafting ex-Trojans for the most important position on 
the field.

interestingly, the ex-Trojans outside of Palmer who have had some sustained success in the NFL weren’t highly 
rated by the scouts and were drafted late as afterthoughts or not chosen at all: 1989 sixth-rounder Rodney Peete 
(15 NFL seasons, 87 starts), 1975 seventh-rounder Pat Haden (6, 55), 1977 sixth-rounder Vince Evans (15, 39) and 
undrafted 1987 USC product Sean Salisbury, who played in more NFL games (40) than Leinart (33). 

So good luck with that, Jets. There’s not much historic data, analytics or karma out there to indicate that 
Darnold is going to be another Carson Palmer. 

Or a Rodney Peete, for that matter.

omewhere, the Fearsome 
Foursome is feeling just a bit more

Rosey Grier is the only member 

of arguably the NFL’s greatest 
defensive line who’s still living, but 
Merlin Olsen, Deacon Jones and Lamar 
Lundy must be looking down proudly 
knowing that their beloved Rams are 
back in Los Angeles and, what’s more, 
a prime contender this season for the 
Super Bowl. 

But they’re much more than just 
a prime contender, because we’re 
picking them to win it all. No offense has 
more firepower, no defense has more 
playmakers, no coach is more innovative 
and in tune with his players. 

Yes, Jared Goff will throw for 4,000 
yards for the first time in his career. 

Yes, Todd Gurley will top 2,000 
combined yards rushing and receiving 
like he did last year. 

Yes, Aaron Donald will continue to be 
the best defensive lineman in football, a 


playmaker who'll one day join Olsen and 
Jones in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

And, yes—you can mark it down—Sean 
McVay, 32, will become the youngest 
coach to win the NFL’s ultimate prize 
when the Rams beat Pittsburgh in the 
Super Bowl next February at Mercedes- 
Benz Stadium in Atlanta.

eldom does a day go by without 

Houston Texans defensive end J.J. 

Watt being asked if he can regain 

the form that allowed him to be 

voted NFL Defensive Player of the 
Year three times, tying Hall-of-Fame 
linebacker Lawrence Taylor for the most 
in history. 

It’s a question Watt is unable to answer 
because he doesn’t know. He’s still 
undergoing rehabilitation for surgery that 
repaired a fractured tibial plateau in his 
left leg, a season-ending injury he suffered 
in the fifth game last season. 

Houston coach Bill O’Brien cautions 
those who predict Watt will never be the 
same player he was during his first five 
seasons in which he didn’t miss a start. 

“This is my fifth year here, and one 
thing I’ve learned is you should never bet 
against J.J. Watt,” O’Brien says. “He’s got 
a great attitude, and watching all the hard 
work he puts in every day, he'll be back at 
full strength.” 

The Texans believe Watt will be 100 
percent for the start of the season, but 
they'll take it easy on him in training 
camp, just as they did last year when 
he was recovering from a second back 
surgery. 

“’ve had a good offseason so far,” 
Watt says in between rehab exercises. “I 
could tell you I’m feeling unbelievable, or 
I could tell you I’m feeling bad. Nobody’s 
going to believe me if | tell you how 
good I’m feeling, and it wouldn’t matter, 
anyway, until the season starts. But I’m 
really looking forward to the season.” 

Watt, who turned 29 in March, saved 
a lot of wear and tear on his body from 
beatings against double- and triple-team 
blocks the last two seasons when he 
played in only eight games. He'll gladly 


absorb that kind of punishment if he can 
stay on the field the entire season for the 
first time since 2015. 

“It’s a tough injury with a long 
recovery, but I love the game, and I love 
the competition,” he says. “I love waking 
up every day with a chance to better 
myself and help my team.” 

Last season, without Watt and 12 
other starters who spent time on injured 
reserve, the 4-12 Texans went from 1th 
to worst in both total and scoring defense 
a year after going 9-7 and reaching the 
divisional round of the playoffs. 

“I broke my back, and I broke my leg, 
but I still have passion for the game,” 
Watt says. “We have a common goal of 
winning as many games as we can and 
having fun doing it.” 


Watt had to take breaks in his rehab 
to accept honors and awards for helping 
raise more than $37 million for a Hurricane 
Harvey relief fund that has benefited the 
Houston area and southeast Texas. 

Watt won the 2018 Walter Payton 
NFL Man of the Year award in February 
and was named one of the 100 most 
influential people in the world by Time 
magazine in April. 

“Everything you do on the field pales 
in comparison to what you do off the 
field,” Watt says. “At the end of my life, 
if ’m remembered as a good football 
player—and that’s all I’m remembered 
for—then I did a poor job. 

“When I go to my grave, I want to be 
remembered as a guy who helped people. 
I want to make my family proud, be the 
best person I can be and leave the world a 
little bit better.” 

During his rehab, Watt developed 
a close relationship with second-year 
Texans quarterback Deshaun Watson, 
who’s recovering from a torn ACL and 
is expected to be ready for the start of 
training camp. 

Watt and Watson spent months 
rehabbing together and posted pictures 
and videos on Instagram and Twitter of 
them undergoing treatment and working 
out. 

“We’re always in there together,” 
Watson says. “He’s keeping me 
motivated, and I’m keeping him 
motivated. If one of us is having a bad 
day, we pick each other up. 

“He’s been focused on getting back 
stronger and becoming an even better 
player than he was before.”

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THE DEFENSE RESTS 


If defense really wins championships, why were each of the top five 
defenses in the league last year so leaky and downright horrible in the 
postseason, highlighted by the Super Bowl’s offensive showcase?

hat’s happened to defense in 
the National Football League, 
especially at what’s supposed to 
be the most critical point of the 
season? 

After a regular season in which no 
team averaged at least 30 points a game 
for the first time since 2008 and games 
were being decried for being too boring, 
defenses took a siesta and disappeared 
quicker than David Blaine in the 
postseason. 

In the biggest game of the year, the 
Philadelphia Eagles (538) and New 
England Patriots (613) combined for 
a Super Bowl-record 1,151 offensive 


yards and 74 points. What’s more, the 
teams produced nine plays of at least 
25 yards, making for an exciting game 
but uncovering the porous defensive 
performances that had been on display 
the entire postseason. 

“T don’t think it will ever be one versus 
the other,” Steelers general manager 
Kevin Colbert says. “A team may have 
two great offenses in the Super Bowl but 
I do not think there is any one way to do 
it. It depends on who the good players 
are. (If) you’ve got great players on the 
defense, then the defense maybe has to 
be the group that wins it. But I don’t think 
there is any one formula that you have to

The Steelers, who ranked fifth in total 
defense during the regular season, were 
embarrassed after allowing 45 points 
in a divisional-round playoff loss to the 
Jacksonville Jaguars, and understandably 
so. That was the most points allowed in 
any of the 11 playoff games last season. 
The 42 points the Steelers scored against 
the Jaguars were second most. 

But the Pittsburgh defense, which 
allowed the Jags 378 yards of offense, 
including 164 rushing yards, wasn’t nearly 
as bad as the defensive performance of 
most of the other teams who made it past 
the wild-card round of the postseason. 
And that includes three of the top four- 
ranked defenses in the league. 

The Eagles, who ranked fourth in 
total defense during the regular season, 
allowed the most yards in one game-618 
to the Patriots, including 505 passing 
yards by Tom Brady. 

The 538 total yards and 41 points 
allowed by New England was the most 
in any playoff game under its longtime 
coach, Bill Belichick. 

The Jaguars, who ranked second in the 
league in total defense but No. 1 against 
the pass, allowed the third most in the

victory against the Steelers—545 yards, 
including 469 yards and five touchdowns 
credited to Ben Roethlisberger. 

The Minnesota Vikings, who led the 
league in total defense, allowing an 
average of 275.9 yards per game, gave 
up 456 yards and 38 points in their 
blowout loss to the Eagles in the NFC 
Championship Game. They also allowed 
four plays of at least 25 yards. 

So, with all this evidence, can we 
surmise the old adage that defense wins 
championships doesn’t apply anymore in 
the NFL? 

“Defense is still going to win for you,” 
says Eagles defensive coordinator Jim 
Schwartz. “You need to get stops. But you 
also know you're usually going up against 
a pretty darn good quarterback. Every 
stop is magnified. Sometimes it’s when 
you get the stops that is important.” 

In the past two postseasons, 16 teams 
have combined to score 30 or more 
points in a game—12 of them coming once 
the divisional round began. That is the 
most in back-to-back seasons since 16 
teams also combined to score 30 or more 
points in the 2009 and 2010 postseasons. 

In the previous three seasons 
combined (2013-15), only 13 teams scored 
at least 30 points in a playoff game—eight 
coming after the wild-card round. 

“It varies year to year to me,” Colbert 
says. “I don’t try to get that systematic 
or detailed on it. Let’s get as many good 
players as we can. Let’s put them together 
in a formable way to maybe win a game 
and that is what we do.” 

The Denver Broncos won the Super 
Bowl three years ago with a defense 
that ranked No. 1 in the league in total 
yards and passing yards allowed and

an offense that scored only 67 points in 
three postseason games. The Broncos 
have remained one of the better defenses 
in the league since their Super Bowl 
win-—they haven’t ranked lower than 


Leonard Fournette and the Jaguars gashed the Pittsburgh defense 
for 164 rushing yards in their AFC divisional-round matchup. 


fourth—but they haven’t been back to 
the postseason since quarterback Peyton 
Manning retired. They signed free-agent 
QB Case Keenum from the Vikings in 
March to improve their chances. 

“Defense has been our base the last 
four or five years and what we kind of 
built around,” Broncos general manager 
John Elway says. “I’m not saying that is 
changing, but we definitely have to get 
better on the offensive side.” 

Last postseason also proved that 
superior quarterback play is the key to 
winning, whether it was Tom Brady in 
New England, Nick Foles in Philadelphia 
or Keenum in Minnesota. 

“I don’t think it’s absolutely necessary 
(to have a franchise quarterback),” 
says San Francisco 49ers coach Kyle 
Shanahan. “I think it’s necessary if you 
want to win consistently. If you don’t 
have that franchise quarterback, you 
better have one of the best defenses 
in NFL history, along with a very good 
running game. There’s other ways to do 
it, but it makes it a lot harder.” 

Of course, there’s always the example 
of the Patriots, who won their fifth Super 
Bowl in 2016 with a defense that allowed 
the fewest points in the league and an 
offense that ranked third in points scored. 
Last season, they made it back to the 
Super Bowl with a defense that ranked 
29th overall in the league, thanks to 
another MVP season by Brady. 

“| think, in general, what you'd like 
to do is go into a game with the mindset 
that you can be balanced, whether it’s 
offensively or defensively, in a situation 
where you can do both,” says new Detroit 
Lions coach Matt Patricia, who was the 
Patriots’ defensive coordinator the last 
six seasons. “If you can do both, then you 
probably have control of the game and 
you’re probably going to be in a pretty 
good situation to win.”

SCOUTING THE 


WHATS IN A NUMBER? 


How have the best and the worst at February's annual 

NFL Combine performed in the pros? Looking at all the results 
from this century, there are some obvious trends and 

more than a few surprises.

FL team executives, coaches and 

scouts convened in Indianapolis 

at the NFL Combine in late 

February for a week of weigh-ins, 

measurements, interviews, sprints, 
jumps and bench-press reps. There’s a 
yearly debate about how much this week 
really matters for draft stock and, in turn, 
future NFL careers. 

That debate will continue, but setting 
records at the combine can certainly 
open some eyes. But what does setting 
records in those drills really mean? Here’s 
a look at the top 10 overall combine 
performers for each drill from 2000-17, 
and how they performed as NFL players. 


40-YARD DASH 

The top 10 sprinters include six wide 
receivers, three cornerbacks and one 
running back. 


Former University of Washington 
receiver John Ross set the 40 record in 
the 2017 combine with a time of 4.22 
seconds before going ninth overall to the 
Cincinnati Bengals. His rookie season 
could be described as nothing short of a 
disaster, but it’s still far too soon to draw 
a final conclusion on his career. Ross 
appeared in three games last season, 
touching the ball only once on offense, 
while struggling through knee and 
shoulder injuries. 

The best career performers of the top 
10 are clearly running back Chris Johnson 
(4.24), a former 2,000-yard rusher with 
the Titans, and 10-year NFL wideout 
Donte’ Stallworth (4.22). Wide receiver 
Dri Archer (4.26) and cornerbacks 
Jalen Myrick (4.28) and DeMarcus 
Van Dyke (4.28) have done almost 
nothing in the NFL, and the remaining 


names—cornerback Stanford Routt (4.27) 
and wide receivers Marquise Goodwin 
(4.27), J.J. Nelson (4.28) and Jacoby Ford 
(4.28)—had mixed NFL results or are still 
developing. 


VERTICAL JUMP 

The top 10 vertical jumpers include 
four cornerbacks, three safeties, two wide 
receivers and one linebacker. 

Safety Gerald Sensabaugh has put 
together a quality NFL career since setting 
the vertical jump record in 2005 (46 
inches), a mark that still stands today. He 
had a solid eight-year career playing for 
the Jaguars and Cowboys. 

Despite the second-highest vertical 
jump ever, outside linebacker Cameron 
Wake (45.5 inches) went undrafted in 
2005 and failed to make the Giants as 
a free agent. He went on to play in the 
Canadian Football League, but has put 
together a borderline Hall-of-Fame career 
as a pass rusher for the Miami Dolphins 
with five Pro Bowls and 92 sacks in nine 
seasons. Even at age 36, Wake is still 
going strong, having compiled 10.5 sacks 
last season. 

Wide receiver Chris Chambers (45 
inches) made one Pro Bowl in his 10-year 
career after being drafted in 2001. 
Wideout Chris Conley (45), defensive 
back Byron Jones (44.5) and safeties Obi 
Melifonwu (44) and Marcus Williams 
(43.5) are still developing into strong NFL 
performers, while we saw almost nothing 
from the pro careers of cornerbacks Chris 
McKenzie (45) and Donald Washington 
(45). 


BENCH PRESS 

It’s hardly shocking that the elite 
bench-press performers were almost all 
interior linemen. The top 10 includes six 
defensive tackles, three offensive guards 
and one defensive end. 

Former Oregon State defensive tackle 
Stephen Paea set the bench-press record 
with 49 reps in 2011 before going in the 
second round to the Bears. He continues 
to have a strong NFL career, with 14 sacks 
over seven seasons. 

Elsewhere, defensive tackles Brodrick 
Bunkley (44), Dontari Poe (44) and Isaac 
Sopoaga (42) and guard Russell Bodine 
(42) have been superb NFL performers, 
while defensive tackles Leif Larsen (45) 
and Jeff Owens (44), guards Mitch Petrus 
(45) and Scott Young (43) and defensive 
end Mike Kudla (45) did little, if anything, 
in the league. None of the five in that

three rounds. 


BROAD JUMP 

The top broad jumpers feature 
a variety of positions. They 
include four cornerbacks, two 
wide receivers, one running back, 
one defensive end, one linebacker 
and one safety. 

Leading jumper Byron Jones 
was taken 27th overall in the 2015 
draft by the Cowboys, and has 
established himself as a solid pro 
since then, starting all 16 games 
at free safety for the Cowboys in 
each of the last two seasons. He 
set the record by a wide margin in 
2015, establishing a world record 
of 12 feet and 3 inches, and also 
ranks among the top 10 in the 
vertical jump. 

Other very strong pros who 
prospered in the broad jump 
include cornerback Terence 
Newman (11 feet, 5 inches), 
linebacker Jamie Collins (11-7), 
running back Justin Fargas (11-5), 
defensive end Bud Dupree (11-6) 
and wide receiver Chris Conley 
(11-7). Another top-10 finisher in 
the vertical, 2017 second-round 
safety Obi Melifonwu (11-9), is 
establishing himself, while the NFL 
careers of cornerbacks Scott Starks 
(11-5) and Chris McKenzie (11-4) and 
wideout Justin Hunter (11-4) have 
been decidedly nondescript. 


THREE-CONE DRILL 

The three-cone drill is a 
measure of agility and quickness 
so, not surprisingly, the top 
performers have all been wide 
receivers or defensive backs, with 
five wideouts, three corners and 
two safeties landing the top 10 
times since 2000. 

Relative unknown cornerback 
Sedrick Curry (6.34 seconds) of 
Texas A&M owned the best time 
until Oklahoma corner Jordan 


Thomas ran a 6.28 this year. Curry 
went undrafted and played in the 
XFL and CFL after a tryout for the 
Steelers. 

Notables within the top 
10 three-cone times include 
cornerbacks Buster Skrine (6.44) 
and Carlos Rogers (6.48) and 
safeties Rogers Beckett (6.48) 
and Daniel Sorensen (6.47). Wide 
receivers Jeff Maehl (6.42), Scott 
Long (6.45), Dane Sanzenbacher 
(6.46), Terrence Toliver (6.48) 
and Devon Cajuste (6.49) each 
went undrafted and failed to make 
notable NFL contributions. 


SHUTTLE RUN 

The 20-yard shuttle measures 
speed and quickness and, much 
like the three-cone drill, the top 
10 times since 2000 are almost 
all wide receivers and defensive 
backs. The top finishers include 
four wideouts, three safeties, two 
cornerbacks and one linebacker. 

Iowa wide receiver Kevin 
Kasper went in the sixth round to 
the Broncos in 2001 after running 
a staggering 3.73-second shuttle 
time, but had a relatively brief 
NFL career, playing only 39 games 
as primarily a kick returner over 
six seasons. He spent time on the 
rosters of nine different teams or 
practice squads. 

The top 10 results are also 
sprinkled with some very 
solid NFL careers, including 
cornerbacks Dunta Robinson 
(3.75), Bobby McCain (3.82) 
and Carlos Rogers (3.82); wide 
receivers Deion Branch (3.78) 
and Brandin Cooks (3.81); safety 
Jason Allen (3.81), return specialist 
Dante Hall (3.82) and linebacker 
Kevin Bentley (3.83). Along with 
Kasper, only safety Justin Beriault 
(3.80) of Ball State failed to make 
a significant NFL contribution 
among the top 10 times over the 
last 18 years.

OP READING THE WEALTH 


Last season, only four NFL running backs averaged more than 20 
attempts per game. Running backs are still valuable, but the days of 
using just one-or even two-are over. 


BY MICHAEL BRADLEY | Street & Smith's contributor 


n 2002, Duce Staley rushed for 1,029 

yards and carried the ball 269 times for 

the Philadelphia Eagles. He was the big 

load in the Eagles’ backfield, and it no 

doubt felt good for him to log the third 
1,000-yard performance in six seasons 
playing the bellcow role in the City of 
Brotherly Love. 

A year later in 2003, that workhorse 

job disappeared as the Birds went for a 
three-man backfield rotation that featured 


second-year men Brian Westbrook and 
Correll Buckhalter. Staley went from 
“main man” to the team’s third-leading 
ballcarrier. Philly reached the NFC title 
game and received 1,618 rushing yards 
and 27 total touchdowns from that group. 
And Staley, whose 463 yards and 96 
carries were well off his 02 production, 
was OK with the arrangement. 

That’s why he was the perfect man—as 
Philadelphia’s running backs coach—to 


handle the Eagles’ 2017 triple-threat 
backfield that included Jay Ajayi, 
LeGarrette Blount and Corey Clement. 
The trio produced 1,495 yards and helped 
Philadelphia win its first-ever Super Bowl 
title. Staley understood how to operate 
within the system and how to manage it. 

“Having gone through it myself, having 
a little history with it, I’ve seen it work,” 
Staley told the Philadelphia Inquirer last 
year. “All three of us had a chance to 
play. We were productive. We won a lot 
of games that way. There’s no reason this 
can’t work.” 

Around the NFL, more teams are 
adopting the Eagles’ approach to 
distributing the backfield duties, and that 
is signaling the end of the workhorse 
runner. Last year, just four NFL backs 
averaged more than 20 carries a game, 
and only nine others attempted to run 
more than 15. One of those nine, Dalvin 
Cook, played only four games for the 
Vikings, while another, Adrian Peterson, 
was on the field just six weeks with 
Arizona. The running game remains 
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valuable, even in the pass-happy NFL, but 
teams are dividing the backfield duties 
among more players. 

“Teams are trying to have fresh 
bodies in the game,” says Duke Tobin, 
director of player personnel for the 
Cincinnati Bengals. “A lot of it depends on 
matchups. Some teams play certain backs 
more in some games than in others. New 
England does that. 

“Teams with a back that’s good in 
all areas play him as much as they can. 
That’s Pittsburgh.” 

The Steelers did rely heavily on 
Le’Veon Bell last year, handing it to 
him 321 times in 15 games. That’s not a 
gigantic workload, historically, but it was 
34 carries more than anyone else in the 
league. Bell was the extreme exception. 
Teams like the Pats were much more 
comfortable splitting things up within 
each game and week-to-week. 

For instance, New England started 
four different backs—Dion Lewis, Mike 
Gillislee, Rex Burkhead and James White— 
at least two games each, and Lewis (180 


carries, 896 yards in 16 games) was the 
only one who received anything that 
could be considered steady work. Of that 
group, only Burkhead missed appreciable 
time due to injury. New England head 
coach Bill Belichick and offensive 
coordinator Josh McDaniels sized up the 
opponent and used the man they thought 
best suited for that week’s job. 

It’s not an easy life for those talented 
rushers who want to be involved full time 
in the offense. But in today’s NFL, it’s a 
way of life. 

Last year, the Bengals used Joe Mixon 
and Giovani Bernard according to 
situation and scheme. Mixon ran it more 
(178 carries to 105), but Bernard was more 
involved in the passing game (60 targets 
to 34). Each filled a role, but neither was a 
full-time player. 

“We prefer to keep both guys 
involved,” Tobin says. “Both are very 
good, and both have different skillsets. 
(Mixon) is good between the tackles, and 
(Bernard) is good in the passing scheme. 
Either one could be a lead back.” 


Le’Veon Bell was the exception to the 
} rule, carrying the ball 34 more times 
than anyone else in the league. 


Part of the reason for the more 
egalitarian approach to the backfield 
is the increased specialization of the 
game. If there can be defensive linemen 
whose only role is to rush the passer—or 
linebackers who specialize in stopping 
the run, dime corners and slot receivers— 
there can be backs who excel at certain 
parts of the game. It’s rare teams are 
fortunate enough to find one guy who can 
do it all, so they play to their personnel’s 
strengths. 

And since colleges favor spread attacks 
so much these days and use run-pass 
options frequently, it’s hard to find or 
project backs who will be capable of 
doing everything. As a result, there are 
going to be some rushers who want the 
ball more. 

“Everybody’s happy when they win,” 
Tobin says. “I think we’ve got grown men 
and mature people who understand the 
situation. I don’t know if their happiness 
is high on the priority list.” 

That’s nothing new. 

Just ask Staley.

Somewhat turbulent 
offseason has fans actually 
doubting Belichick. Really?

In Bill they trust? 

Not quite as much of late for Patriots 
fans and players, whose faith in head 
coach Bill Belichick has been tested over 
the last couple of months. First there 
was the controversial benching 

of Malcolm Butler in the Super 

Bowl, then Tom Brady 
contemplated retirement, 
then Rob Gronkowski and 
Danny Amendola took some 
veiled shots at Belichick on 
social media. And the Patriots 
didn’t exactly light it up in 
free agency, letting Nate Solder, 
Dion Lewis, Butler and Amendola 
all walk, and not spending money on 
any big-ticket free agent this year. 

But the Patriots should still be the 
Patriots this year, competing for yet 
another Super Bowl appearance. Brady 
and Gronk will be back, Julian Edelman 
returns from a torn ACL and the defense 
will get a boost from the return of Dont’a 
Hightower. But the luster on Belichick 
and the “Do Your Job” mantra has lost 
some of its shine. 


OFFENSE 

Brady is back and coordinator Josh 
McDaniels is back, so this will be the 
same Patriots offense that is tantalizing to 


watch and frustrating for fantasy football 
fans. The deep ball probably won't be as 
big of a weapon this year with Brandin 
Cooks traded out of town. But Brady will 
continue to have all of the autonomy he 
needs at the line of scrimmage to get the 
Pats in and out of the right plays. 

QUARTERBACKS: The good news 
is that Brady is still around, and he’s 
not your typical quadragenarian. He 
became the NFL’s first 40-year-old MVP 
last year after throwing for 4,577 yards, 
32 touchdowns and eight interceptions. 
And it’s not like Brady slowed down at the 
end of the season, what with his 14-point 
comeback in the fourth quarter of the 
AFC Championship Game and 505 yards 
and three touchdowns in the Super Bowl. 

But Brady will be 41 this fall, and the 
Patriots don’t have much behind him. 
Brian Hoyer has 37 career starts and 
is fine for a backup, but he’s not the 
future. The Patriots traded away Jimmy 
Garoppolo last year at the trade deadline, 
and decided not to make a big play for a 
quarterback in this year’s draft, waiting 
until the seventh round to draft LSU’s 
Danny Etling. The 2018 depth chart is 
great as long as Brady is atop it, but the 
long-term issues still loom. 

Lewis won’t 

be easy to replace after the Patriots let 
him leave for Tennessee in free agency. 
Otherwise, it’s mostly the same crew. 

James White will be back as a

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third-down back and is coming off 

a mediocre season of 56 catches for 

429 yards and three touchdowns. Rex 
Burkhead was re-signed to a new three- 
year deal this offseason and, when he’s 
healthy, he’s a fantastic addition to the 
offense as a hard-nosed runner and shifty 
slot receiver. His problem is durability; 
Burkhead played just 195 offensive snaps 
last season. 

Mike Gillislee is back (for now) despite 
a disappointing 2017 campaign in which 
he was a healthy scratch for almost the 
entire second half of the season. Brandon 
Bolden is back, too, but he’s a special- 
teamer first and emergency running back 
second. 

The big addition is first-round draft 
pick Sony Michel, a physical, 215-pound 
back from Georgia. He should be Lewis’ 
replacement and the primary first-down 
back. The Patriots also signed former 


Bengal Jeremy Hill. He and Gillislee are 
probably fighting for one roster spot. 

New England's biggest 
moves at receiver this offseason were 
subtractions, as they let Amendola leave 
for the Dolphins and traded Cooks to the 
Rams. 

But the hope is that the return of two 
injured receivers can make up for the 
losses. Edelman will be back after tearing 
his ACL in the preseason last year, though 
he will be 32 and coming off a knee 
injury. Malcolm Mitchell also returns 
after missing all of last season with a 
knee injury. The third-year player was 
productive as a rookie. 

The Patriots have some speed to 
replace Cooks, between Cordarrelle 
Patterson, who will definitely be on the 
team as a special-teams gunner and 
offensive gimmick player, and Phillip 
Dorsett, who will be fighting for a roster

“You always know that you have to play 
your best football against the Patriots. They 
play disciplined football and they are very 
good at taking advantage of your mistakes. 
(Tom) Brady is the best at this. He will identify 
any weakness or positive matchup against the 
defense and key on it. He sees this faster than 
anyone—gets to the line and exposes those 
matchup problems quickly and effectively. 
Then you throw Gronk 
in the mix, who creates his own mismatch, 
and the combination of the QB and tight end 


spot in camp. Edelman, Patterson and 
Chris Hogan are the givens for this group, 
while Mitchell, Dorsett, Jordan Matthews, 
Kenny Britt and rookie Braxton Berrios 
will likely be fighting for two spots. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: New England’s 
offensive line didn’t look like it needed 
major improvements for 2018, but 
Belichick apparently thought differently. 
It was obvious that the Patriots would 
need a new left tackle after letting Nate 
Solder leave in free agency, but their 
first draft pick at No. 23 was on guard 
Isaiah Wynn, and they traded their 
third-rounder for 49ers right tackle Trent 
Brown. 

Wynn started at left tackle for Georgia 
last season and could be the Patriots’ 
answer there this year, though he is 
undersized for the position and more 
likely a future replacement for guard 
Shaq Mason, a terrific young player who 


affects your personnel and coverages. Teams 
have drafted specifically with the intent 

of stopping their tight end. Then you have 
smart wide receivers who are able to adjust 
within the route dependent on the defensive 
concept, and they are able to spread out the 
defense, run the ball and move the ball down 
the field. Defensively, they play with multiple 
front looks and roll coverages to confuse 

the offense. On paper, it will look like most 
teams can be competitive when you put a 
body on a body because there aren't many 
high-profile or high-salary names, but they 
play consistent team football and get the 
most out of the players that they have.”

is set to make a mint in 2019 free agency. 
Brown could also be the Patriots’ answer 
at left tackle, but he has only played on 
the right side in his career. Current right 
tackle Marcus Cannon could be switched 
over to the left side, or he could become 
trade bait. 

The Patriots also added a bunch of 
veteran backup tackles in free agency: 
LaAdrian Waddle, Luke Bowanko, Matt 
Tobin and Ulrick John. And they have last 
year’s third-round pick, tackle Antonio 
Garcia, coming back from an illness. To 
sum it up, the Pats are just going to put the 
best five players out there and figure out 
the positions later. 


DEFENSE 

Last year’s coordinator, Matt Patricia, 
left for the Lions’ head-coaching job, and 
linebackers coach Brian Flores will take 
over as the coordinator of the Patriots’ 
defense, though he may not necessarily 
have the official title. But the Patriots will 
still be multiple on defense, mixing up

their attack from week to week and relying 
on their “Big Nickel” package to stop the 
run with only five or six defenders in the 
box. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: The Patriots’ 
defensive line was hurt by injuries last 
year, and it showed up in the Super Bowl 
when they couldn’t lay a finger on Eagles 
QB Nick Foles. They still don’t have an elite 
pass rusher, but they do have a lot of big, 
physical, versatile bodies who can defend 
the run and keep quarterbacks contained 
in the pocket. 

The big addition here is end Adrian 
Clayborn, who had 9.5 sacks for the 
Falcons last year (6.0 in one game). New 
England also added stout tackle Danny 
Shelton to replace Alan Branch, who was 
released. End Trey Flowers is a three- 
down player and budding young star. 
Malcom Brown and Lawrence Guy were 
the Patriots’ most consistent linemen last 
year and were excellent against the run. 
Deatrich Wise, who had 5.0 sacks as a 
rookie, is a solid situational pass rusher.

The latest incarnation of Belichick's defense emphasizes size over speed. He likes big, two-gapping 
defensive linemen who can defend the run in the nickel package without the aid of a seventh defender 
in the box. He likes big, physical cornerbacks on the outside, and big, thumping linebackers. None of 
this should change with the transition from Matt Patricia to Brian Flores as the defensive playcaller. 

On offense, Belichick's emphasis is simple: Trust Tom Brady and Josh McDaniels. The Patriots’ 
offense is less about calling designed plays and more about Brady reading the coverage, moving the 
chess pieces before the snap and finding the mismatch. 
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NEW ENGLAND PATRIOTS 
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Derek Rivers, last year’s third-round draft 
pick, missed the entire season with a torn 
ACL. 

Dont’a Hightower is also listed as a 
linebacker, but he’s basically a defensive 
end at this point, strictly rushing the 
passer on third down. 

LINEBACKERS: This is the area 
of the team that has the most room for 
improvement in 2018, as the Patriots 
surprisingly didn’t do much to address 
the position in the draft or free agency. 

Kyle Van Noy has taken over for 
Hightower as the middle linebacker and 
signal-caller, and he’s a decent enough 
player, finishing with 73 tackles and 5.5 
sacks in 13 games last year. Hightower, 
who is an edge-setting linebacker on early 
downs and a pass rusher on later downs, 
should give the pass rush a boost. 

Elandon Roberts, a sixth-round pick 
in 2016, started 14 games last season, 
but he might get replaced. He’s a speedy 
little missile on the field, but too often 
overruns a play, shoots the wrong gap 
or doesn’t diagnose the play in time. The 
Patriots drafted Ja’Whaun Bentley in the 
fifth round and Christian Sam in the sixth 
round, so Roberts could be in trouble. 

The Patriots also re-signed Marquis 
Flowers, a core special-teams player who 
ended up getting significant playing time 
last year and displayed good speed and

decent coverage skills. 

This group got 
shredded by the Eagles in the Super 
Bowl, but on paper the Patriots still have 
a solid secondary. Stephon Gilmore is 
a legitimate No. 1 cornerback, with the 
size and length to cover elite receivers. 
Malcolm Butler is now gone as the No. 

2 corner and, while his scrappiness 
and competitiveness will be missed, he 
certainly was inconsistent and not his 
usual, productive self in 2017. 

The battle to replace Butler will come 
down to Eric Rowe, another big, rangy 
cornerback; Jason McCourty, acquired 
in a trade with the Browns; and Duke 
Dawson, a rookie second-rounder out of 
Florida. 

Third-year cornerback Jonathan 
Jones was a nice contributor for most of 
the season, and was quietly missed in 
the Super Bowl after injuring his ankle 
earlier in the playoffs. Cyrus Jones, a 
2016 second-round pick, tore his ACL 
in training camp last year and will be 
fighting for a roster spot. 

The Patriots have three solid safeties. 
Devin McCourty is the leader of the 
defense and can play slot cornerback 
or center field. Patrick Chung is New 
England’s Swiss Army Knife who plays all 
over the defense. Duron Harmon is usually 
in the right spot as the center fielder. 


.. New England had a losing campaign was 2000 when Bill Belichick was in his first season as 
coach of the Patriots. New England finished 5-11 and last in the AFC East after starting out 0-4 
behind the last quarterback to direct the Patriots’ offense, Drew Bledsoe, since team icon Tom 
Brady took over the reins in 2001. 
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The 3lst overall pick in this year’s 
draft, running back 
averaged 7.9 yards per carry last year 
for Georgia, He is just what the Patriots 
like for their first-down back—physical, 
215 pounds and doesn’t dance around 
in the backfield. They'll give him Dion 
Lewis’ old role and set him loose for 
10-15 carries per game. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: Stephen 
Gostkowski has an unfortunate streak of 
missing an extra point or chip-shot field 
goal in New England’s AFC Championship 
Games and Super Bowls, but otherwise 
he is a terrific kicker who’s still on top of 
his game. He was 37-of-40 on field goals 
last year, including making all four of his 
attempts from 50-plus yards, and he is 
a master at the high, short kickoffs that 
pin the opponent deeper in their own 
territory. 

There may be a punting competition 
this year, with the Patriots taking a look at 
undrafted rookie Corey Bojorquez out of 
New Mexico to compete with incumbent 
Ryan Allen, who had a decent 2017 season 
and finished tied for 19th in net punting 
average. 

Backup receiver Patterson and his five 
career return touchdowns will handle 
kickoff returns. Look for Edelman to split 
punt-return duties with rookie Berrios. 


BOTTOM LINE 

The tension behind the scenes is real, 
but it didn’t affect the Patriots in 2017, 
and shouldn’t do so in 2018, either. Just 
about the entire band is back again— 
Belichick, Brady, Gronkowski, McDaniels, 
Edelman—and everyone is still on top of 
their game. The offensive line is a work- 
in-progress and the defense may not be 
any better this year. But with Brady and 
Belichick still running the show, there’s 
no reason to think the Patriots won’t be 
12-4 again and competing for another 
Super Bow/l title.

Dion Dawkins will step into 
the starting role in place of Glenn, while 
Ryan Groy and Russell Bodine, who was 
signed away from Cincinnati, will compete 
for the starting center job. The Bills could 
also elect to play Groy in Incognito’s 

spot. Veterans Vladimir Ducasse (guard) 
and Jordan Mills (tackle) are back on the 
right side. Neither is a star, but they gave 
the Bills decent play in 2017. Marshall 
Newhouse was signed from the Raiders to 
be the swing tackle. 


DEFENSE 


The Bills run a 4-3 scheme that sees its 
cornerbacks play mostly zone coverage. 
Coordinator Leslie Frazier oversees it,

with help from McDermott. The Bills 

rely heavily on a rotation up front and 
depend on the middle linebacker to 
handle the playcalls. The scheme is not 
heavy on blitzes, depending instead on 
generating four-man pressure. The key is 
an opportunistic defense that emphasizes 
takeaways, of which the Bills had 25 last 
year. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: The trade of 
Marcell Dareus last October left the Bills 
weak in the middle, particularly against 
the run. Former first-round draft pick Star 
Lotulelei, who is familiar with McDermott’s 
defense after playing for him at Carolina, 
was signed to fix that. The Bills also 
brought back veteran Kyle Williams, the 
heart and soul of the team, for a 13th 
season. Defensive end Shaq Lawson enters 
a make-or-break year. The 2016 first-round 
pick has been largely invisible the first two 
seasons while dealing with injuries. The 
team’s top pass rusher, Jerry Hughes, had

McDermott is old-school through and through. Therefore, it's not a surprise he tends to be more 
conservative. He ranked 22nd on the “Aggressiveness Index” put out by Football Outsiders, which 
measures how often a coach goes for it on fourth-and-one or fourth-and-two, factoring in the 
rate when those situations happen between the opponent's 31- to 39-yard lines. McDermott also 
challenged just four calls in 2017, successfully getting one of them overturned. Only four teams made 
fewer challenges than the Bills. McDermott also made a controversial quarterback change in the 
middle of a playoff race. That move blew up in his face, but he was able to keep the team together 


despite it. 
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just 4.0 sacks last season, the lowest total 
of his five years with the team. With the 
size of his contract, Hughes is a candidate 
to be a surprise cut in training camp. To 
add more spice to the pass rush, the team 
signed former Redskins edge rusher Trent 
Murphy, who is coming off a torn ACL. 
LINEBACKERS: It’s rare that a 
20-year-old serves as the quarterback of 
a defense, but it looks like that’s what will 
be asked of Tremaine Edmunds in 2018. 
The second of Buffalo’s two first-round 
draft picks, Edmunds comes from a 
football family—his dad, Ferrell, played 
tight end for the Dolphins, while his 
brother, Terrell, was a first-round pick of 
the Steelers. Their older brother, Trey, is 
a running back with the Saints. Edmunds 
projects as an every-down linebacker 
early in his NFL career. Matt Milano, a 
pleasant surprise as a fifth-round pick last 
year, is the starter at weakside. He had 
a knack for making big plays as a rookie. 
Veteran Lorenzo Alexander is a team 
leader who figures to start at strongside, 
but likely won’t see as much playing 
time as the other two starters. He’s best

SECONDARY: Easily the strength 
of Buffalo’s defense, this group is led by 
the dynamic safety duo of Micah Hyde 
and Jordan Poyer. Signed as free agents 
last year, Hyde and Poyer quickly formed 
one of the best safety tandems in the 
NFL. Hyde was a Pro Bowl selection 
after finishing with 82 tackles, 13 passes 
defensed and five interceptions. Poyer 
was snubbed for the honor after putting 
up 95 tackles, 13 passes defensed and 
five interceptions, one of which came 
off of Tom Brady and was returned for 
a touchdown. Cornerback Tre’Davious 
White was a candidate for Defensive 
Rookie of the Year and should be even 
better in his second season. There is one 
change in the starting lineup: Vontae 
Davis was signed in free agency and he 
replaces cornerback E.J. Gaines, who 
went to Cleveland. Davis will have to 
prove he’s healthy after his 2017 season 
with the Colts was cut short by a groin 
injury that required surgery.

He might not jump off the stat sheet 
week-in and week-out.

He’s going 
to occupy multiple blockers, which 
should allow those around him to get 
to the football, resulting in a stronger 
run defense.

Punter Colton Schmidt also had a 
solid season, averaging 40.5 net yards on 
79 punts. The same goes for long snapper 
Reid Ferguson, who was flawless in his 
first year on the job. There are questions 
on both punt and kick returns after the 
Bills elected not to re-sign wide receiver 
Brandon Tate. Kerley had experience 
with both jobs when he was with the Jets, 
so expect him to get the first shot. The 
Bills could use more explosive plays in 
the return game. The coverage units are 
led by linebackers Ramon Humber and 
Tanner Vallejo and wide receiver Andre 
Holmes. 


BOTTOM LINE 

The Bills play five of their first seven 
games on the road. That’s a big ask of 
a team that will have an inexperienced 
starting quarterback, largely new 
offensive line and subpar group of 
receivers. Because of those concerns, it’s 
hard to predict a second straight playoff 
appearance. However, the defense 
should take a big step forward and, if a 


quarterback emerges, this is a team with _ 


a bright future. The best thing that can be 
said about the Bills is under Beane and 
McDermott, they have a plan. That hasn’t 
always been the case.

Jets hope not to rush rookie 
Darnold but McCown’s injury 
history may preclude that

The popular wisdom at this time 
in 2017 was that the Jets were headed 
toward an epically bad season after 
budget-cutting gutted the roster. Well, 
the Jets were surprisingly competitive, 
but save the congratulations. 
Several close defeats and the 
eventual loss of overachieving 
journeyman quarterback 
Josh McCown to injury 
resulted in a second 
consecutive 5-11 record. 
The Jets haven’t made 
the postseason since 2010, 
so it will be interesting to see 
whether their braintrust is more 
interested in ending that futility or in 
developing No. 3 overall draft pick Sam 
Darnold at quarterback. Head coach Todd 
Bowles, entering his fourth season, got 
a two-year contract extension at the end 
of last year, so he isn’t on the hot seat. 
Nor is general manager Mike Maccagnan, 
although he certainly will be if Darnold 
doesn’t become a franchise QB eventually. 
There is enough talent to be 
competitive if McCown plays as well as he 
did last season, but is he merely keeping 
the seat warm for Darnold? 


OFFENSE 
Bowles fired coordinator John 


Morton after last season, his lone year 
with the Jets, because he felt Morton 
abandoned the running game too 
often. New coordinator Jeremy Bates 
was quarterbacks coach in 2017 and 
likely will retain much of Morton’s West 
Coast offense, which was well-suited 
for McCown. But expect the Jets to run 
the ball more often per the conservative 
Bowles’ preference. Bates’ only previous 
stint as an OC was with Seattle in 2010. He 
was fired after that season. 
QUARTERBACKS: The Jets are in 
a similar position to where they found 
themselves a year ago. Once again, the 
smart money says the veteran McCown, 
who currently tops the depth chart, is 
a placeholder until a much younger, 
highly touted player can supplant him. 
But neither Bryce Petty nor Christian 
Hackenberg could beat out McCown 
in 2017, and he didn’t lose the job until 
suffering a season-ending hand injury 
in the 13th game. But neither Petty nor 
Hackenberg was a first-round draft 
choice, and one would think the Jets 
would like to get the talented Darnold in 
there sooner rather than later, if he can 
handle the job. The Jets signed former 
Viking Teddy Bridgewater in March, 
ostensibly to compete with McCown, 
but he has played only nine snaps since 
the end of the 2015 season because of 
a devastating non-contact knee injury. 
McCown (18 TD passes, 9 picks in 2017)

RUNNING BACKS: With the now- 
retired Matt Forte gone after two mostly 
disappointing seasons as a Jet, veteran 
Bilal Powell and Cleveland import Isaiah 
Crowell figure to lead the running game. 
Powell averaged 4.3 yards a carry in 2017 
and probably should have gotten even 
more than the 201 touches he had, and 
now will have to split duties with Crowell. 
But the 225-pound Crowell, who rushed 
for 853 yards for the Browns a year 
ago, could provide the power element 
missing from the Jets’ backfield since 
Chris Ivory left via free agency after the 
2015 campaign. Sixth-round pick Elijah 
McGuire averaged only 3.6 yards per 
rush as a rookie but showed flashes of his 
potential and also demonstrated value 
as a receiver (17 catches, 10.4 yards per 
catch).

RECEIVERS: Third-year pro Robby 
Anderson is a budding star, and likely 
would have had a 1,000-yard season 
last year had McCown not gotten hurt. 
Anderson has sure hands and the ability 
to get deep, but the mercurial wideout 
has also had two off-field arrests in 
his home state of Florida the past two 
years, and it’s possible he could face a 
suspension as part of the NFL’s personal- 
conduct policy. Veteran Jermaine Kearse 
(65 receptions) was obtained in a shrewd 
trade with Seattle and will be an asset 
for whoever plays quarterback. And 
don’t forget Quincy Enunwa, who had a 
breakout season in 2016 before missing all 
of last year because of a neck injury that 
required surgery.

SECONDARY: The Jets allowed 30 
passing touchdowns last season, tied for 
second most in the league, but that had 
something to do with their fifth-worst 
total of 28.0 sacks. More pressure from 
up front would help this unit, which has 
two potential stars in safeties Adams 
and Maye, taken in the first and second 
rounds, respectively, a year ago. Both 
showed plenty of promise as rookies, and 
Adams has the potential to be a leader. 
Free-agent import Morris Claiborne was

BOTTOM LINE 

The Jets haven’t made the playoffs 
since 2010, and that drought seems likely 
to continue. Yes, the roster has been 
upgraded, but the overall caliber of talent 
still lags behind New York’s AFC rivals. 
Presumed starting quarterback McCown 
is injury-prone and has never played a 
full 16-game season. And the NFL learning 
curve will be steep for even a prized 
prospect such as Darnold, if and when 
he assumes the starting role. The Jets also 
must fix their fourth-quarter woes to have 
any chance of moving up. Continuing 
to lay groundwork for potential future 
success may be the best the Jets can hope 
to do.

Like many a south Florida socialite, the 
Miami Dolphins have undergone a major 
cosmetic upgrade. Hard Rock Stadium, 
the facility’s seventh corporate moniker, 

is unrecognizable from its original Joe 
Robbie Stadium incarnation after 

a multiyear, $500 million 

overhaul. 

Football operations 
chief Mike Tannenbaum, 
who nipped and tucked 
at his roster in his first 

three seasons in Miami, 
gave it a complete face-lift 
this winter to produce the 
cultural change in the locker 
room Adam Gase wanted for 2018, 
his third season as head coach. The team 
is barely recognizable from last year’s 
disappointing 6-10 version, let alone 
the promising 10-6 group of 2016, the 
team’s first 10-win season and playoff 
appearance since 2008. 

The March death of Wayne Huizenga, 
who owned the franchise from 1994 
to 2009, was a reminder of how far 
removed the Dolphins are from perennial 
contention. Hard Rock will host the Super 
Bowl for the first time in a decade in 
2020. The idea of the Fins playing in that 
game, which seemed at least within the 
realm of possibility a year ago, seems far

less likely after the latest overhaul. 


OFFENSE 
Gase handles the playcalling and 
works directly with the quarterbacks. The 
Dolphins finished 28th in points scored 
and 25th in offensive yardage last season. 
That prompted Gase to replace 
offensive coordinator Clyde Christensen 
with Dowell Loggains, who previously 
worked with Gase in Chicago and last 
season was the OC of a Bears team that 
averaged 16.5 points per game. Gase 
tends to be predictable and mundane 
on offense, running on early plays most 
always, but he considers longtime NFL 
offensive guru Mike Martz, the former 
Rams head coach, a mentor and could 
open things up with better personnel. 
Ryan Tannehill 
has his detractors but did show 
improvement in each of his first five 
seasons before suffering a torn left ACL 
in December 2016. When the injury kept 
him sidelined, the Dolphins’ 2017 season 
was essentially lost. Gase talked Jay Cutler 
out of starting his broadcasting career but 
was unable to coax a decent showing out 
of the much-maligned quarterback, whom 
he coached in Chicago. Gase is regarded 
as a “quarterback whisperer,” but he’s yet 
to do much with Tannehill or Cutler and 
has now brought another former pupil, 
Brock Osweiler, who despite starting 25 
games over the last six seasons has yet

Tannehill is expected back at full strength 
and, barring a tremendous preseason 
showing by Osweiler, the backup job will 
likely go to David Fales, who threw for 
265 yards and a touchdown in Miami’s 
Week 17 loss to Buffalo. 

RUNNING BACKS: At 35, Miami 
native Frank Gore gets to play at home 
for the first time since his college days 
with the Miami Hurricanes. He ranks 
fifth on the NFL’s career rushing list 
and enters his 14th season with 14,026 
yards, just 75 yards shy of fourth-place 
Curtis Martin. Gore has logged some hard 
miles, especially considering teams once 
worried about his two ACL injuries that 
occurred during his college days before 
the 2005 draft. Still, the dependable 
workhorse, who has not missed a game in 
seven seasons, is part of Gase’s locker- 
room overhaul that included dealing Jay 


Ajayi last midseason to the Eagles. Ajayi 
rushed for 1,272 yards in 2016, third 
most in franchise history, but lacked the 
tireless work ethic Gase prefers. Third- 
year back Kenyan Drake thrived after 
Ajayi’s departure, racking up 444 yards 
on 91 carries over the last five weeks, and 
is a better receiver out of the backfield. 
He'll again serve as the backup and an 
insurance policy against Gore finally 
breaking down. 

RECEIVERS: With three-time Pro 
Bowler Jarvis Landry and his NFL-leading 
112 receptions dealt to Cleveland, this unit 
also has a new look. Danny Amendola, 
signed to a two-year deal, is the most 
proven commodity. But he must show 
he’s not just a product of having Tom 
Brady throwing to him; Amendola has 
never recorded more than 689 yards in 
any of his nine seasons. The Dolphins 
signed Albert Wilson to a three-year

Considering 
the relative youth of the unit—Miami spent 
all but two draft picks in 2017 on defense— 
that represents progress. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Ndamukong Suh 
generally lived up to the six-year, $114 
million contract that at the time it was 


signed three years ago made him the NFL’s 


highest-paid defensive player. But the 
Dolphins won just 22 of those games in his 
three seasons and Suh became a casualty 


Miami head coach Adam Gase 


Like his mentor, Mike Martz, Gase loves the screen pass and wide-open offenses that free up 
wide receivers. Gase also likes to run on early downs out of two-tight end formations. He enters 
2018 lacking in elite personnel to do any of this, meaning he'll at least have to be more flexible 
and unpredictable by necessity. Gase calls his own plays and gives his defensive coordinator more 
freedom, which makes Matt Burke, like Vance Joseph before him, a key decision-maker. The offseason 
overhaul illustrates that Gase has no patience for players who aren't tireless workers like himself, no 


matter how talented. 
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of Gase’s culture change. Cameron Wake 
racked up 10.5 sacks in 2017 and is the 
NFL’s sack leader since he entered the 
league in 2009, but he’ll play this season 
at age 36. The Dolphins acquired Robert 
Quinn from the Rams and he’ll return to 
his natural position of end after playing 
linebacker last year. Run-stopping 
specialist William Hayes signed a one-year 
deal to remain in Miami. He’s part of a 
group of ends that also includes Andre 
Branch and Charles Harris. Less certain 
is tackle after Suh’s departure. Jordan 
Phillips is coming off a breakout third 
season there and 2017 draft picks Davon 
Godchaux and Vincent Taylor again 
figure to see significant time inside. 
LINEBACKERS: A perennial problem 
area that last year contributed to the 
Dolphins allowing 4.1 yards per carry. 
Miami lacks a linebacker who can cover 
tight ends and tried to address that in 
the draft with third-round pick Jerome 
Baker of Ohio State. This essentially will 
be a new group led by middle linebacker 
Raekwon MeMillan, a second-round 
pick in 2017 who missed his rookie 
campaign with a knee injury sustained 
in his first snap of the preseason. Kiko 
Alonso led the team in tackles in 2016 
but was beat repeatedly in coverage last 
season. Stephone Anthony, acquired 
from the Saints last preseason, is a former

first-round pick who had a strong rookie 
year in 2015 and could yet become 

a contributor. The Dolphins signed 
sixth-year veteran linebacker Terence 
Garvin, who played in Seattle last season, 
but he’s viewed as more of a backup and 
special-teamer. 

SECONDARY: This is Miami's rare 
young-and-promising unit. The Dolphins 
have a pair of solid young corners in 
Xavien Howard and Cordrea Tankersley, 
who battled through injuries as a rookie. 
Tony Lippett, a 2015 fifth-rounder, is 
coming back from injury and Bobby 
McCain likely will continue as the nickel 
cornerback. Strong safety Reshad Jones 
earned his second Pro Bow] nod, leading 
all NFL safeties with a team-leading 122 
tackles. T.J. McDonald is back at free 
safety, but the Dolphins must replace 
backup Michael Thomas, who signed 
with the Giants. First-round draft pick 
Minkah Fitzpatrick can play both safety 
and cornerback. The Dolphins played 
eight rookies on defense in 2017 and three 
contributed significantly in the secondary: 
Tankersley, cornerback Torry McTyer 
and safety Maurice Smith. Walt Aikens 
re-signed and can play corner or safety. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The coordinator 
of this unit, Darren Rizzi, is the longest- 
tenured member of the Dolphins staff,

IMPACT NEWCOMER

in the locker room and has started at 
least 12 games in each of the past nine 
seasons.

Backup running back Drake and 
reserve wideout Jakeem Grant provide the 
occasional excitement returning kicks and 
punts, respectively. Long snapper John 
Denney, who will turn 40 in December, is 
by far the team’s longest-tenured player 
and has played in 208 straight games 
dating to 2005. 


BOTTOM LINE 

Tannenbaum and Gase overhauled the 
roster by unloading their best players on 
offense (Landry) and defense (Suh). It’s 
difficult to see improvement from 6-10, 
especially with a roster that got older 
with all of the comings and goings. The 
Dolphins will be relying a lot on Gore and 
Wake, two guys who have celebrated 35th 
birthdays. Admittedly, the Eagles won a 
Super Bowl behind a flurry of offseason 
deals for veterans who became key 
contributors due to injury. But Miami’s 
newcomers seem mostly like placeholders 
until the team can rebuild (again) through 
the draft.

They have their entire offense 
returning, including the Killer Bs—Ben 
Roethlisberger, Antonio Brown and 
Le’Veon Bell—and they made moves 
during the offseason to help make up for 
the loss of inside linebacker Ryan Shazier. 

“We know we have a challenge 
defensively,” Colbert says.

What’s more, his sack total has 
steadily declined since he averaged 47.25 
sacks during a four-year period beginning 
in 2006. He has been sacked just 58 times 
in the past three seasons. 

RUNNING BACKS: This can bea 
potentially disruptive situation because 
of the contract status of Bell, who will 
probably skip training camp again before 
he signs the franchise tag the team placed 
on him. He has even indicated he might 
sit out longer if he doesn’t get the long- 
term contract he desires. 

That will be a problem because there is 
no proven back who is accustomed to an 
NFL workload behind him. 

Bell is the best all-purpose back in the 
league, but he averaged just 4.0 yards per 
carry and had only three runs longer than 
20 yards in 2017 (none longer than 27 
yards). That is not an impressive number 
in an offense that has Roethlisberger and 


Brown and one of the best lines in the 
league. 

The top backup is James Conner, last 
year’s third-round draft choice who 
missed the final two games with a knee 
injury. Conner averaged 4.5 yards on 
32 carries as a rookie.

RECEIVERS: Brown’s production 
and consistency the past five seasons is 
among the best in NFL history.

That’s why Bell’s rushing average was 
a disappointment, considering the line he 
runs behind. 

The veteran in the group is left guard 
Ramon Foster, whose playing time could 
decrease. His backup, BJ. Finney, is a very 
good run blocker who, coincidentally, was 
a fill-in starter for Foster when the Steelers 
had their best rushing performances of the 
season. 

But the line’s primary responsibility is 
protecting its $100 million quarterback and 
the unit has done that very well. 


DEFENSE 


The team keeps addressing defense 
in the draft and the players seem to be 
in place, but blown assignments and 
miscommunication—not to mention 
consistency—seem to be a recurring 
problem. The biggest issue confronting the

defense is how to move on successfully 
without Shazier, something they never 
figured out after he sustained a serious 
spinal cord injury in December. He was the 
one player the defense could least afford 
to lose. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Cameron Heyward 
rebounded from an injury-shortened 
season in 2016 to earn All-Pro honors, even 
though he wasn’t selected to the Pro Bowl. 

But the other defensive end, Stephon 
Tuitt, was bothered all season by a triceps 
and elbow injury and never played to 
the same level he showed in 2016 when 
Heyward missed nine games. 

Still, what was disappointing to 
the Steelers was the way the line was 
dominated in two losses to the Jaguars, 
especially in the AFC divisional-round 
game. In particular, the Steelers were 
gashed by the run in both games, making 


Tomlin has shown over the years he has never been afraid to take calculated, if not unconventional, 
gambles at any point in the game. He is never afraid to go on fourth down, no matter the time of 
game or field position, and is adept at finding weaknesses and attacking them with his offense. It is 


one of the reasons his players like playing for him. 


What’s more, he has not been afraid to make moves 


to help improve his team. Tomlin is more of a delegator than hands-on coach, but he is more involved 
with the playcalling on defense than his detractors would think. 
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that a point of emphasis in the offseason. 

Heyward, though, finished the season 
with a team-high 12.0 sacks despite 
constant double teams. 

Nose tackle Javon Hargrave, a third- 
round pick in 2016, is deceptively quick 
for a thick player, but his playing time has 
been reducéd because the Steelers use 
their sub-packages 75 percent of the time. 
The addition of end Tyson Alualu in free 
agency last offseason was a good pickup 
because it gave the Steelers a player they 
could use to spell Heyward or Tuitt. 

LINEBACKERS: What was once an 
area of strength with four No. 1 picks as 
starters has now become something of a 
question mark. 

If TJ. Watt can build off a very good 
rookie season, he can become a disruptive 
force on the outside. But the team needs to 
see a lot more from Bud Dupree, another 
former No. 1 pick, on the left edge. 

The Steelers took a leap of faith on 
Dupree by picking up his fifth-year 
option, but his production has been 
inconsistent, if not spotty, and he hasn’t 
been very effective against the run. 

But the biggest problem is on the 
inside where the Steelers have not done 
a lot to try to replace Shazier. Jon Bostic 
was signed in free agency and will likely 
begin the season next to Vince Williams 
at inside linebacker. But he is not the

long-term answer and the Steelers failed 
to find a serious replacement in the draft. 

SECONDARY: The team took several 
big steps in the offseason to improve 
the back end of their defense, and it 
began with the release of free safety Mike 
Mitchell. 

The Steelers replaced him by signing 
Morgan Burnett in free agency, a player 
who can play both safety positions, and 
then used their top pick on safety Terrell 
Edmunds. Burnett will begin the season 
at strong safety and Sean Davis will 
transition to free safety to take advantage 
of his range, something that was lacking 
with Mitchell. 

The acquisition of former Pro Bowl 
cornerback Joe Haden solidified the 
secondary, but the team would like to 
see a bigger step from former No. 1 pick 
Artie Burns, who needs to be more of a 
playmaker. 

A potential surprise could come from 
Cameron Sutton, last year’s third-round 
pick who missed much of the season with 
injury. Sutton is athletic and smart and 
might be better suited in man coverage 
than Burns. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Chris Boswell 
has quickly become one of the most 
dependable and clutch kickers in the 
league, converting 89.5 percent of his 
field goals in three seasons, including 29 


-. @ Quarterback not named Terry Bradshaw or Ben Roethlisberger received the majority of the 
“airtime” during a Super Bowl-winning season for the Steelers was 1974 when backup Joe’ Gilliam 
won the starter’s job in camp and went on to throw 212 passes to Bradshaw’s 148. Both completed 
only 45.3 percent of their throws for the campaign and had more interceptions than touchdown 
passes. Pittsburgh's top-ranked “Steel Curtain” defense made up for that inconsistency, however, 
with four future Hall-of-Famers among the starters. Bradshaw won his job back at midseason and

of 30 in December. He has also not missed 
a field goal in 15 attempts during the 
postseason. 

The team might have finally found a 
quality kick returner in Smith-Schuster, 
who last season had the first kick return 
for a TD in seven years for the Steelers. 

Brown gave way to Rogers for most 
of the punt-return duties last season, 
but Rogers was not re-signed after ACL 
surgery, creating an opening there. 
Brown, of course, is always an option, and 
a good one with four career touchdown 
returns, but the team would like to avoid 
using him in that role on a full-time basis. 


BOTTOM LINE 


The Steelers are more than capable of 
making another run at the Super Bowl. 
The majority of their starters return from 
last season’s 13-3 team, including the 
entire offense. And they’ve added key 
components in free agency and the draft 
to address their issues on defense. 

The key will be how well Tomlin and 
defensive coordinator Keith Butler are 
able to make up for the loss of Shazier, 
the most indispensable player on defense. 
They were never able to do that last 
season and it was one of the reasons for 
their early playoff exit. But they should 
have no problem winning the division 
again and challenging for a first-round 
bye.

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Dalton has a strong relationship with 
Lazor, who was his quarterbacks coach 
in 2016 and 2017 before the change at 
coordinator. The Bengals filled Lazor’s 
vacancy as quarterbacks coach this 
offseason with Alex Van Pelt, who 
coached Aaron Rodgers in Green Bay the 
last four years. 

The team also signed veteran Matt 
Barkley to compete for the backup job 
with Jeff Driskel, whom the Bengals are 
high enough on that they kept three 
quarterbacks on the roster in 2016 and 
were considering doing the same last year 
before Driskel suffered a thumb injury 
in the preseason and went on injured 
reserve. 

RUNNING BACKS: Eased into a role 
last year as a rookie, Mixon is positioned 
as the primary back in 2018. The former 
Oklahoma star had some struggles early 
last year but really found his footing 
down the stretch, averaging at least 4.0 
yards per carry in each of the last four 
games after hitting that mark just three 
times through the first 10 contests. 

The Bengals finished 3ist in rushing 


last year, but their 4.6-yard average per 
carry over the final six weeks was sixth 
best with Giovani Bernard settling into 
the complementary back role where he 
excels. 

The team also plucked Brian Hill off 
the Atlanta practice squad once Jeremy 
Hill elected to have season-ending 
ankle surgery, and the undrafted rookie 
showed some flashes down the stretch as 
the reworked run game got rolling. 

The team also returns 2016 undrafted 
free agent Tra Carson, who will push Hill 
for the third spot after missing all of last 
year with an ankle injury. 

RECEIVERS: Rarely does the word 
“only” precede a stat line of 75 catches, 
1,078 yards and eight touchdowns, but 
2017 was a disappointment for Pro Bowl 
receiver A.J. Green.

Heading into training 
camp the job belongs to veteran Brandon 
LaFell, but he will turn 32 in November 
and could be a roster casualty with so 
many younger options available. Those 
options include last year’s fourth-round 
pick, Josh Malone, and third-year players 
Cody Core and Alex Erickson, each of 
whom has added value as key players on 
special teams. 

At tight end it could be a case of “now 
you see them, now you don’t,” as Tyler 
Eifert, Tyler Kroft and C.J. Uzomah will 
all be free agents in 2019. The oft-injured 
Eifert took an incentive-laden free-agent 
deal to return to the team that used a first- 
round pick on him in 2013, only to see the 
former Notre Dame standout play 39 of a 
possible 80 games. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Bengals

made two trades to address the offensive 
line this offseason, obtaining tackle 

Cordy Glenn from Buffalo in addition to 
swapping coaches with the Cowboys, with 
Frank Pollack coming to Cincinnati and 
Paul Alexander ending a 23-year run in 
Cincinnati to go to Dallas. 

The unit struggled in both pass 
protection and run blocking last year, 
leading to a last-place finish in total offense 
for Cincinnati. But the Bengals continued 
to upgrade their most glaring weakness by 
drafting center Billy Price in the first round 
to fill the hole left by Russell Bodine’s 
free-agent departure to Buffalo. 

Clint Boling is solid at left guard with 
90 starts the last six seasons, while Trey 
Hopkins returns at right guard after his 
first year as a starter. 

The biggest question is at right tackle, 
where there will be an open competition in 
camp among 2015 first-round pick Cedric 
Ogbuehi, 2015 second-round pick Jake 
Fisher and free-agent pickup Bobby Hart. 


DEFENSE 

New coordinator Austin’s arrival 
marks the biggest change to the Bengals’ 
defensive scheme since 2008 when Mike 
Zimmer installed a system that Austin’s 
predecessor, Paul Guenther, carried on the 
last four years. 


INSIDE THE HEADSET 


Lewis and Austin spent the offseason 
talking about the need to create more 
turnovers, something the Bengals rarely 
did the last few seasons, finishing tied for 
30th in takeaways in 2017 and tied for last 
in fumble recoveries in 2016. 

The Bengals will remain a 4-3 defense 
under Austin, but look for more 
aggression, more blitzing and more man 
coverage. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Carl Lawson burst 
onto the scene as a rookie last year to give 
the Bengals the edge rusher they’ve been 
looking for opposite Carlos Dunlap, but 
doubt remains whether Lawson, who had 
8.5 sacks in 2017, can be an every-down 
player. 

Lawson’s emergence plus the addition 
of Jordan Willis in the third round last year 
and Sam Hubbard in the third this year 
could spell the end of Michael Johnson’s 
run in Cincinnati. The 10-year veteran 
seemed rejuvenated by his role as inside 
rusher in nickel situations last year, and 
Lewis loves to keep veterans around, 
sometimes a year or two too long. 

Pro Bowl defensive tackle Geno Atkins 
continues to be one of the top interior 
linemen in the league, but the Bengals are 
still searching for a run-plugging specialist 
to line up alongside him. Andrew Billings, 
who missed his rookie season in 2016 with

Lewis rapidly rebuilt the Bengals from a laughingstock to respectable, but the results have 
plateaued and it has never felt as though there was an urgency, on his part or ownership's, to change 
that. His conservative, low-risk, low-reward style has kept him in lock-step with an old-school owner, 
but it has long since worn thin with the fanbase. A larger staff of assistants and less reliance on aging 
veterans past their prime—several of which the team cut ties with in the offseason—were the first 
signs of change. But it’s going to take more to change perceptions and results. 
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a knee injury, struggled in the role last 
year. Rookie fifth-rounder Andrew Brown 
and 2017 fourth-rounder Ryan Glasgow 
are other options. 

LINEBACKERS: An already-thin 
group will be further depleted the first 
four games with Burfict suspended. The 
Bengals added a veteran free agent on a 
one-year contract for the fourth year in 
a row: Preston Brown, the NFL’s leading 
tackler in 2017, followed the path of failed 
previous experiments with Kevin Minter, 
Karlos Dansby and A.J. Hawk. 

The jury is still out on Nick Vigil, 
whose first season as a starter ended 
prematurely with ankle and back injuries, 
while versatile veteran Vincent Rey will 
be 31 when the season begins. 

The Bengals drafted Texas Longhorn 
Malik Jefferson with the No. 78 pick, the 
highest they’ve taken a linebacker since 
2011. He can play all three spots and 
could be the season-opening starter while 
Burfict sits. 

Employing mostly nickel sets and the 
likelihood of more dime looks under 
Austin, the Bengals can get by with a lack 
of depth if Burfict can stay healthy and 
out of trouble once he returns. 

SECONDARY: William Jackson’s 
emergence as one of the top corners 
in the game in his first season made 
Adam Jones expendable and the Bengals

declined his club option. They still have 
two other first-round corners in Dre 
Kirkpatrick, who will start opposite 
Jackson, and Darqueze Dennard in the 
slot. However, that didn’t stop them from 
targeting the secondary in the draft with 
a second-round safety in Jessie Bates and 
a pair of fifth-round corners in Davontae 
Harris and Darius Phillips. 

Even though the Bengals gave safeties 
Shawn Williams and George Iloka hefty 
extensions two years ago, they were 
openly searching for an upgrade this 
offseason, taking a run at Kurt Coleman 
before he signed with New Orleans in 
addition to being the first team to bring 
Eric Reid in for a visit. 

They hope Bates can at least play in 
three-safety sets, if not push Iloka for the 
starting job. The rest of the corners and 
safeties are late-rounders or undrafted 
guys without any significant snaps under 
their belts. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Improving their 
special teams, which were miserable in 
2017, was a key factor in how the Bengals 
attacked the second and third days of the 
draft. 

Last year, Cincinnati allowed a 
blocked field goal and a blocked punt, 
surrendered a punt-return touchdown 
and had a return touchdown of their 
own negated by a penalty. It was an

uncharacteristically poor campaign for 
assistant coach Darrin Simmons’ group, 
due in large part to a season-long rash 
of injuries forcing marginal players into 
action. 

Punter Kevin Huber returns for a 10th 
season after signing a two-year extension, 
and kicker Randy Bullock is back after 
winning an open competition against Jake 
Elliott, who caught on with the Eagles and 
won the Super Bowl. 

Bullock was a reliable 18-for-20 on field 
goals last season after a shaky 2016, and 
Huber posted a 46.6-yard average, tying 
the second-highest mark of his career. 
Putting more solid pieces around those 
two is a top priority. 


BOTTOM LINE 

Cincinnati’s roster is talented enough 
to get back to the playoffs, but everything 
hinges on fixing the offensive line, which 
was the primary focus this offseason. 

New offensive and defensive 
coordinators should be enough to 
kick-start the franchise, which has been 
in a tailspin since the devastating AFC 
wild-card meltdown against Pittsburgh in 
the 2015 season. 

The reason owner Mike Brown brought 
Lewis back was because he felt the team 
is closer to getting to a Super Bow] with 
Lewis in charge than it would be by 
blowing up everything and starting anew. 
It shouldn’t take long to find out whether 
that decision will be rewarded or rued.

Ravens owner Steve Bisciotti didn’t 
issue an ultimatum at the end of last 
season but the message was delivered. 

When asked if head coach John 
Harbaugh had to get into the postseason 

in 2018 to save his job, Bisciotti said 
he didn’t want to put that type 
of pressure on Harbaugh. 

But minutes later he said 

he thought about firing 
Harbaugh after the Ravens 
lost to Cincinnati in the 2017 
season finale and failed to 
clinch a playoff berth for the 
fourth time in five years. 
It can’t happen again. 

It’s safe to assume that Harbaugh’s 
contract would have been terminated 
except that Ozzie Newsome is going to 
step down as general manager following 
this season. So, if Bisciotti is going to blow 
up his team he might as well do it once 
instead of twice, and allow Newsome’s 
replacement, Eric DeCosta, to have an 
input on possibly hiring a new coach. 

Bisciotti is also showing loyalty. 
Newsome has been running the 
organization since the Browns moved 
from Cleveland to Baltimore in 1996 and, 
despite recent problems, the Ravens won 
Super Bowls in 2000 and 2012. 

Harbaugh has produced the fourth-most

total NFL victories (104) since he became 

the head coach in 2008 and has earned 

six playoff berths. But the NFL is a “what 

have you done for me lately” league and 

Harbaugh’s resume isn’t as impressive. 
And time is running out. 


OFFENSE 

Technically speaking, the Ravens run 
a West Coast offense that is predicated 
on short, timing passes, but it usually 
becomes a hodgepodge operation. 
Translation: Whatever works, the Ravens 
will stay with it. During the offseason the 
Ravens have emphasized speed, which 
means they want to throw downfield 
more often and build up one of the worst 
passing offenses in the NFL. But they also 
want to get their running backs more 
involved in the passing game to provide 
quarterback Joe Flacco with more check- 
down options. 

QUARTERBACKS: Flacco, an Il-year 
veteran, hasn’t played well the past three 
years and has been plagued by injuries 
in two of them. A knee injury forced him 
to miss the final six games of the 2015 
season and a back problem caused him 
to get off to a slow start in the first half 
of 2017. The coaching staff and fans are 
getting anxious for Flacco to step up 
and take charge of this offense in 2018. 
Harbaugh has criticized him recently for 
not working with receivers more during 
the offseason. Flacco has always struggled

The 
question is if Flacco is just a quarterback 
showing the signs of age in the twilight 
of his career or one that just needed a 
makeover in terms of his receivers and a 
personal coach. Regardless, 2018 will be a 
major year in Flacco’s career in Baltimore. 
RUNNING BACKS: The Ravens 
found their running back of the future, or 
at least for 2018, shortly after last season 
when they signed unrestricted free agent 
Alex Collins to a contract. Collins became 
the eventual starter and rushed for 973 
yards on 212 carries despite starting only 
12 games. Collins has great explosion 
and game-breaking ability. It will be 
interesting to see how his 210-pound 
body holds up as a full-time starter. He 
seemed to tire at the end of last season. 
The Ravens have a steady backup in 


Javorius Allen. He doesn’t have the flash 
or speed of Collins, but is more direct 
and powerful. Look for the Ravens to use 
Allen more in passing situations coming 
out of the backfield instead of Collins. 
The Ravens, though, still need a better 
third-down passing threat. They haven’t 
had that type of complete back or threat 
since Ray Rice was cut in 2014 following a 
domestic abuse incident. 

RECEIVERS: Newsome said he 
wanted to change the faces of the 
receivers in the film room from a year 
ago and he did it. Gone are Mike Wallace, 
Jeremy Maclin and Benjamin Watson. 
The new guys are Michael Crabtree, 

John Brown and Willie Snead IV. It’s an 
upgrade because the talent from a year 
ago was so poor. Crabtree will be the No. 1 
receiver. He has decent size, speed, good 
hands and can make the catch in traffic. 
He won't be the team’s only possession

“The Ravens have a good organization 
and a solid team but they lack playmakers. 
It's been that way for two or three years. 
Joe Flacco has been a good quarterback 
throughout most of his career but is now 
on the downside after 10 or 11 years in 
the league. The front office has given him 
few weapons. They've given him veteran 
receivers who are on the decline like Steve 
Smith, Mike Wallace and Benjamin Watson. 
It's a little better on the defensive side of the 
ball, but who on that side do you have to 
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receiver. Snead will be in the slot. He 
didn’t put up good numbers last season 
with the Saints, but his style is comparable 
to Crabtree’s. He has one major problem: 
Snead isn’t physical and has problems 
getting off of press coverage. Brown will 
be the speed guy but he has had problems 
holding on to the ball. That’s been a 
familiar problem in Baltimore the last 
couple of years, especially with Breshad 
Perriman, the team’s top draft pick in 
2015.

Yanda 
had major ankle surgery last season that 
forced him to miss the final 14 games. 


i gameplan for? Defensive tackle Brandon 
Williams is good, but not a complete 
player as far as getting pressure on the 
quarterback. C.J. Mosley is good, but 
not a dominant player. They don’t have 
playmakers, which is why their defense has 
failed them late in the season for the past 
two years. Offensively, they don’t have 
anyone who puts fear in a defense, not one 
player you really have to gameplan for. Until 
that changes, the Ravens will be an average 
or slightly average team. In this league, 
impact players take over games late in the 
fourth quarter and in the postseason.

Before then, he had been one of the 
league’s best guards, getting to the second 
level and knocking opposing players off 
the ball at the point of attack.

Harbaugh has always tried to attack.on both sides of the ball instead of being attacked. He doesn't 
call it gambling, just being aggressive. During his tenure in Baltimore, he has gone for it a lot in fourth- 
and-one situations, even in his own territory. On defense, Harbaugh likes to blitz or bring constant 
pressure, even though he gave in to former coordinator Dean Pees, who was hesitant to blitz as much 
as Harbaugh liked. That will change this season under Martindale, the team’s first-year defensive 
coordinator. He might blitz even more than Harbaugh prefers. Offensively, Harbaugh’s gambles have 
hurt the Ravens. He wants to be freewheeling like New Orleans coach Sean Payton and New England's 
Bill Belichick, but they have Drew Brees and Tom Brady, respectively, as their quarterbacks. The 
Ravens have Flacco, who is a proven winner but not in that class. 
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showed promise during his rookie season 
but not much improvement last year. End 
Brent Urban has played well at times but 
can’t stay healthy for an entire season. 
Backup tackle Willie Henry played well 
at the end of last season and the Ravens 
will give him some time at end because 
of his speed. Carl Davis and Bronson 
Kaufusi figure to be in the rotation at 
end. The biggest improvement needed 
from this group is providing a pass rush. 
Getting pressure from the line has been a 
weakness for several seasons now. 
LINEBACKERS: There are a lot of 
questions surrounding this unit. The 
Ravens have the players in place but there 
are concerns about the talent. Veteran 
outside linebacker Terrell Suggs is always 
a force early in the season but not much 
of a factor late in the year when the 
Ravens are making a playoff push.

SECONDARY: The Ravens have 
some good, young talent, but this group 
has to mature quickly. If veteran Jimmy 
Smith recovers fully from a ruptured 
Achilles tendon, the Ravens have two 
possible shutdown cornerbacks in 
Smith and second-year player Marlon 
Humphrey, the former first-round pick 
out of Alabama. The Ravens haven’t had 
this type of talent since Duane Starks 
teamed with Chris McAlister on the 
Super Bowl-winning team in 2000.

Someone other than Joe Flacco opened the season as the Ravens’ starting quarterback was 
2007, the year before the former Super Bowl MVP was drafted. It was a season in which Baltimore 
had a revolving door at the position, turning to Kyle Boller (8 starts), Steve McNair (6) and Troy 
Smith (2) under center during a 5-11 campaign. Drafted No. 18 overall in 2008 out of Delaware, the 
33-year-old iron man has started all 154 games he has been available for in his 10 NFL campaigns, 
including nine in which he started all 16 regular-season contests.

SPECIAL TEAMS: The Ravens might 
have the strongest kicking game in the 
NPL. Justin Tucker is the NFL’s most 
accurate kicker of all time, hitting on 202 
of 224 field-goal attempts to produce a 
90.2-percent success rate. In 2017, he 
made 34 of 37 attempts, including 19 
straight to close out the year. Punter Sam 
Koch has a 45.2-yard career gross average 
and he led the league last season with 
a franchise-record 40 punts inside the 
20-yard line. The team returns two of its 
top special-teams tacklers from a year ago 
in safety Anthony Levine Sr. and running 
back Allen. The Ravens are in need of 
returners but both Brown and Snead have 
experience. 


BOTTOM LINE 


Until proven otherwise, the Ravens 
are an average team in a league that 
thrives off of mediocrity. They have come 
close to making the playoffs the past two 
seasons but can’t finish off opponents in 
big games, particularly those in the AFC 
North. They failed to make the playoffs 
last season despite playing one of the 
worst second-half schedules in the NFL, 
and that schedule is tougher in 2018. The 
Ravens made some upgrades in personnel 
but not to the point where these players 
will have significant impact. They will 
battle for a wild-card playoff spot, but 
even if they get in, they won’t advance far 
into the postseason.

with Ben Roethlisberger, Antonio Brown 
and Le’Veon Bell on an AFC North champ 
in Pittsburgh last year. Head coach Hue 
Jackson wasn’t playing with such cards 
on the 0-16 Browns. Jackson’s and Haley’s 
minds now meld after the Browns receive 
upgrades at quarterback, running back 
and receiver. The coaches will challenge 
new QB Tyrod Taylor to be more dynamic 
than he was in Buffalo while getting No.

A shade under 6-1, 
Taylor is one of the shortest quarterbacks 
in the league, but he also is one of the 
fastest, using his scrambling ability more 
to keep passing plays alive than to look for 
rushing opportunities. 

Mayfield brings swag and ability, but 
Taylor is supposed to play indefinitely, 
so it will be a while until the 6-0 rookie 
proves he is ready.

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RUNNING BACKS: A prescient 
scouting report when Carlos Hyde was 
coming out of Ohio State said he was built 
for the grinding style of the cold-weather 
AFC North. After four years with the 
49ers, here’s his chance, probably in a 
platoon with second-round rookie Nick 
Chubb. Hyde is a bit bigger than departed 
starter Isaiah Crowell and is better at 
identifying holes, with the power to make 
his own. Hyde emerged as a receiver last 
year, catching 59 passes, more than his 
previous three years combined. His best 
production came in 2016 (988 yards, 4.6 
average), but at age 27, having logged just 
655 NFL carries (Pittsburgh’s Le’Veon Bell 
already has 1,229), he should have fresh 
legs. 

Shifty Duke Johnson Jr. was a 
tremendous ballcarrier in college with 
the Miami Hurricanes but has made his 
mark as a receiver (188 catches) in three 


years with the Browns. He shows big-play 
ability as a runner or receiver and has 
untapped upside. He is in a contract year. 
RECEIVERS: Four things must 
happen for the Browns to go from having 
one of the weakest receiving groups in 
the NFL to one of the best. One, Jarvis 
Landry must continue being himself (he 
averaged 100 catches and 1,009 yards in 
four seasons with the Dolphins). Second, 
Josh Gordon must prove his marathon 
bout with suspensions is behind him and, 
at age 27, he can be the same prototype 
player who led the NFL with 1,646 
receiving yards in 2013. (A hopeful sign: 
He had a 115-yard game at Pittsburgh in 
the season finale.) Third, Corey Coleman 
must avoid the injuries that marred his 
first two pro seasons and play like the first 
wideout picked in the 2016 draft. Fourth, 
2017 first-round tight end David Njoku 
must grow into his immense physical

potential. New wideouts coach Adam 
Henry was Landry’s position coach at 
LSU. Free-agent pickup Darren Fells (6-7, 
270 pounds) is a beast of a blocker at tight 
end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Right guard Kevin 
Zeitler is very good, but he says, “I’m 
not as good as (left guard) Joel (Bitonio) 

... Joel is a monster.” They should make 

a jump in their second year together, 
providing fierce interior blocking for a 
power running game. The guards and 
center JC Tretter played every down in 
2017. A former Ivy Leaguer, Tretter was a 
Green Bay backup trying to convince the 
Cleveland brass last season that he is more 
than a stopgap. 

Left tackle Joe Thomas missed the 
second half of last season and was 
replaced by 2016 fifth-round pick Spencer 
Drango.

at right tackle, including after Thomas 
went down. The team preferred not to 
make a double move, but now the more 
athletic Coleman will be groomed to 
replace the retired Thomas on the left 
side. Free-agent acquisition Chris Hubbard 
was a spot starter in Pittsburgh, but the 
Browns project him as a quality right tackle 
and gave him a five-year, $37.5 million 
contract. Rookie second-rounder Austin 
Corbett can play any line position. 


DEFENSE 


Gregg Williams enters his second year 
as coordinator after a humbling 2017 
when his bluster and reputation collided 
with the realities of a young, patchwork 
roster. Williams has used a kitchen sink 
of schemes across his career and spent 
the year trying to teach players with great 
potential some big-picture concepts. Look 
for some of the emerging players to plug 
into more refined assignments. His base 
4-3 defense may be tweaked now that 2015 
first-round pick Danny Shelton, an interior 
lineman, has been traded. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Myles Garrett 
can be special, but he battled injuries and

didn’t look the part of a No. 1 overall pick 
as a 2017 rookie. He needs to stay healthy 
and dial up some intensity. A strong full 
season is needed from third-year man 
Emmanuel Ogbah, the No. 32 overall pick 
in 2016. He was OK as a rookie 3-4 end and 
was coming into his own as a 4-3 end in his 
first year under Williams before breaking 
his foot in Game 10. 

Trading Shelton underscored an old 
problem: weak returns on first-round 
investments. It also left the tackle spot 
in flux. Trevon Coley, undrafted in 2016, 
scrapped his way into 656 snaps last 
season. Larry Ogunjobi, a third-round pick 
in 2017 who played 301 snaps, brings a 
rugged intensity. Veterans Jamie Meder, 
Nate Orchard, Chris Smith and Carl Nassib 
add versatility and depth. 

LINEBACKERS: There has been a 
sense for years that Jamie Collins could 
be an elite strongside linebacker, but he’s 
never quite gotten there. The former 
Patriots second-round pick made it 
through only six games in his first full 
season with the Browns. It’s getting late; 
he turns 29 in October. Keeping his size, 
talent and experience on the field will 


Cleveland head coach Hue Jackson 


Jackson has experienced everything under the sun, even a taste of success as an NFL head 
coach (the 2011 Raiders were 7-4 before fading to 8-8 and firing him). He has coached quarterbacks, 
receivers, running backs, defensive backs and special teams. He ran the offense for a 12-4 team 
in Cincinnati in 2015, getting a career year out of an adequate QB and playing matchup ball with 
two backs. His headstrong streak as an offensive thinker got him in trouble when he was his 
own coordinator the last two years. He had no choice but to accept the hiring of a self-confident 


coordinator, Todd Haley. 
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be important. Middle linebacker Joe 
Schobert began last year behind Tank 
Carder and finished it in the Pro Bowl. 
He and weakside linebacker Christian 
Kirksey are tough, smart craftsmen who 
played all 1,068 defensive snaps last year. 
They played with a discipline that helped 
the Browns rank second in yards allowed 
per rushing attempt. 

James Burgess’s nine starts in 2017 will 
serve him well as the unit’s top backup. 
He prepares and plays with passion and 
delivered 10 tackles for loss last year. 
Carder’s toughness has led to a long 
career on special teams. He is back after 
spending 2017 on injured reserve. 

SECONDARY: Dorsey cleaned house 
at cornerback, adding a superb talent 
in the draft at No. 4 overall in speedy 
Denzel Ward (Ohio State) and giving a 
big contract to free agent T.J. Carrie, 
who wasn’t a full-time starter in Oakland 
until last year. Overachiever Briean

Safety was a weakness that could turn 
into a strength. Jabrill Peppers spent 
much of his rookie campaign lined up 
an acre from the action. Williams was 
setting him up for his second year, trying 
to give him a big picture. Williams thinks 
Peppers’ reputation as a collegian at 
Michigan translates to prowess closer 
the box. Damarious Randall, who didn’t 
play like a first-round pick as a Green Bay 
cornerback, was signed with the belief 
that he will thrive in his more natural 
position of free safety. 

Jamar Taylor, who started for the 
Browns last season, might not be long 
for Cleveland. Dorsey brought Terrance 
Mitchell to the Chiefs in 2016 when he 
was general manager in Kansas City 
and signed him with the Browns to add 
veteran depth.

IMPACT NEWCOMER 


The Browns gave up draft picks to 


trade for Jarvis Landry and then had 
to pay the slot receiver like a superstar 
(five years, $75.5 million) to secure him 
over the long term. It was a necessary 
gamble. Consistent production from an 
offensive player has been nonexistent 
for the Browns. Landry was a first- 
down machine throughout his four 
seasons in Miami. 


was a long-range machine on field goals 
at Arizona State but battled rookie jitters 
with the Browns and will have to prove 
he can handle NFL pressure. Britton 
Colquitt is an ninth-year pro from a family 
of punters and is outstanding at his craft. 
Peppers came billed as an electric return 
man, but half the punts he caught were 
fair catches, and he averaged only 6.0 
yards on the ones he tried to return. 

Although Matthew Dayes showed 
toughness and ability as a kick returner 
last year, he’s not assured of a roster spot 
with increased competition. A maddening 
pattern of penalties during returns cost 
special-teams coach Chris Tabor his job 
after seven years with the Browns. Amos 
Jones, who was with Bruce Arians in 
Arizona the last five years, takes over the 
reins there. 


BOTTOM LINE 


The honeymoon lasted until draft day 
for the new general manager, Dorsey. A 
large block wanted his picks at No. 1 and 
No. 4 to include Sam Darnold, Saquon 
Barkley or Bradley Chubb. He came away 
with Baker Mayfield and Denzel Ward. 
The 2018 team is so full of new parts that 
it will be hard for coaches to make them 
work together. Yet, after going 1-31 in 
his first two years, Jackson must make 
it work and impress ownership, Dorsey 
and the fanbase. Is Tyrod Taylor enough 
quarterback to actually keep a No. 1 pick 
on the bench this year? Can Garrett play 
like a No. 1 pick? Those are two questions 
on a team with 2,000 such queries. It’s 
hard to tell if 8-8 is as farfetched as a 
repeat of 0-16.

After going through five years of 
repeated misery, the Jaguars finally 
uncovered a winning formula in 2017.

Now the question 
becomes whether the 
Jaguars and second-year 
coach Doug Marrone can

One thing is certain: The Jaguars, 
who jumped from 3-13 to 10-6, have 
established a team-first mindset and 
nothing short of finding redemption for 
not closing out the New England Patriots 
in the AFC title game will be satisfactory. 

“The bar has been raised, the 
expectations are different,” says 
quarterback Blake Bortles, who was 
signed to a three-year, $54 million 
contract extension in February. “To be 
able to go through the season we went 
through last year, the camp that we went 
through and kind of see everything that 
happened, I think guys are coming back 
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Young, talented and hungry 
Jags look to shake off 
heartbreaking playoff loss 


this year with a totally different attitude 
and kind of a hunger to reach that final 
game and go win it.” 

With nearly all the pieces back on a 
stout defense, and Bortles’ confidence 
buoyed by a turnover-free postseason, 
Jacksonville’s days as a bottom-feeder are 
history. This is still a relatively young team 
with a makeup and roster to challenge 
for AFC supremacy—provided Bortles can 


keep progressing. 
OFFENSE 


Jacksonville went from throwing the 
ball a franchise-record 626 times in 2016 
to a 50-50 balance (527 runs and passes) 
last season. Look for a greater emphasis 
on the run game this year, considering 
the Jaguars fortified the offensive line by 
signing All-Pro guard Andrew Norwell. 
The Jaguars expect running back Leonard 
Fournette to show better vision and have 
a few more explosive runs, which should 
open things up for Bortles to become more 
efficient as a passer. Bortles has matured 
and taken on more of a leadership role. 
The familiarity with offensive coordinator 
Nathaniel Hackett’s system and the 
team’s postseason run have bolstered his 
credibility within the locker room. 

QUARTERBACKS: There’s no 
question the way Bortles performed in the 
postseason compelled the Jaguars to offer 
him a three-year contract extension. So

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fifth-year option and providing legitimate 
competition for his job, the Jags will 
ride with Bortles as the starter in 2018 
and possibly beyond. Bortles impressed 
his bosses by going three playoff games 
without a turnover—something Tom 
Brady has never done in one postseason— 
and that’s a big part of Jacksonville’s 
winning formula. It’ll be interesting to see 
if the trust Bortles has accrued results in 
Hackett taking more chances throwing 
the ball downfield. By NFL standards, 
Bortles was an average QB last season—21 
touchdown passes, 7.0 yards per attempt 
and 41 completions of 20-plus yards—but 
he turned it up a notch in the playoffs. 
The Jags signed veteran Cody Kessler as a 
backup, but he’s not a threat to take over 
as the starter even if Bortles struggles. 
RUNNING BACKS: The Jaguars are 
counting on Fournette to be the second 
coming of former franchise great Fred 


Taylor, and he showed flashes during his 
rookie season of being a generational-type 
back. Though his yards-per-carry average 
(3.9) fell short of expectations, Fournette 
was still one of nine NFL backs with 1,000 
rushing yards from scrimmage and 10 
total TDs despite missing three games 
with injuries. With Norwell’s presence 
upgrading the O-line, many feel this could 
be a breakout-type season if Fournette 
stays healthy. The Jags led the NFL in 
rushing (141.4 yards per game) last year, 
but failed miserably in the fourth quarter 
of the AFC title game when they couldn’t 
move the chains and lost a 10-point 
lead. With Chris Ivory gone, look for T.J. 
Yeldon and back Corey Grant to get more 
of a workload. Tommy Bohanon, who 
had a 14-yard TD catch in a playoff win 
over the Steelers, returns as the fullback.

into stardom from this receiving corps, 
the Jags’ offense has a good chance to be 
potent. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: In 2017, this was 
by far the most improved unit. It struggled 
in training camp, then progressed to the 
point of clearing a path for the NFL’s top 
rushing team and allowed just 24.0 sacks, 
the lowest in franchise history. Norwell’s 
arrival is the most significant O-line upgrade 
since the Jaguars signed right tackle Leon 
Searcy before the 1996 season, which 
triggered a four-year playoff run. Barring 
unforeseen circumstances, the rest of the 
line from last season is expected to remain 
intact—left tackle Cam Robinson, center 
Brandon Linder, right guard A.J. Cann and

J seuRSaiaTe head coach Doug Marrone 
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right tackle Jermey Parnell. With this group, 
it’s a good bet the Jaguars will again lead the 
NFL in rushing attempts. Cann and Parnell, 
still the line’s weakest links, have to step 
things up because Fournette’s per-carry 
average must be at least a half-yard better 
for the Jaguars to have a special season. If 
fourth-round draft pick Will Richardson 
develops quickly, he could challenge for 
Parnell’s job or at least earn a backup job 

at both tackle positions. Tyler Shatley, Josh 
Wells and Chris Reed will provide the main 
competition for backup spots. 


DEFENSE 


If coordinator Todd Wash’s unit comes 
close to duplicating the game-changing 
presence it had in 2017, not to mention the 
health factor (starters missed only three of 
a possible 209 starts), the Jaguars will be 
a nightmare for offensive coordinators in 
game-planning. They had an NFL-leading 
seven touchdowns, plus 55.0 sacks, 33 
takeaways and allowed 16.8 points per 
game during the regular season—second in 
each of those categories—and were just as 
disruptive in the postseason (7.0 sacks, 5 
turnovers, 1 TD). The Jags also allowed the 
league’s fewest red-zone drives (28) and 
red-zone TDs (11). With nearly all of the key 
pieces returning, this defense should keep 
terrorizing opponents. 


One of the reasons Marrone was elevated from coaching the offensive line to head coach after the 
2016 season is that his philosophy on emphasizing the run meshed with front-office czar Tom Coughlin, a 
fellow Syracuse alumnus. Coughlin favors punishing defenses by winning the line of scrimmage, figuring 
that establishing physicality will help the Jaguars close out games if they have a lead in the fourth 
quarter. Marrone is right in line with that thinking, and he proved it in 2017. Nobody had more rushing 
attempts (527) or rushing yards per game (141.4) last year than Jacksonville, a trend that figures to 
continue because Marrone knows he has a stout defense to make that offensive style work.

DEFENSIVE LINE: The arrival of 
defensive end Calais Campbell may go 
down as the most significant free-agent 
acquisition in team history. Not only 
did he shatter his previous career high 
with 14.5 sacks last season, but Campbell 
brought a leadership quality that played 
a huge factor in the Jaguars forging a true 
bond and setting a franchise record for 
win improvement. Between Campbell 
and second-year end Yannick Ngakoue, 
who had 12.0 sacks and six forced 
fumbles, the pressure they created 
up front made things easier for the 
secondary. 

Dante Fowler Jr. (8.0 sacks), a 2015 
first-round draft pick, will continue as 
Ngakoue’s backup, while second-year 
Dawuane Smoot should get more snaps to 
ease some of the load on Campbell. 

Veteran Malik Jackson (8.0 sacks) 
will anchor the three-technique tackle 
position, but his future could be 
shortened if first-round draft pick Taven 
Bryan develops faster than expected. 
Marcell Dareus was a big factor in 
improving the run defense and will likely 
rotate again with Abry Jones. 

Saying goodbye 
to the retired Paul Posluszny will be 
a setback in game-planning and as a 
locker-room presence, but there’s enough 
speed and athleticism remaining for this 
to be a formidable group. The bellcow is 
weakside linebacker Telvin Smith, who 
signed a four-year contract extension 
in October and is coming off a Pro Bowl 
season. Myles Jack is fully healthy now

and can play the middle or outside, but 
he was groomed to fill Posluszny’s spot in 
the middle. The sideline-to-sideline speed 
of Smith and Jack means they never come 
off the field, so their responsibility will be 
far greater than whoever emerges as the 
strongside starter. The third linebacker, 
possibly Blair Brown or free-agent 
acquisition Donald Payne, will only play 
on 30-40 percent of the snaps in a base 
defense. Any injury to Smith or Jack could 
be detrimental due to shaky depth. 

SECONDARY: An eyesore for so 
many years, the Jacksonville secondary 
was arguably the toughest unit to throw 
against last season. The Jaguars allowed 
an NFL-low 169.9 yards per game and 
opposing quarterbacks had an abysmal 
68.5 rating. It was rare for an opposing 
QB to test Pro Bowl cornerback Jalen 
Ramsey, and A.J. Bouye on the opposite 
side snagged six interceptions, the most 
for any Jacksonville defensive back 
since Rashean Mathis in 2006. With 
Aaron Colvin lost in free agency to the 
Houston Texans, the vital role of third 
corner will likely fall on free-agent signee 
D.J. Hayden, though he could get some 
competition from a rookie or second-year 
man Jalen Myrick. 

At safety, Tashaun Gipson, who 
was much improved last season after 
a disappointing 2016, is expected to 
pair up again with Barry Church. They 
combined for eight interceptions last 
season. Third-round draft pick Ronnie 
Harrison might be another year away 
from taking somebody’s job. Don Carey, 


.. a Jacksonville player led the league in receptions was 1999 when Jimmy Smith hauled in 116 
passes for 1,636 yards in helping the Jaguars go 14-2 and win an AFC Central title. Beginning in 
1996, the second-round pick from Jackson State led the team in receiving for 10 straight years and 
played a key role in the Jags reaching the playoffs in five of those seasons. 
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Acquiring the best offensive lineman 
available in free agency on a five-year, 
$66.5 million deal in 
fit perfectly for the Jaguars’ run-heavy 
attack. Norwell (6-6, 325 pounds) will 
plug in on the left side between Cam 
Robinson and Brandon Linder, which 
likely means a heavy dose of Leonard 
Fournette runs in that direction. Look 
for Norwell to not only be a mauling 
presence on the O-line, but a take- 
charge leader like Calais Campbell was 
for the defensive line after he came 
over last year from Arizona. For the 
first time since 2006, the Jaguars may 
not have an immediate starter out of 
the draft. 


Jarrod Wilson and Cody Davis must be 
core players on special teams to secure a 
backup spot. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The Jaguars 
devoted a good portion of free agency 
to beefing up their special teams. They 
signed tight end Niles Paul, plus Carey 
and Davis, hoping to fortify coverage units 
that were 13th in kickoff (20.4 yards per 
runback) and 16th in punt (7.6) returns 
last year. 

Kicker Josh Lambo was a big difference- 
maker as he converted 23 of 24 field goals 
and made his last 15 attempts. Punter 
Brad Nortman had a disappointing season 
and was released three days after the 
Jaguars selected Mississippi State’s Logan 
Cooke in the seventh round of April’s 
draft to replace him. 

Jaydon Mickens provided a spark as a 
punt returner, while Grant averaged 24.9 
yards on kick returns. 


BOTTOM LINE 

All signs point to the Jaguars being a 
playoff team again, but the schedule is 
considerably tougher than last season. 
A huge burden will be on the defense 
and running game to carry the Jags, but 
it’s incumbent upon Bortles to make 
occasional big plays and keep turnovers to 
a minimum. Bortles and the Jaguars want 
to prove they have what it takes to be a 
perennial AFC contender like Coughlin’s 
teams were in the late 1990s. The defense 
might allow them to do it.

The Jaguars got a 
much-needed big target in 
wide receiver D.J. Chark, who 
averaged 21.9 yards per catch 
(40 catches, 874 yards) at LSU 
last season and also gives the 
team a legitimate punt-return 
contender. Like the first 
round with Bryan, 
the third-round pick 
of Alabama safety 
Ronnie Harrison 
provides depth

State and went against elite pass 
rushers Bradley Chubb and Kentavius 
Street on a regular basis in practice, must 
convince the Jaguars that his off-the-field issues 
involving DWI and marijuana are behind him.

~ Titans need Mariota to 
become a more efficient 
playmaker to get to 10 wins

The Tennessee Titans took two big 
steps forward over the past couple 
seasons under former head coach Mike 
Mularkey. 

It’s now time to see if new coach Mike 
Vrabel can build upon that momentum. 

The Titans recorded their first playoff 

victory since 2004 when they 
downed Kansas City in the 
wild-card round last season, 
one year after producing the 
team’s first winning record 
in half a decade. 
Vrabel inherits a team 
that appears to be on the 
rise, with good, young talent 
on both sides of the ball. But 
in order to improve on last year’s 
second straight 9-7 finish, the Titans 
will likely need quarterback Marcus 
Mariota to return to the efficient, effective 
playmaker he was before suffering 
through a subpar 2017. 


OFFENSE 

This will be Matt LaFleur’s first tour 
of duty as a playcaller, but as the Rams’ 
offensive coordinator last season, he was 
part of the reason the team made huge 
strides. They went from last to first in 
points per game and from last to 10th 
in total offense. LaFleur’s teams have

made play-action a staple of their success, 
using it much more than the Titans did 
last season. He has boosted the careers of 
quarterbacks Robert Griffin III, Matt Ryan 
and Jared Goff. 

QUARTERBACKS: Mariota hopes 
to trend upward again after taking steps 
backward in several statistical categories 
in 2017. Mariota threw for a career-low 
13 touchdowns and a career-high 15 
interceptions last season, finishing with 
a career-worst quarterback rating of 
79.3. On the plus side, he improved 
down the stretch, throwing for seven 
touchdowns and two interceptions in 
the last five contests—which included 
two playoff games. Mariota also ran 
for a career-best five touchdowns, but 
was slowed for a significant portion of 
the season by a hamstring strain that 
sidelined him for one game. Mariota’s 
numbers should improve this year under 
a proven quarterback booster—new 
offensive coordinator LaFleur—as well 
as the increased experience of young 
receivers like Corey Davis and Taywan 
Taylor. The Titans improved at backup 
quarterback, adding Blaine Gabbert and 
parting ways with Matt Cassel. That could 
be important, as Mariota has often been 
impacted by injuries. 

The Titans will 

have a much different look here in 2018 
following the release of DeMarco Murray 
and the addition of former Patriots back

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Dion Lewis. The immediate impact of 
Murray’s departure is a step up in the 
responsibilities of Derrick Henry, who 
gained 744 yards in part-time duty last 
season. Henry showed his explosive 
ability in 2017 with touchdown runs 

of 72 and 75 yards, but he needs to be 
more consistent about taking what the 
defense allows—as opposed to trying 

to bounce too many carries outside in 
search of home-run plays. Henry could 
also improve in the passing game, both 
catching and blocking. Lewis should be 
an excellent complement, provided he 
can stay healthy. He had a career year 
in 2017, rushing for 896 yards, catching 
32 passes and totaling nine touchdowns. 
Lewis also played in all 16 games, a big 
change from the previous two years when 
knee injuries limited him to a combined 


14 games. 


RECEIVERS: This was a problem 
spot for the Titans in 2017, as none of the 
team’s wide receivers caught 60 passes 
or totaled 800 yards. Part of the problem 
was injuries, as Tajae Sharpe missed the 
entire season and rookie Davis—the fifth 
overall pick of the draft—was out the 
majority of the offseason as well as five 
regular-season contests. Davis showed 
flashes of talent, especially toward the 
end when he caught 15 passes in four 
games. A healthy offseason should do 
wonders for Davis and Sharpe. The Titans 
remain intrigued in speedy second-year 
receiver Taylor, who didn’t catch on 
well as a rookie. Tennessee’s top wide 
receiver remains Rishard Matthews, 
who has averaged nearly 15 yards per 
reception in two years and grabbed 13 
touchdown passes. But tight end Delanie 
Walker, who'll be 34 years old in August,

has been most reliable, posting at least 60 
receptions in five straight seasons. 

After a 
tremendous 2016, one in which the 
Titans allowed just 28 sacks and averaged 
a robust 4.6 yards per rush, the team’s 
offensive line suffered a setback. 

Despite returning the same personnel, 
Tennessee’s O-line surrendered 35 sacks 
and saw the team’s rushing average drop 
to 4.1 yards in 2017. In addition, Titans’ 
quarterbacks were hit 71 times, up from 
51in 2016. The biggest problems were 

on the interior, as guards Quinton Spain 
and Josh Kline as well as center Ben Jones 
weren't as strong as they they had been a 
year earlier. Spain could get pushed for a 
starting role this year by either of two free- 
agent signees—Kevin Pamphile or Xavier 
Su’a-Filo. Titans tackles Taylor Lewan 

and Jack Conklin are two of the best in

the business, pillars of the franchise. But 
Conklin could potentially start the regular 
season on the PUP list as he recovers from 
a torn ACL. 


DEFENSE 

Defensive coordinator Dean Pees spent 
the last six years in that role for Baltimore, 
where three of his teams—in 2014, 2015 and 
2016-finished among the league’s top 10 in 
defense. In 2017, the Ravens posted league

highs of three shutouts and 34 takeaways. 
He’s expected to keep the Titans’ base 

3-4 defense in place. Considering Vrabel’s 
background as a player/position coach, it’s 
a good bet the team’s linebackers will get 
plenty of chances to shine. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Three-time Pro 
Bowl defensive lineman Jurrell Casey is 
the standout here, as he’s tough to move 
on running plays and has also contributed 
at least five sacks in each of his past four 
seasons. Durable and effective, Casey has 
only missed two games in seven years. On 
the other side of the line, the Titans made 
a wise move in re-signing 6-4, 322-pound 
DaQuan Jones, an imposing run defender 
who chipped in 3.5 sacks last season. The 
question mark for Tennessee is in the 
middle, where Austin Johnson now sits 
atop the depth chart after starting three 
games in his first two campaigns. He 
could be pushed by free-agent addition 
Bennie Logan, a starter his last four years 
in the league-three in Philadelphia and 
one in Kansas City. David King provides 
some veteran depth on the outside, while

We'll get our first peek at what a Vrabel team will look like, but the 42-year-old head coach can 
point to a number of impressive influences. He began playing under Pittsburgh's Bill Cowher, won 
three Super Bowls playing for New England's Bill Belichick, served as an Ohio State assistant for three 
years under Urban Meyer and spent the last four seasons in Houston learning from Bill O’Brien and 
Romeo Crennel. Vrabel will likely keep the Titans’ defense in the 3-4 base system. But he's said he 
wants “coverage consistency and front multiplicity,” so expect movement up front. Offensively, new 
coordinator Matt LaFleur will likely call much of the show, but Vrabel will step in from time to time. 
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Antwaun Woods is a versatile big body. 
The Titans received 
productive 2017 seasons out of edge 
rushers Derrick Morgan and Brian 
Orakpo, who combined for 14.5 sacks, 
as well as inside linebacker Wesley 
Woodyard, who led the team with 124 
tackles and had 5.0 sacks. But since 
both Orakpo and Woodyard will turn 
32 before the start of this season—and 
since Morgan will be 29-the Titans must 
start developing some young talent. 
Inside linebacker Avery Williamson was 
effective against the run during his four 
years for the Titans—he totaled more than 
100 tackles in two of those seasons—but 
his shortcomings against the pass were 
likely why the team let him walk. Jayon 
Brown showed good pass-coverage ability 
during his rookie season, so he’s likely 
to see more action this year. This season 
could well be the last chance for outside 
linebacker Kevin Dodd, who hasn’t 
shown much after the Titans made him 
the 33rd overall pick in the 2016 draft. 
SECONDARY: The future looks 


promising here, as second-year safety

Kevin Byard earned All-Pro recognition 
after tying for first in the NFL with eight 
interceptions. In addition, cornerbacks 
Adoree’ Jackson and Logan Ryan 
represented upgrades over their 
predecessors. But the Titans were still 
too leaky in pass coverage last season, 
allowing 239.2 yards per contest—that 
ranked 25th in the league—and 
surrendering 27 touchdowns, tied for 
the eighth most in the NFL. So the Titans 
made another big acquisition during the 
offseason, signing free-agent cornerback 
Malcolm Butler away from the Patriots. 
Assuming Butler can bounce back from 
last season’s surprise benching in the 
Super Bowl, he and Jackson will likely 
focus on the outside, with Ryan more 
likely to be a slot corner. Johnathan 
Cyprien returns for a second season at 
strong safety, while a number of young 
corners—LeShaun Sims, Kalan Reed and 
Tye Smith—will vie for playing time. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Kicker Ryan 
Succop got a five-year deal after 
producing career highs of 35 field goals 
and 136 points in 2017. But Succop wasn’t

.. a player for the Titans’ franchise hit triple digits in catches for a season was 199], when 
had an even 100 receptions for 1,181 yards and seven touchdowns for the 
division-winning Houston Oilers. As part of coordinator Kevin Gilbride’s run-and-shoot attack, 
Jeffires helped Houston lead the NFL in passing offense—and it wasn’t even close. Behind future 
Hall-of-Fame quarterback Warren Moon, the Oilers piled up 4,621 yards in receptions, with the 


49ers a distant second at 3,997. 


IMPACT NEWCOMER 


Malcolm Butler will be a welcome 
addition for a defense that finished 
25th last season against the pass, 
allowing almost 240 yards per 
game through the air. He's a former 
teammate of Logan Ryan's, which 
should ease his transition. Butler played 
more than 1,000 defensive snaps in 
New England last season and he'll be a 
regular on the field this year as well. 


as accurate as he’s been in years past, 
missing seven of 42 attempts on field 
goals—the most misses he’d ever suffered 
in his nine-year career. Punter Brett Kern, 
meanwhile, had the best season of his 
10-year career, earning his first trip to 

the Pro Bow! after leading the NFL with 

a 49.7-yard gross average and 44.6-yard 
net average. Rookie cornerback Jackson 
showed several flashes of potential in 
returning both kicks and punts, but the 
Titans didn’t produce any touchdown 
returns and wound up in the middle 

of the NFL pack in both departments. 
Some good free-agent signings during the 
previous offseason should help the Titans 
improve significantly on their 2017 punt 
coverage, which should be a strength 
once more. 


BOTTOM LINE 


There are plenty of reasons to believe 
the Titans could once again contend for 
the AFC South crown, thanks to a good 
core of young talent on both sides of the 
ball. The biggest key will be getting a 
rebound season from Mariota, who will 
be playing for his third head coach and 
fourth offensive coordinator in four years. 
The Titans must also get more production 
from former first-round wide receiver 
Davis, who was hampered by injury last 
year. Tennessee’s secondary should be 
much better with Butler. All eyes will be 
on Vrabel, who has risen quickly through 
the ranks, spending just one season as a 
coordinator.

RECEIVERS: DeAndre Hopkins 
was the only receiver the coaches could 
count on because the others couldn’t stay 
healthy. He was voted first-team All-Pro 
for the first time after catching 96 passes 
for 1,378 yards and a league-leading 
13 touchdowns. He was first with 17 
receptions of at least 25 yards. It doesn’t 
matter who plays quarterback, he’s 
consistently outstanding. Hopkins lacks 
stopwatch speed, but he’s smart, tough 
and has incredible hands. He fights for 
the ball and loves to get physical against 
double coverage. 

Will Fuller V has blinding speed but 
can’t stay on the field. Of the 13 passes 
he caught from Watson, seven went for 
touchdowns. Imagine what Fuller might 
be capable of doing with Watson if he 
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can avoid injuries. Bruce Ellington was 

a splendid addition in the slot, but he 
was hurt, a problem that’s plagued his 
career. This is a make-or-break season for 
Braxton Miller. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: When Watson 
was healthy, he covered up a lot of 
problems. When he was lost for the 
season, it was obvious just how bad the 
line was. Center Nick Martin is expected 
to be the only returning starter. New 
guards Zach Fulton and Senio Kelemete 
were signed in free agency. Seantrel 
Henderson, who started one game for 
Buffalo over the last two seasons, gets first 
shot at right tackle. The left tackle is Julién 
Davenport, a fourth-round pick who 
started four games as a rookie, including 
three on the left side. Because of injuries, 
ineptness and Duane Brown’s holdout 
and subsequent trade to Seattle, the 
Texans started five left tackles in 2017. It’s

INSIDE THE HEADSET 


DEFENSE 


After spending a season as assistant 
head coach, Romeo Crennel resumes his 
duties as defensive coordinator. In 2016, 
his last season in charge of the defense, the 
Texans finished first. In 2017, Mike Vrabel 
was promoted and became the victim 
of free-agent departures, injuries and 
ineptitude. As a result, the Texans allowed 
more points than any team in the league. 
When Vrabel was hired as head coach by 
the Tennessee Titans, Crennel stepped 
back into the coordinator’s role. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Watt has played 
in eight games over the last two seasons 
because of back and leg injuries. He’s 29 
and trying to regain the form that helped 
him be voted NFL Defensive Player of the 
Year three times. Nobody knows if he can 
reach that level. If he stays on the field, 
he can still be an excellent player. The

O'Brien enters his fifth season with a franchise quarterback, Deshaun Watson, who brings out his 
coach's creativity. He showed last season he can design game plans and call plays for mobile (Watson) 
and immobile (Tom Savage) quarterbacks. He’s a demanding coach, and his players always play hard 
for him. He's a proponent of a productive running game. He needs to improve clock management. He 
wants to know what his coaches and players think. O’Brien welcomes their suggestions on and off the 
field because he’s always looking for new ideas. 
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coaches love nose tackle D.J. Reader, who 
can also play end in the three-man front. 
Reader penetrates and stuffs the run. 
He has improved as a pass rusher. Right 
end Christian Covington was enjoying 
his best year in 2017 when he was lost for 
the season. Brandon Dunn was forced 
into the lineup at nose tackle because of 
injuries and played better than any time 
in his two seasons. End Carlos Watkins 
flashed his rookie campaign and showed 
pass-rush skills, but he needs to improve 
against the run. Houston must improve 
its depth up front so the line won’t be 
decimated by injuries to the starters. 
LINEBACKERS: Jadeveon Clowney 
plays outside in the 3-4 and drops to 
right end in passing situations. He was 
the team’s best defensive player last 
season. He’s exceptional against the run 
and is a relentless pass rusher. Mercilus, 
who starts opposite Clowney, suffered a 
torn bicep in the fifth game last year and 
was lost for the season. Brian Cushing, 
who started next to him, was suspended 
for 10 games. Mercilus is back. Cushing 
isn’t. Cushing was released because 
two rookies—second-round pick Zach 
Cunningham and undrafted Dylan 
Cole—did a terrific job replacing him. 
Cunningham excels in coverage and 
improved against the run. Benardrick 
McKinney, Houston’s leading tackler, is

6-4 and 260 pounds and shuts down the 
run as the other inside starter. He’s a hard 
worker who must get better as a pass 
rusher. McKinney sometimes struggles in 
coverage against the faster backs, but he’s 
a key member of the defense overall. 

SECONDARY: Safety Tyrann 
Mathieu and cornerback Aaron Colvin are 
the most prominent free-agent additions. 
Colvin is an excellent slot corner who'll 
get a chance to start outside. He’s quick 
and instinctive and plays the ball well. 
Competing for the other starting job are 
veterans Kevin Johnson and Johnathan 
Joseph. If Colvin stays outside, Kareem 
Jackson will play inside. Mathieu starts 
next to veteran Andre Hal unless rookie 
Justin Reid can unseat Hal. One reason 
the coaches like Mathieu is because of his 
versatility and leadership, but he’s got to 
stay healthy. The Texans used their top 
draft pick (third round) on Stanford’s 
Reid because they had to get more 
talented and faster at safety. Veterans 
Corey Moore and Kurtis Drummond, 
both former undrafted free agents, are 
backup safeties. Moore has some starting 
experience. He and Drummond are 
physical players who are better against 
the run than in coverage. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Brad Seely, the 
third special-teams coach in O’Brien’s five 
seasons, is working 24/7 to try to rectify

their wretched coverage and return 
teams. No discipline, too many penalties, 
getting caught out of position, bad 
tackling and pathetic blocking were all 
problems in 2017. The Texans needed to 
upgrade the talent level here and started 
with Johnson Bademosi, a cornerback 
from New England who signed as a 

free agent. Wideout Fuller is a dynamic 
punt returner, but Houston prefers 

for someone else to play that role. The 
kicking game isn’t an issue. At 42, punter 
Shane Lechler is still one of the league’s 
best. In his 18th season, he had a 49-yard 
gross average, a 41.3 net with 32 punts 
inside the 20 and only five touchbacks. In 
his first season as Houston’s kicker, Ka’imi 
Fairbairn consistently kicked off into the 
end zone. He missed five field goals and 
three extra points, however. Jon Weeks 
is an outstanding snapper who hasn’t 
misfired in his eight seasons. 


BOTTOM LINE 


The Texans lost nine of their last 10 
games and finished with a six-game losing 
streak last year. Playing mostly retreads 
because of injuries, they were so bad they 
got swept by Indianapolis. If they can 
stay healthy and get production from free 
agents, they have enough talent to win 
the AFC South title. They don’t want to 
start 0-2 with road losses to New England 
and Tennessee. They’re not Super Bowl 
material, but as Watson showed last 
season, the Texans are capable of beating 
anybody anywhere as long as he’s on the 
field.

games. A big reason the Colts finished 
4-12 a year ago was their inability to finish 
games. They held the halftime lead nine 
times, but were just 2-7 in those games 
behind backup Brissett. With Luck under 
center, the team is 34-4 when it has had a 
halftime lead. 

Brissett kept the Colts competitive last 
season and showed growth throughout. 
With a full season under his belt, he 
represents one of the league’s more 
competent backups. He possesses a 
strong arm and enough mobility to evade 
the first wave of pressure in the pocket. 

RUNNING BACKS: It figures to be 
a running backs-by-committee approach 
following the expected and necessary 
departure of Frank Gore. However, 
someone must be the quasi-feature back, 
and that likely is Marlon Mack. The 2017 


fourth-round pick flashed brilliance as a 
rookie with six rushes of at least 20 yards 
while working as the change-up to Gore’s 
move-the-chains style. But Mack also had 
trouble with his consistency and too often 
was stopped behind the line of scrimmage 
or for no gain. He will remain an excellent 
threat to bounce plays outside but needs 
to become more effective between the 
tackles. 

Robert Turbin should continue in his 
role as one of the league’s premier short- 
yardage and goal-line threats. Over the 
past two seasons he’s an NFL-best 12-of-12 
on converting third-and-one situations. 
Turbin also has nine total touchdowns 
over the last two seasons. He wants a 
larger role, but that might not happen. 

Rookie speedsters Nyheim Hines and 
Jordan Wilkins are wild cards in the mix. 
Each brings speed and versatility to the 
huddle.

and four TDs. 

Look for tight ends Jack Doyle and 
free agent Eric Ebron to complement the 
wideouts. Doyle is coming off his first Pro 
Bowl and his 80 receptions were second 
most in team history. He’s established 
himself as a security blanket for QBs. Ebron 
is looking for a fresh start after never fulfilling 
expectations during his four-year stint with 
Detroit. Ebron is a matchup problem for 
defenses and will be given every opportunity 
to excel in Reich’s offense. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Prepare yourself 
for more shuffling. The only certainty 
moving forward is Anthony Castonzo 
returns at left tackle, Ryan Kelly at center 
and first-round draft pick Quenton Nelson 
steps in immediately at left guard. 

Training camp competition will 
determine the rest, including whether 
second-rounder Braden Smith jumps to 
the top of the pecking order at right guard. 
Smith joins the mix at a spot that already 
includes oft-injured Jack Mewhort and 
free-agent acquisition Matt Slauson. Joe 
Haeg, who’s without question the unit’s 
most versatile component, and Denzelle 
Good likely will battle for the starting spot 
at right tackle. 

Experience comes from guard Jeremy 
Vujnovich, who started all 16 games at left

guard and didn’t miss a snap last year, 
and Le’Raven Clark. One of the keys to 
returning as a playoff contender is for the 
Colts to finally fix an offensive line that 
contributed to the team allowing a league- 
high 56.0 sacks. That task falls at the feet 
of new line coach Dave DeGuglielmo and 
assistant Bobby Johnson. 

Finally achieving some level of 
continuity would be a good first step. Since 
Luck’s arrival in 2012, the Colts have used 
46 different starting combinations. 


DEFENSE 


The arrival of first-time coordinator 
Eberflus heralds a seismic shift. Gone is 
Chuck Pagano’s 3-4 scheme that never 
took root. Now, the Colts shift to a 4-3 
that will be based on speed, athleticism 
and aggressiveness. Eberflus worked 
under longtime NFL defensive master 
Rod Marinelli, so look for the new defense 
to utilize many of the concepts Marinelli 
picked up during his years in Tampa Bay 
with Tony Dungy. 

No area is 
better stocked with experienced bodies. 
Jabaal Sheard and John Simon, outside 
linebackers in last season’s 3-4, move to 
the end spots in Eberflus’ 4-3. Sheard 
was one of Ballard’s better free-agent 


During an NFL career that stretches back to 1985, Reich has rubbed shoulders and gleaned info 
from at least seven Hall-of-Famers: Marv Levy, Jim Kelly, Thurman Thomas, Bill Polian, Tony Dungy, 
Peyton Manning and Marvin Harrison. He picked the brains of offensive savants Ted Marchibroda, Tom 
Moore and Howard Mudd. He relates to players. He will play to their strengths and try to minimize 
their weaknesses. He’s a quiet but firm motivator. 
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acquisitions in ’17. He was solid setting 
the edge against the run and found time 
to lead the team with 5.5 sacks. Simon 
was headed for the best season of his 
career—3.0 sacks, one interception, 43 
tackles—before a shoulder injury forced 
him to miss the final four games. 

Tarell Basham, a 2017 third-round 
pick, is expected to emerge as a viable 
pass-rush threat in Year Two. He’s more 
comfortable playing with his hand on the 
ground than in a two-point stance. 

The intriguing depth up front includes 
draft picks Kemoko Turay and Tyquan 
Lewis, plus tackles Hassan Ridgeway, 

Al Woods and Grover Steward and end 
Denico Autry. Autry appeared in 56 
games with Oakland and collected 10.5 
sacks, 12 passes defensed and two fumble 
recoveries. 

LINEBACKERS: No position carries 
more question marks, and most are 
accentuated by the transition to the 4-3 
that moved Sheard, Simon and Basham 
to end. Antonio Morrison led the defense 
with 109 tackles a year ago, but he lacks 
sideline-to-sideline speed and is a liability 


in coverage. Anthony Walker, a 2017 fifth- 


round pick, appeared in 10 games with 
two starts during a lackluster rookie year. 
One of Ballard’s selective free-agent 
acquisitions was Najee Goode, but he 
was signed to a one-year contract at the

veteran’s minimum. Goode, 29, started 
three of 16 games for the Philadelphia 
Eagles, but his value was more on special 
teams than with the defense. 
Second-round draft pick Darius 
Leonard could see extensive playing time 
as a rookie, almost by default. 
SECONDARY: Youth will be served. 
The “old man” in the cornerback room is 
Pierre Desir, 28. Projected starter Quincy 
Wilson, 22, and nickel Nate Hairston 
are 2017 draft picks and Kenny Moore II 
also was a rookie last season. Free-agent 
pickup Kenneth Acker brings 40 games 
and 15 starts to the corner mix, but he’s 
just 26. Hairston excelled as a rookie 
working out of the slot, but the team 
needs Wilson to take a major leap in his 
second year. Lackluster practice habits 
impeded his development last season. 
It’s more of the same with the safety 
group: Malik Hooker, Clayton Geathers, 
Matthias Farley and T.J. Green are 26 or 
younger. The key to the effectiveness of 
the unit is how quickly Hooker regains 
his form and whether Green ever fulfills 
his potential. Hooker, the 2017 first-round 
pick, missed the final half of his rookie 
season with a knee injury and Green 
has never displayed the discipline or 
consistency management envisioned 
when it selected him in the second round 
of the 2016 draft.

IMPACT NEWCOMER 


New head coach Frank Reich wants 
no-nonsense players who fit the culture 
the team is seeking to develop. Guard 

checks all the boxes. 
He will start immediately and brings a 
relentless, nasty attitude to the lineup. 
Evidence of the team’s faith in Nelson? 
He’s the first guard it has taken in the 
first round since Ron Solt in 1984. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: This is an area 
that remains in the capable hands of 
the old and relatively new. The “old” 
is placekicker Adam Vinatieri. He’s 
entering his 23rd season and is the NFL’s 
oldest player at 45. The “relatively new” 
are punter Rigoberto Sanchez, 24 and 
heading into his second year, and Luke 
Rhodes, 25 and in his second season as a 
long snapper. 

Vinatieri shows no signs of slowing 
down. Over the past five seasons, he’s 
converted 146 of 163 field goals (89.6 
percent), including 23-of-29 (79.3 percent) 
on attempts of at least 50 yards. In 2017, 
he knocked down 29 of 34 attempts, 
and his five misses included 33- and 
43-yarders in a Buffalo snowstorm. He 
also had a 38-yarder blocked and was 
short on a 60-yard attempt. 

Sanchez stepped in when Pro Bowl 
punter Pat McAfee retired and posted 
a solid rookie season: 44.8-yard gross 
and 42.6 net averages. He had 28 punts 
downed inside the 20-yard line while 
giving up just three touchbacks. 

The return duties are up in the air. 
Wideout Rogers brings experience on 
punt returns, but rookie Hines is expected 
to offer serious competition. 


BOTTOM LINE 

With Luck (no pun intended), the Colts 
should regain their relevancy in the AFC. 
Without him, they'll finish with a fourth 
consecutive non-winning season since a 
nine-year stretch that spanned two cities 
(1978-86). All signs point toward Luck 
being ready for the start of the season, but 
there will be rust to knock off. Even so, a 
Luck-led team is capable of pushing to 8-8.

But they would like to 
see a slight increase in Rivers’ completion 
percentage (62.6). Rivers is a natural 
leader and says he wants to play a few 
more years, but the Chargers have to start 
grooming a replacement because backup 
Geno Smith is not the long-term answer. 
RUNNING BACKS: Gordon was 
a very effective workhorse last year, 
carrying 284 times for 1,105 yards and 
eight touchdowns. Gordon still is young 
and can handle a similar load. The 
offensive line was already solid, but the 
arrival of Pouncey brings one more strong 
blocker for Gordon. That could erase 
the only thing that’s close to a knock on 
Gordon. He averaged 3.9 yards per carry 
last year and has averaged 3.8 for his 
career. What most don’t realize is that 


Gordon put up those kinds of numbers 
while dealing with a knee injury much of 
the season. 

Austin Ekeler has promise as a third- 
down back, but he’s not capable of filling 
a big role if Gordon misses substantial 
time. 

RECEIVERS: Allen looked like he 
was going to be a stud when the Chargers 
first drafted him back in 2013 and he had 
1,046 receiving yards as a rookie. But 
injuries slowed Allen and kept him quiet 
the next three seasons. But everything 
changed last year. Allen had a breakout 
campaign, catching 102 passes for 1,393 
yards and six touchdowns.

Coordinator Gus Bradley is back after 
the Chargers climbed to third in the league 
in scoring defense last year, although 
major improvement is needed in one area. 

Lynn and Bradley share a common 
belief that stopping the run is a critical part 
of their formula for winning. But it didn’t 
work out that way last year. The Chargers 
allowed 131.1 yards per game, which was 
second worst in the league. That threw 
the defense totally out of sync, which was 
unfortunate because the pass defense is a 
very good one. The Chargers need to be at 
least respectable against the run this year.

Last 
offseason, facing major cap issues, the 
Chiefs made limited personnel moves 
as they looked to make one last run at

Andy Reid’s tenure. Entering 
2018, almost everything has 
changed. 

Kansas City had one more 
playoff implosion in 2017, 
adding to a long list. This 

re time it was a wild-card loss to 
Ko the visiting Titans after leading 
21-3 at halftime. As Brett Veach 
entered his first full offseason as 
general manager, it was time to blow 
things up. 

Veach wasted no time, as word of 
trading five-year starting quarterback 
Alex Smith to Washington got out 
before the Super Bowl was even played, 
handing over the reins to last year’s No. 
10 overall draft choice, Patrick Mahomes, 
as expected. That move was just the first 
of several that rocked the foundation of 
Chiefs Kingdom. 

Soon the Chiefs would move on from 
longtime defensive stalwarts Derrick 
Johnson and Tamba Hali, trade top 
cornerback Marcus Peters and make their 
biggest free-agent splash in years with the

signings of Sammy Watkins and Anthony 
Hitchens. 

Reid remains the head honcho, but a 
new day in Kansas City has come. After 
a 1-4 playoff record in five years between 
the pairing of Reid and Smith, his 
departed quarterback, Chiefs fans hope 
all the offseason changes result in playoff 
wins. 


OFFENSE 


For the second straight year, the Chiefs 
have been forced to find a new offensive 
coordinator after their previous one left 
for a head-coaching position. The primary 
role of Reid’s coordinator since he 
became a head coach in Philadelphia has 
been to setup the game plan, with Reid 
ultimately calling the plays. That trend 
is likely to continue, now with former 
running backs coach Eric Bieniemy trying 
his hand after Matt Nagy left to be the 
Bears’ head coach. 

QUARTERBACKS: Chiefs fans 
are excited for the future because the 
future is Mahomes. The former Texas 
Tech star takes over for Smith, who was 
appreciated after five solid years in Kansas 
City but rarely took risks. Mahomes’ style 
is quite different, using his unbelievable 
arm strength to make any throw, even 
those that might make coaches and fans 
want to cover their eyes. Kansas City got 
a preview of Mahomes’ readiness when 
he got a Week 17 start at Denver, throwing

for 284 yards and leading the team to a 
27-24 win despite playing mostly with 
other backups. 

With the departure of Smith, the 
Chiefs wanted to add a veteran backup 
who could help Mahomes in the film 
room. Chad Henne certainly fits that 
description, moving on from Jacksonville 
after six seasons. Former Raider Matt 
McGloin was also signed in the offseason 
to compete for the No. 3 job. 

RUNNING BACKS: Kareem Hunt 
was handed the starting tailback job in 
his rookie season after Spencer Ware 
injured his knee in the preseason. While 
Hunt fumbled his first regular-season 
carry, he hasn’t looked back since then. 
Hunt finished his first game, a nationally 
televised contest at New England, with 
246 yards from scrimmage and three 
touchdowns. He never fumbled again and 
managed to lead the NFL in rushing while 
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averaging 4.9 yards per carry. The third- 
round pick out of Toledo also showed off 
good hands and progressed as a blocker 
as the season wore on. 

Kansas City added significant backfield 
depth this offseason with Damien 
Williams and Kerwynn Williams, a 
possible indication that former starter 
Ware won’t be ready for the opener 
after tearing the PCL and LCL in his right 
knee last August. Third-down specialist 
Charcandrick West and Akeem Hunt 
could also face competition for their 
roster spots. 

WIDE RECEIVERS: The Chiefs asked 
a lot of Tyreek Hill in his second season 
after they cut Jeremy Maclin in June to 
save money. Hill immediately emerged 
as an elite wide receiver, finishing the 
season with 1,183 yards receiving and 
seven touchdowns after averaging 9.7 
yards per catch in his rookie season.

The Chiefs splurged on Watkins to the 
tune of a three-year, $48 million contract. 
He hasn’t looked the same since suffering 
a fractured foot in 2016, but he’s still 
averaged at least 15 yards per reception 
in all four of his NFL seasons. A former 
1,000-yard receiver with the Bills in 2015, 
Watkins also has elite deep speed, making 
him a good fit for the strong-armed 
Mahomes. 

Chris Conley’s role becomes unclear 
after the Watkins signing, but he will 
certainly find the field when he’s healthy. 
Aruptured Achilles ended his season in 
October, but Conley showed crisp route- 
running ability and good hands in his 
third season. Demarcus Robinson found 
more snaps after Conley was injured 
and showed big-play ability and great 
downfield blocking but was often out of 
sync with Smith. De’Anthony Thomas 
and Jehu Chesson mostly contributed 


some throws that take 
your breath away, both 

in good and bad ways. 

The pressure will be on 

him to perform with a 
defense that has a lot of 
new names and some guys 
coming off injury. You 
hope Mahomes won't try to 
do too much if the defense 
is bad, but he at least has 
experience in that situation 
after playing at Texas Tech.

on special teams last year but have also 
flashed and give the team solid depth. 

At tight end, the Chiefs have one of the 
best in Travis Kelce, who surpassed 1,000 
yards receiving for the second consecutive 
season in 2017 and added a career-high 
eight touchdowns. Demetrius Harris 
remains his backup. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The offensive line 
remains mostly unchanged heading into 
2018, with high-priced players anchoring 
three of the positions. Kansas City ranked 
in the middle of the pack with 37 sacks

allowed last year, but its league-leading 4.7 
yards per rush was a major tip of the cap 
despite injuries and personnel issues on 
the interior. 

Eric Fisher continues to do an adquate 
job at left tackle, though the organization’s 
huge four-year, $63 million contract 
agreement did turn some heads two years 
ago. On the other side of the line, Mitchell 
Schwartz has arguably been the NFL’s 
most stable pass blocker, starting every 
game in six seasons between Cleveland 
and Kansas City, but has somehow yet to 
get Pro Bowl recognition. 

The team missed Mitch Morse at center, 
who played only seven games due to a foot 
injury. The 2015 second-round pick had 
proven very durable up until last season. 
Laurent Duvernay-Tardif has come into 
his own as both a medical doctor and 
solid right guard, though he also missed 
time with a knee injury. Left guard is up 
for grabs entering the preseason between 
Bryan Witzmann, former Browns first- 
round pick Cameron Erving and third-year 
player Parker Ehinger, who has struggled 
to get over a torn ACL suffered in his 
rookie season. The notable loss of Zach 


Reid enters his 20th season as an NFL head coach and has been one of the league’s most successful 
during that timeframe with a regular-season record of 183-120-1. A disciple of Mike Holmgren and the 
West Coast offense in Green Bay, Reid still calls most of the offensive plays.

DEFENSE 
Kansas City’s 28th-ranked defense 
was the fans’ scapegoat after another 
frustrating playoff showing, but the team 
opted to retain defensive coordinator 
Bob Sutton for a sixth season. The former 
Army head coach honed his craft as a 
coordinator under Rex Ryan with the Jets 
and still runs Ryan’s 3-4 defensive scheme. 
DEFENSIVE LINE; Chris Jones has 
developed into one of the league’s top 
3-4 ends and is the clear prize of the 
team’s defensive line entering his third 
season. He’s shown the ability to take 
over games, as he did in Week Two 
against Philadelphia with three sacks and 
an interception, but his play can also go 
quiet at times. Coming off a torn MCL 
suffered during the playoff loss, the Chiefs 
are hoping for another step forward after 
Jones finished with 6.5 sacks last year.

The Chiefs 
need a bigger contribution at the outside 
spot opposite Houston. Former first- 
round pick Dee Ford missed 10 games 
last year due to a back injury. Tanoh 
Kpassagnon, a 2017 second-round pick, 
is still very raw. Speaks played mostly 
defensive end at Ole Miss, and the team 
believes the rookie is ready to contribute 
now in a hybrid linebacker/end role. 
Frank Zombo is an adequate fill-in. 

SECONDARY: The Chiefs surprisingly 
traded the elite but enigmatic Marcus 
Peters in the offseason. He created lots of 
turnovers in three seasons, but his fiery 
personality on and off the field seemed to 
wear on teammates and coaches. Behind 
Peters, cornerback was a fatal flaw for 
the defense, but there remains cautious 
optimism that Kendall Fuller, acquired 
from Washington in the Alex Smith trade, 
and former Raider David Amerson will 
improve that deficiency.

Gone 
is four-year starter Ron Parker opposite 
Berry, but the Chiefs are comfortable with 
Daniel Sorensen and Eric Murray. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Coordinator Dave 
Toub has presided over an excellent 
special-teams unit in Kansas City since 
Reid came on board in 2013. 

Hill continued to handle the punt- 
return duties last season, while kickoffs 
were shared by Akeem Hunt and Thomas. 
It remains to be seen if the team will make 
any changes. 

Kicker Harrison Butker was a pleasant 
surprise, making a franchise-record 23 
consecutive field goals after missing his 
first attempt. Punter Dustin Colquitt has 
extended his stay in K.C. to a 14th year 
after re-signing in the offseason. He’s 
been a top punter for much of his career, 
making two Pro Bowls. 


BOTTOM LINE 


An offseason with one headlining move 
after another has made Kansas City one 
of the most interesting teams to watch in 
2018. The offense is set to be one of the 
most high-powered units in the NFL if 
Mahomes is able to back up the big talk 
coming from the team’s front office and 
coaching staff. It remains to be seen if the 


defense can hold up its end of the bargain. 


If nothing else, there is renewed 
hope in Kansas City for a fanbase that 
is frustrated by multiple disasters in the 
playoffs.

Local hero Jack Del Rio was cast aside 
by owner Mark Davis to make room for 
one-time golden boy Jon Gruden, with the 
hope that Gruden can build the Raiders 
into an elite team by the time they arrive 
in Las Vegas, if not this season. 

Bringing back a fan favorite like 
Gruden is a nice start, but nothing more. 
It’s also a move that Davis had to make 

so that he could create the kind of 
buzz necessary to sell enough 
personal-seat licenses/tickets 
in advance of the new 
stadium opening. 
Gruden doesn’t care 
about any of that stuff. He 
%. > is all about football. To that 
NS mo end, he realizes that he has 
Lye his work cut out for him, as 
evidenced by the massive roster 
overhaul in the three-plus months 
since he was hired for his second stint as 
Oakland’s head coach. 

Time will tell if the moves are the kind 
that will make a difference. Davis is tired 
of wasting time waiting for a return to 
relevance. The Raiders haven’t won a 
playoff game since the 2002 postseason, 
when Gruden and the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers thrashed them in the Super 
Bowl. 

For that to change, they’re going to 
have to bounce back from a 6-10 season. 
Davis did his part by going all-in and 
giving Gruden a 10-year, $100 million 
contract. Gruden has responded by

remaking the team in his vision. It takes 
more than an infusion of cash and new 
players to succeed, though. 


OFFENSE 

Greg Olson is back as Oakland’s 
offensive coordinator for the second 
time. That should help quarterback Derek 
Carr, who worked under Olson his rookie 
season but regressed last year with Todd 
Downing overseeing an NFL offense for 
the first time. The big change, though, 
is Gruden is going to call the plays. He 
prefers a run-heavy attack, which sets 
up the play-action pass, and that means 
a heavier dose of Marshawn Lynch than 
last season. Under Gruden, Carr will be 
entrusted with calling more audibles than 
at any point in his first four seasons. 

QUARTERBACKS: Carr was a 
favorite of Gruden’s when he appeared 
on “Gruden’s Quarterback Camp” show 
on ESPN before the 2014 NFL Draft, and 
they talked about winning Super Bowls. 
Now that they are reunited, they’ll get 
the chance to see if they can establish 
the kind of relationship Gruden shared 
with Rich Gannon and Brad Johnson 
more than 15 years ago. If so, the Raiders’ 
offense shouldn’t have a problem 
regaining the form it showed in 2016, 
when it was one of the league’s most 
potent attacks. Carr regressed last season 
under first-year coordinator Downing, as 
he looked uncomfortable most games. 
That manifested itself in too many short 
throws, not waiting for plays to develop 
and putting up too many passes for grabs. 
Olson and Gruden will refine Carr’s

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mechanics and restore his confidence, 
which should translate into more big 
plays and improved performance.

used a first-round draft pick on Kolton 
Miller and a third-rounder on Brandon 
Parker, with the intent of having those 
guys replace left tackle Donald Penn, 35, 
and Giacomini at some point this season, 
if not right away.

New coordinator Paul Guenther inherits 
a defense with a great pass-rushing duo but 
little else in terms of impact players.

He’ll get more from his defense 
through scheming until young players 
such as Gareon Conley and Mario Edwards 
Jr. blossom and more help arrives. The

Gruden worked under the likes of Paul Hackett, George Seifert and Mike Holmgren, from whom 
he learned the nuances of Bill Walsh’s West Coast offense. He has continued to study offenses and 
fine-tune his approach. He isn’t afraid to open up the passing game but his offensive philosophy still 
places a heavy emphasis on establishing a strong running game, with extensive usage of a fullback, 
multiple tight ends and stout offensive linemen. Gruden prefers to call his own plays while, at the same 
time, having a quarterback so well-versed in recognizing defensive schemes that he is comfortable 
changing plays at the line of scrimmage.

DEFENSIVE LINE: Guenther made 
the pass rush a high priority when he was 
hired by Gruden. His first big move was 
converting Bruce Irvin from a strongside 
linebacker into a rush end as a means of 
taking advantage of Irvin’s best attribute. 
The Raiders now have one of the best 
end tandems in the league with Irvin and 
perennial Pro Bowler Khalil Mack, but the 
line overall lacks proven playmakers. As a 
result, Gruden used a second-round draft 
pick on tackle PJ. Hall, a third-rounder 
on end Arden Key and a fifth-rounder on 
Maurice Hurst. Hall shined at Sam Houston 
State, where he recorded 86.5 tackles for 
loss and blocked 14 kicks as a four-year 
starter. Key graded out as a first-round 
talent, but he had some off-field issues that 
led to some teams questioning whether he 
was worth the risk. Hurst was projected as 
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a first-rounder until he was flagged for a 
heart condition at the Combine. Tackle 
Justin Ellis was re-signed and anchors the 
middle. Edwards Jr., Eddie Vanderdoes 
and Treyvon Hester provide adequate 
depth. 

LINEBACKERS: With Irvin moving 
to end, veteran Tahir Whitehead is the 
only unquestioned starter on the roster. 
That doesn’t mean the Raiders don’t 
have promising options. They bring back 
young players Cory James, Marquel Lee, 
Nicholas Morrow, Emmanuel Lamur 
and Shilique Calhoun. Still, this unit 
isn’t any better overall than it was last 
season, when the linebackers were more 
of a liability than an asset overall. That 
changes if the Raiders re-sign NaVorro 
Bowman before the season begins, and 
that’s a distinct possibility. Bowman no 
longer is the dominant player he was 
with the 49ers, but he’s better and more 
consistent than the younger options on 
the roster. Of all the changes made to the 
roster this offseason, few have affected 
the linebacker position. Brady Sheldon, 
Kyle Wilber and Azeem Victor are fighting 
for roster spots and playing time, most 
likely on special teams. 

SECONDARY: Another season, 
another batch of cornerback hopefuls. 
That’s been the way things have gone 
since general manager Reggie McKenzie

six years ago. Sean Smith and David 
Amerson are gone, as is No. 3 corner TJ. 
Carrie. In their place are Rashaan Melvin, 
Daryl Worley and Shareece Wright. 
Melvin has the talent to be the Raiders’ 
best corner since Nnamdi Asomugha. 

If 2017 first-round draft pick Gareon 
Conley overcomes the shin injury that 
limited him to two games last season, the 
Raiders finally have a shot at fielding an 
impressive starting tandem, with Worley 
in line to be the nickel back. Karl Joseph 
and free-agent signee Marcus Gilchrist 
will be the starting safeties, which is an 
upgrade over last season. The remaining 
roster spots are up for grabs among 
draftee Nick Nelson, Obi Melifonwu, 
Reggie Nelson, Shalom Luani, Dexter 
McDonald, Antonio Hamilton and Wright, 
among others. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: This unit’s 
coordinator, Rich Bisaccia, was reunited 
with Gruden-they coached together in 
Tampa from 2002-08—and wasted little 
time exerting his influence. He ended 
ties with longtime kicker Sebastian 
Janikowski, punter Marquette King, long 
snapper Jon Condo and kick returner 
Cordarrelle Patterson. In turn, he signed 
off on Giorgio Tavecchio being the kicker 
for a second season, brought in Andrew 
DePaola to replace Condo and made

heartbreaker in overtime, 16-13, to New England in the Divisional Playoffs. It was a devastating 
loss for the Raiders, who led 13-3 with under eight minutes to go but allowed Patriots quarterback 
Tom Brady to lead his team down the field twice before the end of regulation for scoring drives, 
including a 45-yard field goal by Adam Vinatieri with 27 seconds left to send the game into OT. 
Oakland never saw the ball in the extra period as the Pats won the toss and Brady ate up more 
than eight minutes of clock on a 61-yard drive that ended with a game-winning 23-yard boot by 


Vinatieri. 


IMPACT NEWCOMER 


Rashaan Melvin is the kind of 
shutdown cornerback the Raiders have 
lacked since Nnamdi Asomugha left for 
the Eagles in free agency. He gives the 
Raiders a corner capable of neutralizing 
the opposing team’s No. 1 receiver most 
games and someone who doesn’t need 
safety help, which frees up another 
defender in the secondary. 


Dwayne Harris the kick returner. Johnny 
Townsend was drafted in the fifth round 
to replace King. Before the season starts, 
Bisaccia will have to decide whether Jalen 
Richard is the answer on punt returns, 
which is a huge question mark. Richard 
tied for the league high with six fumbled 
punt returns last season. Harris and Ryan 
Switzer are on standby if Richard falters 
in the slightest. Bisaccia also brought in 
proven kick-coverage/return players in 
Keith Smith, Griff Whalen, Lamur and 
Wilber. Still, this marks the first time in a 
decade or so that the Raiders core special 
teams players aren’t familiar faces and 
known quantities. 


BOTTOM LINE 

The Raiders have a decidedly different 
look this season, from the coaching staff 
down through the 53-man roster. That 
doesn’t necessarily translate into being 
a better football team. Despite all the 
turnover, Oakland didn’t really add any 
proven impact players, though second- 
year cornerback Conley, rookie offensive 
tackle Miller, rookie defensive end Key 
and rookie defensive tackle Hurst have 
a chance to join the likes of Mack, Carr, 
Irvin and the interior of the offensive 
line as such. On the bright side, none 
of the other AFC West teams did much 
to convince the masses that they are 
going to be any better than last season. 
It wouldn’t be a surprise if the Raiders 
win the division but then lose their first 
playoff game. This is a team in full-blown 
transition.

Has it really only been two and a half 
years since Peyton Manning finished his 
career by leading the Denver Broncos to a 
win over Carolina in Super Bowl 50? 

That seems like a generation ago. After 
a slip to 9-7 in 2016, the Broncos 

dropped to 5-11 last year, their 

worst finish since 2010. After 
starting last season 3-1, they 
finished 2-10, becoming the 
first team to suffer through 
a seven-game losing streak 
S (later eight) within two 
seasons of winning a Super 
Bowl. 
During Thanksgiving week 
alone, the Broncos lost to Cincinnati 
at home for their sixth straight loss 
(their first such streak since 1967), fired 
offensive coordinator Mike McCoy, 
released cornerback Lorenzo Doss for 
being late for a meeting, then held a 
practice that featured two fights. During 
the stretch, general manager John Elway 
called the team “a little bit soft.” 

Of course, Elway has only himself to 
blame for the roster. At one point late 
last season, the Broncos had only one of 
their eight drafted rookies contributing 
on game day: first-round pick and starting 
left tackle Garett Bolles. At quarterback, 
Elway had exhausted every option shy of

suiting himself up at age 57. 

Still, with the AFC West looking a 
little bit soft in 2018, Denver could turn 
things around quickly. Case Keenum, 
unlikely savior of the 2017 Vikings, takes 
over behind center and the Broncos will 
attempt a quick reboot in Vance Joseph’s 
second season as head coach. 


OFFENSE 


Well-traveled Bill Musgrave took over 
as offensive coordinator last November 
when McCoy was fired. In 2016, Musgrave 
led the Raiders’ offense to sixth in total 
yards using some of the Chip Kelly 
playbook he employed at Philadelphia in 
2014. Joseph is a proponent of run-first 
football and even Elway believes in 
a strong running game, having won 
two Super Bowls with Terrell Davis. 
Musgrave, who spent two seasons holding 
a clipboard as Elway’s backup in Denver, 
figures to be of a similar mindset. 

QUARTERBACKS: This position has 
been a revolving door since Manning rode 
into the sunset following Super Bowl 50. 
Elway has plugged in five quarterbacks 
via trade, the draft and free agency. 

Next up is Keenum, now on his fourth 
team in six seasons, who parlayed a run 
to the NFC title game with the Vikings 
into a $36 million deal with Denver. 
Elway believes Keenum’s background 
as a lifelong underdog-lightly recruited 
out of high school, undrafted in 2012,

If Keenum falters, there’s always Paxton 
Lynch, a first-round pick in 2016 who 
enters training camp as the backup. 
RUNNING BACKS: Denver's 
running game improved last year to rank 
12th in the NFL (115.8 yards per game) 
after finishing 27th (92.8) in 2016. Still, 
it was inconsistent, which prompted 
changes. The Broncos parted ways with 
CJ. Anderson, who despite producing his 
first 1,000-yard rushing season for the 


release saved the team $4.5 million in cap 
space and made way for third-year back 
Devontae Booker, who took over when 
Anderson was injured in 2016 and led 
the team in rushing. Last year, Booker, 
who dealt with a wrist injury early in the 
season, played an increasingly bigger 
role and was taking as many carries as 
Anderson by the end of the campaign. 
De’Angelo Henderson, a sixth-round 
pick in 2017, played little as a rookie but 
should see an expanded role. 
RECEIVERS: Few teams can boast 
of a more accomplished receiver tandem 
than the Broncos with Demaryius 
Thomas and Emmanuel Sanders. 
Unfortunately, both are on the wrong 
side of 30 and starting to show wear and

the third-most sacks (52.0) in the league 
last year while producing the third-lowest 
rating for pass-blocking efficiency (75.1). 
But after a season of development and 
shakeup, it could be one of Denver’s most 
improved units. Center Matt Paradis, the 
only Broncos player to participate in every 
snap the last three seasons, is the one 
constant. Veteran Jared Veldheer, acquired 
from Arizona in March, should provide 
leadership and stability at right tackle. 
Bolles, the 2017 first-round pick, had a 
shaky rookie season, especially in pass 
protection, but he figures to remain at left 
tackle rather than moving to the right side 
with the addition of Veldheer. Left guard 
Ron Leary, who was arguably the team’s 
best lineman last year after arriving from 
Dallas, is effective against the pass and the 
run. Connor McGovern showed progress 
and versatility in his second season and 
enters training camp as the starting right 
guard. 


DEFENSE 


A college defensive back who coached 
the position at four college stops and for

four NFL teams, including the Broncos, Joe 
Woods proved he could scheme against 
the run, too, in his first year as Denver’s 
coordinator. The Broncos ranked among 
the NFL’s top five against the pass and the 
run as well as total yards allowed. Still, 

the 3-4 set allowed too many touchdown 
receptions to running backs and Denver 
was one of three teams to surrender 1,000 
yards receiving to tight ends. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Arguably the 
strongest unit on the team in 2017, it got 
better with the drafting of edge rusher 
Bradley Chubb with the fifth overall pick. 
The line was a big reason why the Broncos 
finished fifth in the NFL against the run, 
allowing just 89.4 yards per game; much 
improved from 2016, when they were 28th 
at 130.3 yards per game. Domata Peko, 
after 11 seasons in Cincinnati, showed he 
wasn’t done and thrived at nose tackle. 
End Adam Gotsis, a 2016 second-round 
pick out of Georgia Tech who struggled as 
a rookie, showed progress in 2017, racking 
up 41 tackles and establishing himself as 
a building block for the defense. Shelby 
Harris, who had struggled to stick in the

Joseph became a head coach after just one year as a coordinator, and his 2016 Miami defense 
wasn't especially good. Some thought he wouldn't get a second year in Denver after a tumultuous 
2017. But Joseph is revered not just as a defensive whiz influenced by mentors Mike Nolan and Wade 
Phillips, but also for his leadership and vision. Offensively, he’s on the conservative side, focusing 
on running the football, controlling the game and keeping third downs manageable for whoever is 
playing quarterback. Given Denver's QB situation in recent years, that’s a wise approach. 
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DENVER BRONCOS

NFL, finished second on the team to Von 
Miller with 5.5 sacks. Derek Wolfe, a key 
part of the Super Bowl team in 2015, 
battled a neck problem and underwent 
surgery following the season. He’s back at 
full strength, though the Broncos signed 
free agent Clinton McDonald from Tampa 
Bay for depth here. 

LINEBACKERS: Miller’s numbers 
might have been slightly down by his 
all-world standards in 2017, but the 
six-time Pro Bowler draws double teams 
and continues to rank among the best in 
the game. Shaquil Barrett, an undrafted 
free agent in 2014, is already an effective 
rotational pass rusher and his overall 
game has developed to the point where 
he’ll command more playing time. 

Shane Ray enters the season as a starter 
opposite Miller, but his uneven play could 
make Barrett the starter. On the inside, 
the Broncos gave Todd Davis a three-year, 
$15 million extension this offseason and 
awarded Brandon Marshall a $5 million 
guaranteed salary. Neither was terribly 
effective last year, which is why opposing 
tight ends thrived against Denver. It’s a 
position the team will look to upgrade, 
especially with the departure of backup

and key special-teamer Corey Nelson, 
who signed with the Eagles. 

SECONDARY: By trading Aqib 
Talib to the Rams, the Broncos cleared 
$11 million in cap space and opened the 
way for Bradley Roby to become the No. 
2 cornerback. Three-time Pro Bowler 
Chris Harris Jr., undrafted in 2011, has 
become one of the game’s best corners 
and can even play safety if needed. Roby 
could face competition from Tramaine 
Brock, who was in Minnesota last season 
and previously played under Joseph 
when he was a defensive assistant for 
the 49ers, though Brock figures to play 
mostly in specialty packages. Pro Bowl 
free safety Darian Stewart has missed just 
one game over the past three seasons 
and strong safety Justin Simmons is one 
of the team’s top emerging players. That 
makes the acquisition of safety Su’a 
Cravens from Washington something of a 
head-scratcher. Cravens could line up in 
something other than the base defense in 
a hybrid safety/linebacker role to cover 
tight ends and running backs. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: This was a 
problem area in 2017, prompting Joseph 
to fire Brock Olivo (he was among six 


... a Denver defender led the NFL in interceptions was 2006 when 12-time Pro Bowler Champ!

Texans playing for Broncos front-office 
advisor Gary Kubiak should ease the 
transition. So should an improving 
offensive line. Whether Keenum 
thrives or becomes John Elway’s latest 
headache, he'll have a huge impact in 
2018. 


assistants canned) and hire new special- 
teams coordinator Tom McMahon, who 
spent the last five seasons with the Colts. 
Special teams usually are a reflection of 
overall roster strength, something last 
year’s 5-11 team didn’t have. The Broncos 
dealt punter Riley Dixon to the Giants 
after signing Marquette King. King was 
third in the NFL in net punting last season 
(42.7-yard average) but was released by 
the Raiders in March amid rumblings that 
new head coach Jon Gruden was not a 
fan. Kicker Brandon McManus signed a 
contract extension and delivered a subpar 
season. The return game is in need of 
serious overhaul, perhaps augmented 

by rookies. Isaiah McKenzie and Booker 
struggled in the roles, though Taylor 
looked promising. The Broncos signed 
long snapper Casey Kreiter for a third 
season. 


BOTTOM LINE 


Since the Super Bowl 50 win, Elway’s 
track record as general manager has 
been mixed and last year’s result was 
historically bad for the franchise. Still, for 
a 5-Il group that looked like Team Turmoil 
at times last season, the 2018 Broncos 
are not in bad shape, even if they’re thin 
at receiver. The defense is solid, as to be 
expected under Joseph. The offensive line 
is much improved and should Keenum 
be the quarterback he was in Minnesota 
last season, Denver could make a run at 
winning a lackluster AFC West.

tremendous athleticism and some blocking 
acumen. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: After winning 
the Super Bowl with backups starting at 
left tackle and left guard, the Eagles are 
poised to return stronger and deeper. 
Jason Peters, a nine-time Pro Bowl left 
tackle, is expected to return from ACL 
surgery. He could feasibly move to left 
guard if he’s not the same athlete he 
was pre-surgery. Moving Peters would 
precipitate a move from right to left for 
Lane Johnson, who made the Pro Bowl 
last season and should make several more 
before his career is done. Johnson owned 
many of the NFL’s top pass rushers in 
2017, which may prompt coaches to keep 
him at right tackle. Once considered on 
his way out sooner than later, center Jason 
Kelce’s bounce-back season should keep 
him in place for another year alongside 
Pro Bowl right guard Brandon Brooks. It’s 
possible that two Super Bowl starters—left 
guard Stefen Wisniewksi and left tackle 
Halapoulivaati Vaitai—will come off the 
bench, giving the team exceptional depth 
here.

rush, which explains the Eagles’ priority 
of stockpiling quick-burst linemen who 
seamlessly blend with the team’s one- 
gap concept and excel in taking aim at 
quarterbacks. Schwartz relies heavily on 
frequent line rotations to keep legs fresh 
and energized. Although he prefers a basic 
rush-four, drop-seven scheme, Schwartz 
doesn’t shy away from harassing passers 
with an occasional delayed blitz or zero 
blitz at opportune times. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: This group 
was-—and will be-the bread and butter of 
Schwartz’s defensive game plan, starting 
with three-time Pro Bowl tackle Fletcher 
Cox, who has 21.5 sacks over the last three 
years. The team lost starting end Vinny 
Curry as a cap casualty and rotational 
run-stuffer Beau Allen to free agency—both 
to Tampa Bay—but traded for three-time 
Pro Bowl end Michael Bennett and signed 
veteran run-stopper Haloti Ngata. By any 
metric, that’s an upgrade. Bennett, who 
can play inside in nickel, joins a top-tier 
pass rush that includes Brandon Graham 
and second-year pro Derek Barnett, last 
year’s 14th overall draft pick who showed 
tremendous burst as a rookie. The 32-year- 
old Bennett, who played 931 snaps in 2017, 


Philadelphia head coach Doug Pederson 


If nothing else, Pederson is the NFL's most aggressive head coach. No other coach has called more 
offensive plays on fourth down over the past two seasons than Pederson, and his aggression has 
served the franchise well. Not only are the Eagles one of the best teams at converting in short-yardage 
and goal-line situations, they've also led the NFL in time of possession in each of Pederson’s first 
two seasons, which has also benefited the defense. Pederson has proven to take far more risks and 
lean heavier on analytics than his mentor, former Eagles and current Chiefs head coach Andy Reid, 
which explains why Reid took the Eagles to the championship doorstep several times in 14 years but 


Pederson broke down the door to get inside. 
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PHILADELPHIA EAGLES 
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should benefit from a reduced workload. 
No Eagles lineman played more than 670 
snaps last year. Chris Long, who ranked 
second in the NFL in strip-sacks last year, 
returns for even more depth. Good luck 
finding another line with more talent and 
depth than this one. 
LINEBACKERS: Jordan Hicks and 
Nigel Bradham are the perfect tandem 
to play behind the wide-nine. When 
healthy, Hicks doesn’t leave the field 
and controls the interior defense. He’s 
not especially big or imposing but plays 
with great instincts against the run and 
knows how to navigate around offensive 
linemen to ballcarriers. He’s extremely 
fast and instinctive in coverage. The 
team kept Bradham from leaving via free 


agency by signing him to a long-term deal. 


He’s another sound tackler who excels 
against the run and is adequate enough in 
coverage when the pass rush hits home. 
Free-agent signee Corey Nelson will 
play weakside, a position that typically 
involves 25 percent of the snaps. Depth 
at this position is problematic, but no 
less than last season and the Eagles still 
managed to win the Super Bowl, Second- 
year pro Nathan Gerry, a safety convert, 
will compete with third-year man Joe 
Walker for the top reserve spot. Both 
should add to special teams. 
SECONDARY: Sidney Jones, a 
projected top-15 pick who tumbled into

the second round after rupturing his 
Achilles at his pro day, recovered in time 
to play in the season finale. Barring major 
struggles, Jones will start outside and 
create competition between incumbents 
Ronald Darby and Jalen Mills for the other 
outside spot. Darby, a second-round pick 
who came over last summer in a trade, 
has the speed for the perimeter but his 
5-11 frame can be vulnerable against 

the NFL's growing number of towering 
wideouts. Mills has practiced in the slot 
but it’s not a natural position. The team 
will miss slot corner Patrick Robinson, 
who parlayed his comeback 2017 season 
into a big contract with the Saints. 

Big, physical, second-year corner Rasul 
Douglas, who started his college career 
at safety, is primed to replace Corey 
Graham as the dime safety or in the “big 
nickel” package. Douglas can play the 
slot against tight ends or patrol center 
field. He has nice range and playmaking 
skills, as evidenced by his two rookie 
interceptions. This could be the last 
go-round for safeties Malcolm Jenkins 
and Rodney McLeod, each of whom see 
major cap increases in 2018 and beyond. 
Jenkins, who started his career at corner 
and often matches against slot receivers 
and “move” tight ends, could be the 
full-time answer in the slot to replace 
Robinson. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: Rookie kicker Jake 


when they allowed just 13.8 points 
per game. Led by nose tackle Charlie Johnson, cornerback Roynell Young and linebackers Frank 
LeMaster and Jerry Robinson—all of whom made the Pro Bowl that season—Philadelphia finished 
10-6 and made the playoffs for the fourth consecutive season. Coach Dick Vermeil’s team lost at 
home to the Giants in the wild-card game, however, 27-21. 


IMPACT NEWCOMER 


A less-is-more concept helped 
Eagles pass rushers flourish on limited 
snaps and frequent rotations in 2017. 
This should help newcomer Michael) 
Bennett, who played 931 snaps last 
season but probably won't play much 
more than half that number with the 
Eagles. In his age-33 season, Bennett 
should benefit from the reduced 
workload and fresh legs to be a 
consistent presence in the pass rush. 


Elliott replaced injured Caleb Sturgis in 
Week Two and swiped the job away with 
a surreal season that included a game- 
winning 61-yard field goal in his second 
career game. Elliott set multiple team 
and league records last year. If he can 
avoid the second-year jinx that curtailed 
the careers of previous Eagles kickers 
Alex Henery and Cody Parkey, Elliott 
can stick around for a long time. Backup 
safety Chris Maragos, ace of the team’s 
return and coverage units, is attempting 
his return from major knee surgery. The 
Eagles should also be concerned about 
the loss of backup tight end Trey Burton, 
another weapon who keyed one of the 
NFL's best overall special-teams units. 


BOTTOM LINE 

The salary cap almost ensures that 
Super Bow! champions struggle to return 
their core the following season, but the 
Eagles are the rare exception. Nineteen 
of 22 starters on offense and defense will 
be back, making their quest to be the first 
repeat champion since the 2004 New 
England Patriots as viable as any other 
team’s attempt. Helping their cause is 
Wentz’s insatiable desire to hoist the 
Lombardi Trophy after watching his 
backup, Foles, handle the hardware after 
becoming the first quarterback to deliver 
a Super Bowl title to Philadelphia. If 
Wentz again plays at an MVP level, and if 
the Eagles’ defense carries over its success 
from last season, there’s no reason for 
Philadelphia to be absent from Super 
Bowl conversations.

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A picture recently making the rounds 
on social media shows Jason Witten, 
Tony Romo, Dez Bryant and DeMarco 
Murray sitting in the locker room, all 
smiles after a Dallas victory. It seems like 
only yesterday the four played for the 

Cowboys. 

Murray left as a free agent in 
2015. Romo retired in 2017. The 
last two men standing from 
that photo—Bryant and Witten— 
moved on this offseason. The 
$ Cowboys released Bryant in 
April and, only two weeks later, 
Witten retired. 
The Cowboys have remade their 
roster the past two offseasons, with Dak 
Prescott and Ezekiel Elliott now the faces 
of the franchise. 

Despite losing Bryant, Witten and 
linebacker Anthony Hitchens, owner Jerry 
Jones hasn't lost faith. He still believes the 
Cowboys are a Super Bowl contender. 

“I think we’ve got more clarity as to 
what our team needs to look like with the 
personnel that we’ve got,” Jones says. “I 
think that gives you a chance to have a 
better team.” 


OFFENSE 
After cutting Romo a year ago, the 
Cowboys began trying to make their 
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Cowboys finding that trying 
to contend during a period 
of transition is no easy task 


offense “Dak-friendly.” They went 
into this offseason with a renewed 
commitment to that goal. They tweaked 
their playbook. They hired a new 
quarterbacks coach. They released 
Bryant, who didn’t fit what Prescott does. 
They signed receivers Deonte Thompson 
and Allen Hurns, who do. The offense, 
though, still runs through Elliott and 
behind an offensive line that gave the 
Cowboys their identity in 2016 when they 
won an NFC-best 13 games. Dallas will 
try to return to smash-mouth football by 
keeping Elliott out of trouble and on the 
field and by getting the offensive line back 
to playing like it’s the best in the league. 
QUARTERBACKS: Is Prescott a 
one-year wonder? Is he a franchise 
quarterback? A fourth-round choice in 
2016, he left the Cowboys with questions 
after a sophomore slump. He won fewer 
games (9 in 2017, 13 in 2016), threw 
fewer touchdowns (22 in 2017, 23 in 
2016), threw for fewer yards (3,324 in 
2017, 3,667 in 2016) and produced a 
lower passer rating (86.6 in 2017, 104.9 
in 2016). Prescott is still not comfortable 
throwing the ball down the field, which 
is why he and Bryant never developed 
a rapport. Prescott will try to regain his 
connection with Cole Beasley, who saw 
defensive coordinators take him away in 
2017 after he led the Cowboys in catches a 
year earlier. Prescott is excited about his 
new quarterbacks coach, Kellen Moore,

who went into last year’s training camp 
as Prescott’s backup. Cooper Rush, an 
undrafted rookie free agent in 2017, will 
have a challenger for the No. 2 job in 
fifth-round draft pick Mike White from 
Western Kentucky. 

RUNNING BACKS: Elliott led the 
league in rushing as a rookie with 1,631 
yards, and he entered last year as an 
MVP candidate. But a suspension loomed 
over his head to start the season, and a 
long legal battle ensued. Elliott ultimately 
served the six-game suspension, but the 
eight games he played before that were 
affected by the threat of the suspension. 
The Cowboys went 3-3 without him. 

He gained 983 yards in the 10 games he 
did play. Elliott should again join the 
MVP conversation as he is expected to 


play a big part in the team’s offense. 
He’ll likely get somewhere close to the 
354 touches he had and 716 snaps he 
played in 2016. That leaves a handful of 
snaps and touches for Rod Smith, who 
beat out Darren McFadden and Alfred 
Morris for the backup job last season. 
But the Cowboys also want to get trade 
acquisition Tavon Austin, acquired from 
the Rams, involved as their “web” back. 
They will use him as a receiver out of the 
backfield and in the slot. The Cowboys 
expect to use a fullback more than last 
year, when they played one only 12 
percent of the time. That’s why they 
traded with Oakland for fullback Jamize 
Olawale.

“Dak Prescott needs to improve his

The Cowboys also will benefit if Randy 
Gregory regains eligibility. In three years, 
he has played 14 games, while serving 34 
games with suspensions. Fourth-round 
draft pick Dorance Armstrong also has 
elite pass-rushing ability if he plays like he 
did in 2016 at Kansas. Tackle David Irving 
can be a disruptive force inside—he made 
seven sacks in eight games last season— 
but he needs to show consistency. Maliek 
Collins will continue to man the nose 
position. 

LINEBACKERS: The Cowboys now 
have a first-round pick and two second- 
round picks as their starting linebackers. 
They look improved on paper with three 
starters who can cover a lot of ground. 
First-round pick Leighton Vander Esch 
will take over at middle linebacker and 
could contend for Defensive Rookie of the 
Year. Marinelli says he was reminded of 
Brian Urlacher when he watched Vander 
Esch on film. The addition of Vander Esch 
allows the Cowboys to move Jaylon Smith 
from middle linebacker to the strongside.

Smith played 55 percent of the defensive 
snaps in 2017, and the Cowboys would 
like to keep that number around 50 
percent.

Damien Wilson, who has started 15 games 
the past two seasons, provides depth. 

SECONDARY: After drafting three 
cornerbacks and a safety in the 2017 draft, 
the Cowboys did nothing to help their 
secondary in the offseason. They talked 
to the Seahawks about a trade for Earl 
Thomas but found Seattle’s asking price 
too high. That leaves Xavier Woods the 
only true free safety after they moved 
former first-round pick Byron Jones to 
cornerback. Jones had trouble in run 
support and made only two interceptions 
in his career at safety. He joins Chidobe 
Awuzie, Jourdan Lewis and Anthony 
Brown at corner. Jeff Heath proved to 
be a capable starting strong safety, and 
Kavon Frazier made some plays as his 
backup. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: In Dan Bailey the 


Off'hine passes! Walls, along with defensive end Ed “Too Tall” Jones and Hall-of-Fame defensive 
tackle Randy White, helped Dallas to a 10-6 record and the NFC East title, marking the final time 
in legendary coach Tom Landry's career that he advanced to the playoffs. The four-time Pro Bowl 
cornerback recorded 57 interceptions for his career, which is tied for 13th all-time. 
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IMPACT NEWCOMER 


The Cowboys have searched for a 
“web” back since Lance Dunbar left 
in free agency. They expect Tavon’ 
Austin to be Dunbar 2.0. Dallas traded 
for Austin on the third day of the 
draft. Dunbar had 94 rushes for 422 
yards and a touchdown and caught 68 
passes for 646 yards in 54 games with 
the Cowboys when he wasn’t injured. 
The Cowboys could use Austin even 
more. Dallas wants him to get at least 
12 touches a game—as a receiver out 
of the backfield, in the slot and as a 
returner. Coach Jason Garrett calls 
Austin a “dynamic mismatch.” 


Cowboys trust despite his struggles in 2017 
after a right groin injury caused him to 
miss four games. Bailey, who began last 
season as the NFL’s second-most-accurate 
kicker of all time, uncharacteristically 
missed five field goals and two extra points. 
The Cowboys are convinced Bailey’s injury 
was the cause for his misses and are not 
concerned. Punter Chris Jones has proved 
to be very consistent and had a 44.1-yard 
average and a 41.4-yard net in 2017, but 

he produced only five touchbacks last 
season. The Cowboys traded Ryan Switzer 
to Oakland after only one season upon 
acquiring Austin from the Rams. Austin 
will return punts and kicks. He returned 
only one kickoff in each of the last two 
seasons for Los Angeles. 


BOTTOM LINE 


The Cowboys still haven’t made 
back-to-back playoff appearances since 
2006-07, but they did win nine games 
last season. Jason Garrett likely faces a 
make-or-break season, needing at least 
a playoff victory to get off the hot seat. 
The Cowboys have only two playoff 
appearances in Garrett’s seven full 
seasons as head coach and only one 
playoff win. They don’t have a No. 1 
receiver, a No. | tight end or a veteran free 
safety. But lesser teams have managed 
to do what the Cowboys need to do for 
Garrett to keep his job. Prescott, Elliott, 
the league’s best offensive line and an 
upgraded front seven on defense could 
get Dallas back into the postseason.

The Cowboys needed to 
find replacements for Jason 
Witten, Dez Bryant and 
Anthony Hitchens after the 
three big names departed this 
offseason. The Cowboys believe 
their first-round pick, Leighton’ 

is an upgrade 

over Hitchens. He doesn’t cost 
them $9 million a season either, 
which is what the Chiefs signed 
Hitchens for in free agency. 
By taking Vander Esch, the 
Cowboys passed on the top 
receivers, D.J. Moore and Calvin 
Ridley. They got a receiver 
in the third round, however, 
adding Colorado State's Michael 
Gallup to their receiver-by- 
committee approach. The tight 


end came in the fourth round with 


the selection of Stanford's Dalton 
Schultz. Vander Esch is expected 


to start at middle linebacker, and the 
Cowboys also found their starting left 
guard in the draft. After Dallas allowed eight 
sacks against the Falcons last season, the team’s braintrust 
decided they needed an upgrade at starting left guard as well as 
improved depth. The Cowboys took offensive lineman Connor 
Williams, a three-year starter at left tackle at Texas. They will try 
him at left guard first, hoping to keep La’el Collins at right tackle. 
The Cowboys nearly traded up for Dorance Armstrong on the 
second day of the draft but sat tight and ended up having the

DEFENSE 


New defensive coordinator James 
Bettcher arrives from Arizona bringing 
with him a 3-4 defensive front featuring 
an aggressive, penetrating attack that’s 
heavy on pressure via blitzing. This is an 
altogether new scheme for the Giants, who 
in the past relied far more heavily on their 
four-man line, and there is now far more 
reliance and commitment to linebackers, 
in terms of quality and quantity. Bettcher 
called the most blitzes in the NFL in 2015 
and 2016 and the fifth most in 2017. He 
will use multiple fronts but favors the 
three-man line. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Damon “Snacks” 
Harrison will once again anchor the 
interior front, but now he works in 
what will predominantly be a three-man 
line, with former end Olivier Vernon 
shifting over to outside linebacker. Gone 
completely is Jason Pierre-Paul, a mainstay 
at end for eight years who was traded to 
Tampa Bay. His departure removed what 
little pass-rush presence the Giants have at 
this spot. Harrison is arguably the best run- 
stopper in the league and his role will not 
change much. The same cannot be said of 
Dalvin Tomlinson, who started all 16 games 
as a rookie and now will play as a down

Shurmur arrives after guiding the Vikings as their offensive coordinator, getting his second shot 
at a head-coaching job. He went 9-23 in two years with the Browns and was generally credited 
with doing a good job in a near-impossible situation in Cleveland. The word most often attached to 
Shurmur by the Giants is that he is an “adult.” They see him as a stabilizing force after such a difficult 
2017 season under his predecessor, Ben McAdoo. Shurmur runs his version of the West Coast offense 
and will call the plays. As a playcaller, Shurmur prefers a balanced attack and is unafraid to run the ball 
to set up the pass. He worked wonders with Case Keenum in Minnesota and is entrusted with getting 


Eli Manning back on track. 
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lineman in a three-man front. Josh Mauro 
was signed from Arizona in part because 
of his familiarity with Bettcher’s system, 
but Mauro is suspended for the first four 
games of the season. Second-year pro 
Avery Moss and re-signed Kerry Wynn 
will vie for a starting spot. Draft picks B.J. 
Hill and R,J. McIntosh add depth. 

For years this 
position has been mostly manned by 
mid-level draft picks and mediocre or 
over-the-hill veterans. That dynamic 
changed with the trade for the Rams’ 
Alec Ogletree, who will start on the inside 
and make the defensive calls. He is a run- 
and-hit player who should lead this unit 
in tackles and leadership. The need for 
improved play here is obvious, with the 
Giants switching to a 3-4 front, increasing 
the need for B,J. Goodson to shake off 
his injury history and stay on the field as 
Ogletree’s running mate on the inside. 
Together, they could be a deadly duo. 

Kareem Martin was signed from the 
Cardinals for his length on the outside 
and also for his experience in Bettcher’s 
system. The other starting spot outside 
goes to Vernon, who moves from a 
defensive end in a traditional four-man 
line and will get plenty of snaps in a 
two-point stance. This could stimulate 
Vernon’s career, as he is best when he 
can use his speed and power on the

move. Taking Lorenzo Carter in the third 
round of the draft provided a pass-rush 
component this team has lacked. 

This group in 2017 
was supposed to lead the charge but 
instead struggled on the field and in the 
locker room, beset by big plays allowed 
and a myriad of chemistry issues. Strong 
safety Landon Collins remains a fixture 
but did not duplicate his breakthrough 
2016 season and went down late with a 
fractured forearm. Cornerbacks Janoris 
Jenkins and Eli Apple both missed a game 
serving suspensions for running afoul of 
team rules. Jenkins missed the last five 
games and needed ankle surgery and 
Apple’s immaturity got him called out 
by teammates and cost him his starting 
job. The Giants need both corners to 
have strong rebound seasons and also 
for 33-year-old former Steelers corner 
William Gay to come up big in the slot. 
Darian Thompson was supposed to 
emerge as a quality free safety last year 
but, despite starting all 16 games, did not 
have the expected impact—he had just 
one interception and missed too many 
open-field tackles. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: This unit is 
undergoing a makeover, starting with a 
new coordinator, Thomas McGaughey, 
a former Giants assistant who most 
recently ran the special teams for the

The diminutive Morris (5-7), who had rushed for 


just 703 yards and five touchdowns combined during his first three seasons, exploded for 1,336 
yards and 21 scores on 294 carries, helping lead the Giants to a 10-6 record and the playoffs. The 
following season, Morris would rush for 1,516 yards and 14 touchdowns while leading New York to 


its first ever Super Bowl title. 
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IMPACT NEWCOMER 


It has been years since the Giants 
had an impact linebacker and the 
trade with the Rams to bring in Alec 
‘Ogletree should put an end to that. 
Ogletree will start on the inside, make 
all the defensive calls and immediately 
command a leadership role, He also is 
likely to lead his new team in tackles. 


Carolina Panthers. Punter Brad Wing 
was released, as was Dwayne Harris, the 
primary return man and coverage ace the 
past few years. Aldrick Rosas endured 

a rough rookie season at kicker, hitting 
18 of 25 field goals and 20 of 23 extra 
points. Rosas has a powerful leg but his 
inconsistency will prompt the Giants to 
sign a veteran to compete with him. The 
only other kicker on the roster, Marshall 
Koehn, has appeared in only one NFL 
regular-season game. The Giants sent a 
conditional 2019 seventh-round pick to 
the Broncos for Riley Dixon, who moves 
in as the favorite to replace Wing as the 
punter. The additions of safety Michael 
Thomas (Dolphins) and backup wideout 
Latimer were based mainly on their 
special-teams abilities. One constant here 
is Zak DeOssie, who enters his 12th season 
as the long snapper. 


BOTTOM LINE 

There is nowhere to go but up for the 
Giants, who are coming off one of the 
worst seasons in franchise history. The 
pieces are in place to crawl back into 
playoff contention. The key will be how 
much better Manning is with a much 
stronger supporting cast around him, 
led by the return to health of Beckham, 
and how effectively new defensive 
coordinator Bettcher can manufacture 
a pass rush without a plethora of gifted 
pass rushers. After a three-win season, 
the Giants could triple that output and 
approach nine victories, if things fall into 
place in Shurmur’s first year as their head 
coach.

Quarterback Alex Smith better be a 
quick study or the Washington Redskins 
are facing another losing season. 

Unless Smith carries the offense in his 
first year in Washington, the Redskins 
are looking at 6-10 in head coach 

Jay Gruden’s fifth season. That 
will mean big changes in the 
coaching staff and front office. 
So, no pressure on Smith. 
The Redskins’ defense, 
of course, is still rebuilding 
from what seems like the 
1991 championship. They 

lost secondary depth and edge 
rushers but gained a run-stopper. 

Washington better average 24 points 
per game to remain competitive. 

The Redskins did well to replace 
departed quarterback Kirk Cousins by 
trading for Smith. Basically, Smith is just 
an older version of Cousins without the 
contract drama. The Redskins are still a 
short-passing team that hopefully can run 
more consistently. 

With a challenging schedule that 
includes the AFC South, NFC South 
and two games against Philadelphia, 
Washington may not repeat last year’s 7-9. 


OFFENSE

possible. Given a poor running attack, 
who can blame him? Gruden and 
offensive coordinator Matt Cavanaugh will 
occasionally attempt balance by running 
rookie Derrius Guice regularly. It just 
depends on the opponent and halftime 
score. 

Offensive tackles Trent Williams and 
Morgan Moses plus tight end Jordan 
Reed missing offseason camps following 
surgeries will make it harder for Smith to 
find any rhythm early under center. 

Smith replaces 
Cousins after the latter’s franchise 
tag finally proved too expensive for 
Washington to keep. Instead, trading for 
Smith saved the team $17 million against 
the salary cap. Hopefully, that dough will 
give Smith some help. 

Smith is pretty much just an older 
version of Cousins. It wouldn’t be 
surprising for him to pass for 4,000 yards. 
It will probably come in short doses, 
though, as the Redskins still don’t have 
a steady downfield receiver. Most likely, 
Smith throws just as often to backs and 
tight ends as he does to the receivers. 

Meanwhile, Colt McCoy remains the 
backup for the fifth straight year. The 
Redskins don’t like McCoy as a starter, 
but his knowledge of the system makes 
him a valuable reserve and mentor even 
with playing just one game over the last 
two seasons. Washington traded for 
Cleveland’s Kevin Hogan looking for a

RUNNING BACKS: A unit witha 
lot of nothing last year suddenly has a 
breakout rusher. The Redskins gained 
first-round talent Derrius Guice in the late 
second round when a draft-day report 
diminished the LSU runner’s value. 
Washington badly needed a prime back 
and Guice immediately gets the starting 
role over a mediocre cast. 

As long as Guice has no off-field issues, 
Washington gained a steal in the draft. 
The key is whether Guice can run outside 
in the NFL while also making good 
decisions when running inside where he 
can bang away. He’s a good blocker as 
well and will be needed to help protect 
Smith. 

Guice isn’t a third-down back, but 
that’s Chris Thompson’s role anyway. 
Thompson is highly productive when 
limited to a dozen touches per game. He’s 


the team’s passing option in the backfield. 
Samaje Perine gets the short-yardage role 
after a disappointing rookie year. Last 
year’s season-opening starter, Rob Kelley, 
may be pressed to make the team. 
RECEIVERS: Either Josh Doctson 
finally proves why he was a 2016 first- 
round pick or the Redskins’ passing game 
is in trouble. He’s supposed to be the lead 
target despite a lackluster 35 catches last 
season, though his 14.3-yard average and 
six touchdowns offers hope. Doctson 
needs to improve his hands in traffic and 
become a bigger presence downfield. 
Jamison Crowder comes off a team- 
high 66 catches, but early injuries limited 
his impact until the final month. Paul 
Richardson Jr. was the big free-agent 
signing for this unit. He caught a career- 
best 44 passes with six touchdowns in 
Seattle last season.

Gruden becomes the first coach to reach five years during owner Dan Snyder's 20 seasons as 
owner. Mostly, it’s because Gruden worries about the team and not team politics. Gruden is well liked 
in the locker room because he treats players like men, doesn’t beat them up in practice and generally 
uses a joke rather than sharp criticism to illustrate his point. Gruden loves to throw, runs when he must 
and lets the defensive coordinator worry about that side of the ball. However, pressure to make the 


playoffs or bust could push the affable coach to the edge this fall. 
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WASHINGTON REDSKINS 
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pledges to be a better pass rusher, but 
he’ll mostly be there to seal the middle. 
Payne playing between young ends like 
Matt Ioannidis and former Alabama 
standout Jonathan Allen gives Washington 
its best young line since the 1980s. Depth 
includes end Anthony Lanier and nose 
tackle Ziggy Hood, who may play more 
end this year. With the NFC East sporting 
three top running games, Washington 
needed to bolster this unit. 

The Redskins 
retained their core players at linebacker 
but lost depth over the offseason that 
proved vital in 2017. Inside linebacker 
Zach Brown was having a monster season 
with 127 tackles before missing the final 
three games with injuries. Mason Foster 
was the inside signal-caller before also 
getting injured and missing 11 games. 
They must stay healthy because the 
reserves are still young. 

Outside man Kerrigan made a second 
straight Pro Bowl after coming up with 
13.0 sacks. Kerrigan has 71.5 sacks in 
seven seasons, but they tend to come in 
bunches. The same goes for his outside 
counterpart, Preston Smith, whose eight 
sacks last season included three in the 
final month. 

Washington hopes second-round 
outside ’backer Ryan Anderson (another 
Alabama product) rebounds from a

poor rookie campaign. The upside is 
that Martrell Spaight and Zach Vigil are 
young, solid inside reserves.

The Redskins resisted 
drafting a prominent defensive back 
because they love their younger players 
and have solid veterans. 

Free safety D.J. Swearinger was the 
team’s best defender and emotional 
leader last year. He’s a banger who backs 
up big talk. Strong safety Nicholson 
comes off an impressive rookie season 
during which his smarts kept him near 
the ball. His backup, Deshazor Everett, 
also wowed coaches late last season. 

Quinton Dunbar replaces departed 
free agent Bashaud Breeland as the No.

BOTTOM LINE 

The Redskins put a lot of short-term 
effort over three seasons to manage a 
combined 24-23-1 mark with one playoff 
loss. Now they’re rebuilding and shouldn't 
expect better than 7-9 for the second 
straight year. It will take a massive effort 
by new quarterback Smith, a rebirth of the 
running game and Gruden ignoring that 
his future is on the line for the team to slug 
its way through a very tough schedule. 
A fast start, continued good health after 
two massive injury-plagued seasons and a 
rebound year by Norman in the secondary 
are also cornerstones to winning.

Joe Berger’s 
retirement leaves some steady shoes to fill 
at right guard. Former Bear Tom Compton 
is a possibility. So is Mike Remmers, who 
began 2017 as the starting right tackle 

but appears better at guard. Rashod Hill, 
who started seven games in 2017, is better 
suited as a swing tackle. Rookie Brian 
O'Neill, a second-round pick out of Pitt, has 
played both tackle spots since converting 
from tight end as a college freshman. 


DEFENSE 


Zimmer takes an offensive approach 
to defense: Stop the run, gain favorable 
downs and distances, then force the 
offense to react to the calls he makes. 
Known for his many double-A gap looks 
and pressures, Zimmer can be extra

aggressive because he has elite and smart 


athletes at all three levels of the defense. As 


a motivator, he’ll also be harping on how 
this unit played in the final six quarters of 
the 2017 playoffs. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: The strength of 
the team might have gotten stronger with 
the signing of former Seahawks tackle 
Sheldon Richardson. The one-year deal 
will serve as extra motivation for a guy 
who has the potential to be one of the 
better three-techniques in the NFL. Linval 
Joseph remains one of the more powerful 
and deceptively quick nose tackles in the 
league. Right end Everson Griffen is an 
elite pass rusher who also is dedicated to 
stopping the run. He has also recovered 
from the plantar fasciitis that bothered 
him from Week Nine through the end of 
last season. Left end Danielle Hunter is 


Minnesota head coach Mike Zimmer 


Defense comes first for Zimmer. Ball security and field position are a must for the offense. However, 
as a defensive innovator known for his creative uses of double-A gap fronts, Zimmer also understands 
he can’t win Minnesota's first Super Bowl without scoring at least 24 points a game. Last year, with 
backup quarterback Case Keenum playing all but six quarters, the Vikings cracked the top 10 in 
scoring (23.9 ppg). But when it came time to pick a quarterback for this season, Zimmer preferred Kirk 
Cousins’ stronger arm and higher ceiling than the safety of re-signing Keenum, whose lack of ideal arm 


strength made him a more of a risk. 
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MINNESOTA VIKINGS 


a 23-year-old physical marvel with 25.5 
career sacks. Brian Robison, a 12-year 
veteran, provides depth at left end and 
adds versatility to Zimmer’s creative 
third-down packages as an inside rusher 
from the two-point stance. Depth inside 
is a question mark with two of last year’s 
tackles—starter Tom Johnson and Shamar 
Stephen—now in Seattle. 
LINEBACKERS: Former UCLA 
teammates Eric Kendricks and Anthony 
Barr are standout three-down linebackers 
who have played three NFL seasons 
together and are only 26 years old. If 
Kendricks leads the team in tackles this 
year, which is a near certainty if he stays 
healthy, he will join Rip Hawkins (1961-64) 
as the only Vikings to do that in each of 
their first four seasons. He’s instinctive, 
quick and a sure tackler. Barr has All-Pro 
potential and few weaknesses when 
motivated. As a 4-3 outside ’backer, he 
doesn’t get as many opportunities for 
“splash” plays, but he can be a special 
weapon in Zimmer’s double-A gap 
pressure packages. Ben Gedeon started 
at weakside in the base defense as a 
rookie last season. He didn’t distinguish 
himself, but also had limited reps because 
the Vikings play mostly nickel packages. 
Depth is a concern here, especially with 
Kendrick’s backup, Kentrell Brothers, 
having to serve a four-game suspension

SECONDARY: The secondary was a 
weakness before Zimmer arrived in 2014. 
Last year, it had two first-team All-Pro 
players in right cornerback Xavier Rhodes 
and free safety Harrison Smith. Rhodes 
has grown into one of the league’s most 
gifted and confident shutdown corners. 
Smith’s instincts and versatility make 
him Zimmer’s No. 1 weapon on third- 
and-long. Smith is excellent at disguising 
pre-snap looks and then quickly springing 
something else. Left cornerback Trae 
Waynes, who made tremendous strides 
in his first year as a starter, is learning 
to play Zimmer’s tighter coverage 
techniques. Overachiever Andrew 
Sendejo will try to hang on to the starting 
job at strong safety for the fourth straight 
season. He packs a wallop but lacks speed 
and turns 31 in September. Nickel back 
Mackensie Alexander improved in his 
second season but still lacks consistency, 
which is a main reason the Vikings 
used the 30th overall draft pick on UCF 
cornerback Mike Hughes. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: In March, the 
Vikings re-signed kicker Kai Forbath for 
one year. A month later, they found his 
replacement when they took stronger- 
legged Daniel Carlson of Auburn in 
the draft. Forbath brought some calm 
midway through the 2016 season when 


.. the Vikings erased a 20-point deficit to win a game was Oct. 4, 1992. Minnesota fell behind 
the Chicago Bears, 20-0, after three quarters at home. In the final period, Todd Scott intercepted 
Jim Harbaugh and returned it 35 yards for a touchdown to get the Vikings on the board, and then 
QB Rich Gannon connected on a 16-yard scoring strike to Cris Carter. 


IMPACT NEWCOMER 


No longer is Kirk Cousins the 
plucky overachiever who deserves a 
long-term deal. He’s the record-setting 
$84 million man. And he's being 
handed the keys to a team that came 
within one game of reaching the Super 
Bowl with career journeyman Case 
Keenum at quarterback. The pressure is 
on big-time, Kirk. 


Blair Walsh’s meltdown forced his release. 
But Forbath also missed eight PATs in 

23 games as a Viking. Carlson made a 
career-low 74.2 percent (23-for-31) of his 
field goals last year. 

Punter Ryan Quigley had the worst 
average in the league (42.2 yards per kick) 
and one of the worst net averages (39.2). 
He had no touchbacks in 71 regular-season 
punts, but two in seven playoff punts. 

Long snapper Kevin McDermott is back 
from a shoulder injury that sidelined him 
late last season. Marcus Sherels is the 
best punt returner in franchise history. 
He’s steady and sneaky-quick. Hughes, 
who had three return touchdowns at UCF 
a year ago, will replace Sherels as the 
kickoff returner. 


BOTTOM LINE 

The Vikings will be disappointed 
with anything less than their first Super 
Bowl appearance since Jan. 9, 1977. Yes, 
their vaunted defense was drilled by the 
Eagles’ backup quarterback in their last 
outing. Yes, the NFC will be even more 
difficult to win with Carson Wentz and 
Aaron Rodgers returning from injuries, 
the Rams stockpiling talent and the South 
Division looking strong as ever. But the 
“all-in” approach the Vikings have taken 
this offseason was a no-holds-barred 
push to reach the Super Bowl with what 
they believe is a ready-made franchise 
quarterback and a defense that’s loaded 
with elite, young and very hungry talent.

RUNNING BACKS: The Lions 
averaged nine yards less rushing per 
game than any other team in the NFL last 
year, so it’s no surprise they overhauled 
their backfield this offseason. They traded 
up to draft Kerryon Johnson, the SEC’s 
Offensive Player of the Year, in the second 
round, and signed LeGarrette Blount, 
the leading rusher on the last two Super 
Bowl champs, in free agency. Those two 
should provide a nice complement in the 
backfield. 

Theo Riddick should have a role as one 
of the best pass-catching backs in the NFL, 
but Ameer Abdullah’s future is much 
less defined coming off a disappointing 
2017 season in which he averaged just 3.3 
yards per carry and lost his starting job.

“L like the (Matt) Patricia hire. Smart guy. Did more 
with less in New England. You always wonder about 
those guys who worked under Bill (Belichick) and how 
much of a hand they really had in things, but | think he 
has a chance. ... (Matt)/Stafford got beat to (expletive) 
last year. They couldn't protect him at all. (Rick) Wagner 
wasn’t very good and their left tackle got hurt. They had 
a lot of problems up front. ... They can’t run the ball, but 
he’s a good quarterback. I'd take him in a heartbeat. ... | 
don't know where they'll get any pass rush from. Ziggy 
(Ansah) hasn't been himself for a couple years now. 
Who else do they have? ... They didn’t have any great 
rushers in New England after the (Chandler) Jones kid 
left, so that might fall on Patricia (to scheme it up).” 


The Lions eliminated the fullback from 
their offense last spring, then drafted one 
in April, so they should have a power 
element to their offense again this fall. 

RECEIVERS: The Lions don’t have a 
single dominant force in their receiving 
corps, but collectively they have one 
of the better trios in the league. Marvin 
Jones Jr. had his first 1,000-yard season 
last year and emerged as one of the 
most dangerous downfield threats in 
the league. Golden Tate does most of 
his work underneath, but is good for 
90 catches a season. And second-year 
pro Kenny Golladay showed flashes of 
greatness in 2017; at 6-4, he can bea 
handful in the red zone. 

Eric Ebron wore out his welcome in 
Detroit, so the Lions released him in a 
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cap-saving move this offseason. Luke 
Willson takes over his spot as the top tight 
end. He won't stretch the field as much 

as Ebron, but he should be more reliable 
and a bigger weapon near the goal line. 
Don’t forget about No. 4 receiver TJ Jones, 
either. He can play inside or out and had 
30 catches last year. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Quinn has 
invested more resources in the offensive 
line in his three years as general manager 
than any other position. He drafted Taylor 
Decker and Graham Glasgow in 2016, 
signed Rick Wagner and T.J. Lang as free 
agents last year, them spent a first-round 
pick on Frank Ragnow this spring. 

The Lions started 11 different 
combinations on their offensive line last 
fall, and that led to issues everywhere.

With better health, they expect the line to 
be significantly better this year. Decker was 
mediocre in his return from a torn labrum, 
but he’s shown great promise at left tackle. 
Lang was a Pro Bowl alternate last season, 
though injuries are a concern with him. 
Ragnow and Glasgow will sort out the 
starting jobs at left guard and center in 
training camp, with both players capable 
of playing either position. The Lions need 
a better year from Wagner, who was 
disappointing in 2017. 


DEFENSE 

Former Syracuse head coach Paul 
Pasqualoni is the Lions’ new defensive 
coordinator, but make no mistake about 
it, this is Patricia’s defense. The Lions are 
implementing a New England Patriots-style 
approach that demands precision and 
versatility. They won’t be a base 4-3 or 
3-4, but rather an amoeba-like unit that 
shifts shape depending on opponent and 
situation. There’s good talent here, with 
players like defensive end Ziggy Ansah

and cornerback Darius Slay, but it’s up to 
Patricia to get the most out of a group that 
has collectively underachieved. 

The biggest move 
Detroit made this offseason, other than 
hiring Patricia, was using the franchise tag 
to keep Ansah in town. Ansah is the only 
true pass-rushing threat the Lions have 
on their defensive front, though he’s been 
a ghost for parts of the last two seasons 
because of injuries. 

Anthony Zettel played well in a starting 
capacity last season and is the type of 
high-effort player every team wants on 
its roster. Kerry Hyder Jr., the No. 3 end, 
is returning from a torn Achilles. At the 
tackle spots, the Lions signed Sylvester 
Williams to clog holes in the middle of 
their line, but they’re counting on a big 
step forward from third-year pro A’Shawn 
Robinson. Robinson has the potential to be 
a top-flight run-stopper, and it should help 
that he’s paired again with his old college 
line coach at Alabama, Bo Davis. 

LINEBACKERS: No unit underwent 


Detroit head coach Matt Patricia 


Patricia spent the last 14 seasons working for Bill Belichick in New England, so it's no surprise he’s 
trying to install a Patriots-like defense in Detroit. After years of running a standard four-man front, 
with their main charge getting to the quarterback, the Lions will shift between a one- and two-gap 


defensive line this fall based on the team they're playing and situations within games. Patricia favors 
bigger, more physical linebackers, and he believes in building through the middle of the team at nose 
tackle, linebacker and safety. Offensively, Jim Bob Cooter returns as coordinator, but expect a more 
balanced approach. 
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more change this offseason than the 
linebacking corps. The Lions, in an effort 
to get bigger and more flexible up front, 
signed Devon Kennard and Christian 
Jones on the first day of free agency, cut 
ties with Tahir Whitehead and plan to 
expand middle linebacker Jarrad Davis’ 
role in what they hope will be a much- 
improved group. 

Davis was the Lions’ second-leading 
tackler as a rookie, but he had some 
struggles in pass coverage that caused 
the team to dial back his snaps last 
year. He’s a football hound, though, 
so the organization believes he’s still 
headed for great things. Kennard adds a 
pass-rushing element to the unit, while 
Jones is a thumper who projects to play 
on the weakside. Jalen Reeves-Maybin, 
a fourth-round pick last year, could still 
have a role in sub-packages because of his 
abilities in pass coverage. 

SECONDARY: Slay tied for the NFL 
lead and set a career high with eight

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interceptions last season while emerging 
as one of the best cornerbacks in the 
league. Slay and safety Glover Quin 
headline a group that’s deep and better 
than most people realize. 

The Lions ranked among the NFL 
leaders in interceptions last season 
despite a putrid pass rush, and they 
return all five starters plus two young 
backups in the secondary. Nevin Lawson 
isn’t much of a playmaker, but he 
should start again at the cornerback spot 
opposite Slay. Quandre Diggs played 
well as a slot corner last season before 
transitioning to safety when Tavon Wilson 
got hurt, and either he or Wilson will 
start at the second safety spot this fall. 
The Lions signed DeShawn Shead in free 
agency to add size to the secondary, and 
will try and fit second-year corners Teez 
Tabor and Jamal Agnew into the playing 
group. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The Lions are 
one of the fortunate few in the NFL in 
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... the Lions recorded three straight winning seasons was 1993-95. Hall-of-Fame running back 
Barry Sanders helped lead Detroit to a 29-19 record and three playoff berths under coach Wayne 
Fontes, although the Lions failed to win a playoff game in any of those seasons. This year, new 
coach Matt Patricia takes over a Detroit team coming off back-to-back 9-7 campaigns. 
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The Lions’ biggest addition in free 
agency, linebacker Devon Kennard, 
should start at strongside linebacker 
and add a pass-rushing presence to a 
unit that head coach Matt Patricia holds 
near and dear to his heart. He had 4.0 
sacks with the Giants last season and 
could have a few more this year as an 
every-down player. 


that they don’t have to think twice about 
their kicking game. Punter Sam Martin is 
coming off a disappointing season, but his 
struggles can be attributed to a summer 
foot injury that forced him to open the 
year on the PUP list. Kicker Matt Prater 
drilled seven field goals of 50-plus yards 
last season and has shown no signs of 
slowing down at age 33. And the Lions 
have good coverage units because of an 
investment in good special-teams players. 

Agnew was the Lions’ most pleasant 
draft surprise in 2017. He scored two 
punt-return touchdowns and emerged as 
one of the most electric returners in the 
league. The Lions do need to do a better 
job on kick returns, and that task could 
fall to a player like Abdullah or TJ Jones 
this fall. 


BOTTOM LINE 

The Lions won’t be expected to win 
the NFC North this year, nor should they 
be, but they’re good enough to beat any 
team on their schedule. Stafford is as 
tough as they come, he’s got a diverse 
group of weapons around him and there’s 
enough talent on defense to believe that 
unit can be better. If Patricia can fix some 
of the game-management issues that 
have plagued them in the past, and if the 
running game can finally be respectable, 
there’s no reason the Lions shouldn’t 
contend for a playoff spot.

That ticking sound you hear coming 
out of 1265 Lambeau Avenue is the time 
clock on quarterback Aaron Rodgers’ 
career. 

The future Hall-of-Fame quarterback 

was 27 years old when he won a 
Super Bowl ring, but the years 
have passed quickly and he is 
set to turn 35 in December. 
He missed half of last 
season with a broken right 
collarbone and for the first 
time since 2008 the Packers 
missed the playoffs. 
The offseason was full of 
change. 

General manager Ted Thompson was 
cast aside in favor of Brian Gutekunst, 
one of Thompson’s lieutenants in the 
personnel department. Coordinators 
Dom Capers and Edgar Bennett were 
fired and replace with a pair of former 
head coaches, Mike Pettine and Joe 
Philbin. 

The entire organization has gone 
through a makeover and the question 
looming this season is whether it will 
produce a Super Bowl result. A lot of 
things are going to have to come together 
for that to happen and it might not be 
until 2019 that the team finds its footing

OFFENSE 

Head coach Mike McCarthy brought 
back his close friend Philbin in hopes of 
getting back to the offensive success the 
two had when they were last together 
in 2011. They sat down with the rest of 
the offensive staff and deconstructed the 
playbook, starting with the very basics 
and rebuilding the scheme page by page. 
Expect Philbin to have a lot of influence 
on the blocking scheme and the run 
game, the latter of which McCarthy has 
neglected at times. 

QUARTERBACKS: Even before he 
got hurt, Rodgers hadn’t hit his stride 
and was transitioning from Jordy Nelson 
to Davante Adams as his No. 1 receiver. 
When Anthony Barr drove him into the 
turf at U.S. Bank Stadium in Week Six, the 
offense was just starting to find itself. 

Rodgers insists he won’t hesitate to 
stray outside the pocket despite that being 
where Barr got to him, but he’s going to 
have to be smart about his scrambling. 
There have been no signs of Rodgers 
losing anything on his fastball or his 
ability to outrun defenders. He insists 
his shoulder is fine, but it’s important 
to remember he has broken both 
collarbones now and might not be as 
invincible as he once was. 

If something does happen to Rodgers, 
the Packers could be in big trouble again. 
Brett Hundley was a disaster despite 
McCarthy’s over-the-top support and

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Gutekunst obviously wasn’t satisfied 
because he acquired Cleveland’s DeShone 
Kizer in a trade for cornerback Damarious 
Randall. Hundley and Kizer, both mobile 
quarterbacks like Rodgers, will battle for 
the No. 2 job. 

RUNNING BACKS: There’s no 
telling what rookie Aaron Jones might 
have done had he stayed healthy. He was 
on pace for 1,327 yards and had more 
20-yard runs per carry than New Orleans’ 
Alvin Kamara. But twice he suffered MCL 
sprains and his focus in the offseason has 
been on strengthening his legs so he can 
better withstand the hits he’s taking. 

It took a while for Jamaal Williams to 
come around, but by season’s end he 
was pounding the ball through traffic 
and getting some big first downs. Missing 
from his game were big runs—he only had 
one game in which he had a run of 20 or 
more yards—so he’s got to find a balance 


between protecting the football with two 
arms and running looser. 

Veteran Ty Montgomery can’t be 
counted on to stay healthy and will be 
a situational player. Second-year pro 
Devante Mays is powerful and built 
low but has a lot of ground to make up. 
Expect Aaron Ripkowski to remain the 
lone fullback. 

RECEIVERS: Nelson was let go and 
Adams, who signed a four-year, $58 
million contract at the end of last season, 
is the official No. 1. He was terrific even 
when Hundley wasn’t and somehow 
managed to catch 10 touchdown passes. 
The No. 2 guy will be free-agent tight end 
Jimmy Graham, who signed a three-year, 
$30 million deal, telling reporters he took 
less money in Green Bay so he could play 
with Rodgers. 

Graham will be more of a receiver than 
a tight end and will see a lot of time with 
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An opponent breaks down 
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Adams and Randall Cobb in the lineup. 
There aren’t any other sure things and 
someone from among Geronimo Allison, 
Trevor Davis, Michael Clark and tight 
end Lance Kendricks is going to have 
to emerge. It wouldn’t be surprising to 
see Gutekunst add a veteran later in the 
summer. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The left side 
of the line is in good shape with David 
Bakhtiari at tackle, Lane Taylor at guard 
and Corey Linsley at center. But the right 
side has a lot of question marks with 
tackles Bryan Bulaga (ACL), Kyle Murphy 
(foot) and Jason Spriggs (dislocated 
kneecap) coming back from injury. It 
would be a mistake to completely write 
off Bulaga, but with a $7.9 million cap 
number he might be let go before the start 
of the season. 

Justin McCray was a savior last year, 
filling in at every position but center, and

he is a candidate to start at right guard. 
But McCarthy needs to try to do better and 
he’ll give Murphy and the rookies every 
chance to replace departed veteran Jahri 
Evans at right guard. 

When everyone was healthy last year, 
the quarterback was well-protected. 


DEFENSE 

McCarthy could never get himself to 
admit Capers wasn’t getting the job done 
until he needed him the most last season. 
In Pettine, he has someone similarly 
dedicated to a pressure scheme, but it

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shouldn’t be nearly as predictable. Pettine 
and Rex Ryan built this defense in New 
York and those who have played in it have 
said it will require football-savvy players 
who can carry out the many different 
pre-snap looks Pettine uses to confuse 
quarterbacks. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Unable to land 
a premier edge rusher in the draft, 
Gutekunst put his money on free-agent 
addition Muhammad Wilkerson leading 
the interior pass rush. Defensive tackle 
Mike Daniels is going to have to be a lot 
more disciplined in Pettine’s scheme, but 
with the former Jet Wilkerson there to 
show him what it takes to make it work, he 
might be more consistent. 

Third-year nose tackle Kenny Clark 
appears headed for stardom after a terrific 
second season in which he had 4.5 sacks 
in the last five games. He’s just 22 years old 
and should grow exponentially as his body 
matures. If Pettine can get something out 
of Montravius Adams, whose rookie season 
was spoiled by a broken foot, he could 
have the makings of a very good defensive 
line. Throw in Dean Lowry and there’s a 
lot to work with on this unit. 


Green Bay head coach Mike McCarthy 


McCarthy likes consistency and sometimes it is to his detriment. It took him way too long to fire 
defensive coordinator Dom Capers and make other changes on the staff. But that same steadfastness 
keeps his team even-keeled and afloat during the worst of times. He is tied with Sean Payton for 
the third-longest tenure among current NFL head coaches and things were getting stale. Hiring new 
coordinators Mike Pettine and Joe Philbin will inject some fresh ideas into the operation. 
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LINEBACKERS: It might be 
something to see if Clay Matthews and 
Nick Perry were ever able to play injury- 
free. But it’s just not going to happen. 

Matthews, 32, had a much better 2017 
season than people gave him credit for, 
but injuries have limited the number of 
“splash” plays he makes. At some point, 
the team might be better served having 
him play inside. Perry is the team’s best 
pass rusher and had 7.0 sacks last year, 
but he missed four games and played 
with a broken hand, a sprained foot and a 
sprained shoulder. 

The coaches need at least one of a trio 
of young players—Kyler Fackrell, Vince 
Biegel and Reggie Gilbert—to emerge. 
Fackrell is a long-levered athlete who with 
a good year in the weight room could 
start to be a factor. Gilbert may be the 
most natural pass rusher of the bunch. 

Inside, Blake Martinez will continue to 
man the middle. He tied for the NFL lead 
in tackles last year and started to grow 
into a leadership role. Jake Ryan is slotted 
next to him, but Pettine will use rookie 
Oren Burks in nickel and dime situations.

First-round draft pick 
Alexander, who ran a 4.38 40-yard dash 
at the Combine, will compete for the slot 
with Lenzy Pipkins, while Josh Hawkins 
and Donatello Brown will have trouble 
making the team. 

Safety Ha Ha Clinton-Dix followed up 
a Pro Bowl season with a dud and needs 
to find his way in Pettine’s defense. He 
claimed he had to play deep all season 
and wasn’t in position to make plays, 
but that hasn’t stopped other safeties 
from having an impact. Josh Jones blew 
assignments and had very little impact 
overall last year. But he’s an athletic 
wonder and will get a chance to redeem 
himself. 

Don’t be surprised if Kentrell Brice 
works his way into the starting lineup. His 
football knowledge is excellent and he 
can run. He just has to play better angles 
and stop going for kill shots all the time. 
It’s possible corner Quinten Rollins could 
be moved to safety.

BOTTOM LINE 

The Packers seem better equipped to 
challenge for a Super Bowl title in 2019 
than this year.

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RUNNING BACKS: If Kareem Hunt 
was the ideal back for this offense in 
Kansas City, Bears starter Jordan Howard 
could encounter problems. Howard 
lacks Hunt's receiving ability. This caused 
Howard some offseason angst. Howard's 
best runs have been outside zone plays 
and this offense by design is more suited to 
inside zone blocking. Still, Howard can’t be 
discounted. He is a pile-driver thriving on 
yards after contact, and that works behind 
any blocking scheme. With improved 
hands, there’s no reason he couldn’t fit in. 

Tarik Cohen can make plays in the 
passing game and doesn’t mind running 
inside despite lacking size. Nagy should 
come up with exciting ways to get the 
scatback into the open field on third 
downs. Retaining Benny Cunningham 
ensures they have at least one excellent 
pass blocker with outstanding special 
teams skills. Fullback Michael Burton 


won't be required to do much beyond 
blocking. 

RECEIVERS: So much depends on 
the recovery of two injured receivers. 
Free agent Allen Robinson signed after 
an ACL tear last year kept him from 
being part of Jacksonville’s rise. At 6-3 
and 211 pounds, he can be the downfield, 
jump-ball target Trubisky lacked last 
season. However, Robinson’s strong suit 
has never been speed, and he’s coming 
off a ligament tear which happened early 
last season. 

Kevin White has been a nonfactor in 
his first three seasons due to injuries, but 
last year’s broken shoulder shouldn’t 
linger. If Robinson and White spread out 
defenses, former Falcon Taylor Gabriel 
can be an ideal slot fit as one of the 
league’s fastest players. Former Eagle 
Trey Burton was signed as the “move” 
tight end to complement Dion Sims and

“When the Bears said they 
were hiring (Matt) Nagy and 
were going RPO (run-pass 
option), it set them up for a 
problem.

It’s an offensive line 
capable of controlling the point 
of attack. Even passes in RPO 
start off with run blocking.

Adam Shaheen. It makes up for the loss of 
injured tight end Zach Miller. Better size 
and speed make this receiver corps an 
improved red-zone threat. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The most critical 
addition here might be the new coach of 
the unit, not the players. Harry Hiestand 
was line coach for the Bears’ 2006 run 
to an NFC title and commands respect. 
The Bears last year finished one penalty 
short of the league high in holding and 
two short of the high for false starts, so 
Hiestand must address sloppy technique. 

Getting back veteran guard Kyle Long 
should be a huge factor, provided he 
really is finally over shoulder, neck and 
ankle problems. Charles Leno Jr. and 
Bobby Massie rate among the league’s 
bottom half as pass-blocking tackles. Leno 
had six holds and six false starts last year. 
But this isn’t an offense emphasizing 
seven-step quarterback drops, so holding 


within a yard of the line of 
scrimmage or it’s an ineligible 
receiver downfield penalty when 
you throw. So you need strong, 
aggressive linemen capable of 
delivering blocks right at the 
point. That's not the Bears’ line. 
They were lateral blockers who 
occupied defenders and gave 

time to find 
lanes. They need to completely 
retool the line and maybe even 
get a better blocking tight end 
before they'll be really successful 
at an RPO game.”

After a two-year apprenticeship, Jonathan 
Bullard assumes the right-end spot Mitch 
Unrein manned before leaving in free 
agency. By gambling less and paying more 
attention to detail, Bullard’s athletic ability 
could elevate the line. Roy Robertson- 
Harris and John Jenkins add some depth, 
but more is needed. It’s a stout front 
that struggled stuffing the run or rushing 
the passer last year when depth became 
depleted. 

LINEBACKERS: The age of Leonard 
Floyd has arrived. Floyd’s persistence 
and speed while rushing passers are 
apparent even through past inabilities to 
remain healthy. After finishing sixth in 
sack efficiency, the Bears disassembled 
their outside rush by jettisoning veterans 
Pernell McPhee and Willie Young. So 
Floyd must expand his game and someone 
needs to complement him. Former 49er 
Aaron Lynch hopes to revive a career that 
has stagnated the last two seasons—after 


While Nagy’s biggest influence was easily Chiefs coach Andy Reid, he didn’t plop down a copy of 
the Kansas City playbook at Halas Hall as a starting point. Nagy’s own twists on the traditional West 
Coast style make the new attack unique. His extensive use of run-pass option (RPO) is blended with a 
willingness to move players and create matchup problems for defenses. This is an outgrowth of Nagy’s 
start in pro football as an Arena Football League quarterback. Nagy can be expected to gamble as a 
strategizer and playcaller based on his brief run as the Chiefs’ offensive coordinator. 
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he made 12.5 sacks in his first two years, 
including 6.0 in Fangio’s scheme one 
season. 

Sam Acho’s dependability and 
leadership make him a valued reserve in 
the outside-linebacker rotation. Inside, 
there are questions regarding size. Danny 
Trevathan is still a leader and violent 
hitter but hasn’t stayed healthy. First- 
round draft pick Roquan Smith should 
get a chance to start immediately, either 
at Trevathan’s spot or as a replacement 
for Nick Kwiatkoski, who must show he’s 
more than a run plug. 

SECONDARY: Realizing the 
importance of continuity in pass 
coverage, the Bears retained their 
entire secondary after it improved 
greatly. Young safeties Eddie Jackson 
and Adrian Amos and cornerbacks Kyle 
Fuller, Prince Amukamara and Bryce 
Callahan have mastered the scheme and 
communication. Last year this triggered 
coverage sacks. What it hasn’t done is 
spawn interceptions. For three straight 
seasons the defense has matched a 
franchise single-season record low of 
eight interceptions. A more advanced 
group may gamble more for the football. 
Fuller made his greatest strides in man-to- 
man coverage. When healthy, Callahan 
makes his speed apparent in nickel slot 
coverage. Amukamara must shake a

reputation for being “all coverage, no 
interceptions.” The safeties displayed 
better ball-hawking ability by the end 

of last season. There is overall depth in 
abundance, including safety Deon Bush, 
slot corner Cre’Von LeBlanc and veteran 
corner Marcus Cooper. 


... the Bears suffered five consecutive losing seasons was from 1996-2000. Spanning the final 
three years of coach Dave Wannstedt'’s tenure and the first two seasons under his successor, Dick 
Jauron, Chicago posted a 26-54 record, finishing last in the division four times during that stretch. 
The Bears used eight different starting quarterbacks across those five seasons, including Dave 
Krieg, Erik Kramer, Rick Mirer, Steve Stenstrom, Moses Moreno, Shane Matthews, Cade McNown 
and Jim Miller. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: Punter Pat 
O’Donnell comes off a career-best 
47.0-yard average after mastering the 
directional game. New kicker Cody 
Parkey made 86.4 percent of his field 
goals for three teams before earning a 
chance to secure a home in Chicago. The 
elusive Cohen’s greatest strength in the 
return game is on punts, although he 
has gradually improved on kick returns. 
Coverage units built momentum after the 
core gained experience, and they could 
be a strength behind Joshua Bellamy, 
Sherrick McManis, Cunningham, Acho 
and a slew of defensive backs. 


BOTTOM LINE 


Offseason optimism built over a 
possible worst-to-first Bears leap under 
their new coach. However, the stark 
reality is Pace has made too many 
draft-day mistakes to adequately fill a 
roster. Chicago’s lack of quality depth, 
especially on the defensive line and at 
outside linebacker, is devastating because 
rotations here are critical. Depth at wide 
receiver is also lacking. 

While it’s likely the league’s worst 
passing attack will improve simply 
through the element of surprise from 
using a new offense, talent deficiency 
caps any climb. Until the Bears field a 
roster capable of sustained success, they'll 
dog-paddle just to reach .500.

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to Brees, though it could be a long wait. 
The Saints also signed former Texans 
quarterback Tom Savage as insurance for 
this season. 

RUNNING BACKS: Payton prefers 
having two versatile backs to share the 
load and Ingram and Kamara are as good 
a duo as he’s had. Ingram had the best 
season of his seven-year NFL career in 
2017, rushing for career highs of 1,124 
yards and 12 touchdowns. The former 
Heisman Trophy winner also enjoyed 
career bests with 58 receptions for 416 
yards and enters 2018 in a contract 
year. Kamara, a third-round pick out of 
Tennessee in 2017, was the fifth running 
back drafted but his 6.1-yard rushing 
average led all running backs with at 
least 120 attempts. His quick emergence 
made Adrian Peterson expendable and 
the future Hall-of-Famer was dealt to 
Arizona in October. Kamara, who made 


the Pro Bowl, led all rookies with 14 total 
touchdowns and ranked second with 
1,554 yards from scrimmage. He also led 
rookies with 81 receptions, the third most 
by a rookie running back in NFL history. 
RECEIVERS: Though the Saints 
finished second in the NFL in total 
offense and fifth in passing offense, 
their 19th-place showing in third-down 
conversions speaks to a lack of depth 
at receiver. Pro Bowler Thomas (104 
catches, 1,245 yards) has emerged as 
one of the game’s best after two seasons, 
while reliable speedster Ginn, 33, 
continued to put up solid numbers in 
his first season in New Orleans. Willie 
Snead had a disappointing 2017 and the 
Saints did not match Baltimore’s two-year 
offer, having already signed Meredith as 
areplacement. Meredith, who missed 
last season with a knee injury, will be 
reunited with Saints assistant Curtis

Center Max Unger, who 
arrived in the unpopular-at-the-time 
trade for Pro Bowl tight end Graham, 
has become an anchor of the group. 
Andrus Peat, the Saints’ top pick in 2015, 
eventually could move to left tackle but 
has become one of the league’s best left 
guards. Terron Armstead, viewed as a 
project on draft day in 2013, has become 
an elite left tackle. Before last season, 
Loomis signed free-agent right guard

Bowl season. At right tackle, Ramezyk, 
drafted at the end of last year’s first round, 
quickly established himself as one of the 
best run-blocking tackles in the league.

The defense made huge strides in 
Dennis Allen’s second year as coordinator 
in 2017, ranking 10th in the league in 
scoring defense (20.4 points per game) and 
seventh in NFL passer rating allowed, the 
team’s strongest showing since the 2009 
Super Bowl season.

Okafor started 10 games last year before 
suffering a torn Achilles and the Saints 
re-signed him for two years and $6.8 
million. Hendrickson contributed as 

a rookie and figures to see more time. 
Nose tackle Tyeler Davison plays mostly 
in running situations, splitting time with 
David Onyemata, a fourth-round pick 
in 2016 who seemed to get better as last 
season progressed. 

LINEBACKERS: For all the 
improvement on defense last season, 
the Saints took a step back against the 
run, falling from 15th in the league in 
yards per carry to 28th. Though there 
are no Pro Bowlers in this group, it’s 
a deep bunch, even more so with the 
addition of middle linebacker Demario 
Davis from the Jets. Linebackers coach 
Mike Nolan likely will sort out positions 
during the preseason and A,J. Klein, 
last year’s starter in the middle after 
arriving from Carolina, figures to start 
there again. Craig Robertson might be 
the team’s best player on this unit and 
his versatility will keep him on the field 
somewhere. Alex Anzalone won a job 
out of training camp as a rookie before a 
shoulder injury sidelined him after four 
games. Also back from injured reserve 
is Nathan Stupar, a major contributor in 
2016. Manti Te’o, reunited with Nolan, 
his position coach with the Chargers, is 
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coming off a bounce-back season, and 
is particularly strong against the run. 
Defensive end Hau’oli Kikaha can play 
outside linebacker when needed. 

SECONDARY: Lattimore’s ability 
to shut down top receivers transformed 
a previously porous New Orleans 
secondary. The rookie cornerback 
essentially closed off half the field, 
earning Defensive Rookie of the Year. 
Lattimore is the anchor of a talented 
young secondary that includes rookie 
sensation Williams, Vonn Bell and Ken 
Crawley. Williams made an immediate 
impact as a first-year safety, though his 
missed tackle cost the Saints a trip to 
the NFC title game. The Saints brought 
back Patrick Robinson, who spent his 
first five seasons in New Orleans and 
won a Super Bowl ring with the Eagles 
last year. Robinson will likely be a nickel 
back next to starting corners Lattimore 
and Crawley. The Saints parted ways 
with safety Kenny Vaccaro, essentially 
replacing him with free agent Kurt 
Coleman, whom they signed to a three- 
year deal. Coleman joins a growing list of 
former Carolina Panthers and Ohio State 
alumni on the roster. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Punter Thomas 
Morstead remains one of the best in the 
game, averaging 47.0 yards per punt in 
2017. He and Brees are the only players

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Freeman and Tevin Coleman comprise 
one of the most dangerous rushing duos 
in the league. They will look to have 
bounce-back seasons in 2018. Freeman 
was slowed by two concussions and a 
knee injury. He missed two games and 
failed to reach 1,000 yards rushing after 
two consecutive seasons of eclipsing that 
figure. He also continued to struggle in 
blitz pickup. Freeman came back and ran 
hard after both concussions. However, 
the team may have overpaid in making 
him the highest-paid running back in 

the league and may not be able to keep 
Coleman much past this season. Coleman 
had 156 carries for 628 yards and five 
touchdowns. He also caught 27 passes for 
299 yards and three touchdowns. The 
team moved on from fullback Derrick 
Coleman and will have an all-comers 
situation to find a replacement. 


RECEIVERS: No one had a clear 


explanation for the 30 dropped passes, 
which was the most of any team in the 
league. But the receiving corps hopes 
there are better days ahead. The dynamic 
Jones had a 59.5-percent catch rate 

(148 targets, 88 catches), which was the 
second lowest since his rookie season 
when he had a 56.8-percent catch rate. 
Jones was a big part of the red-zone 
problem-he caught only five of 19 passes 
(25.3 percent) thrown to him inside the 
20-yard line for one touchdown. Jones 
finished with 1,444 yards and only three 
touchdowns.

Quinn is tired of seeing his hard-hitting and bone-rattling team throw passes in power-football 
situations. There was the third-and-one pass in the Super Bowl, the jet sweep on the goal line against 
the Patriots and the jump ball in the playoffs last season. One of the new wrinkles to the outside 
zone offense is the power component. Quinn acknowledges that the Falcons must be able to run the 
ball even when the opponent knows it’s coming. The days of running misdirection and trying to trick 
defenses with play-action passes are over. With the added smash-mouth components, the Falcons 
believe they can fix their scoring and red-zone problems. 
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three, the Falcons believe his command 
of the defense will continue to grow. 
De’Vondre Campbell is set to play the 
strongside spot, while second-year man 
Duke Riley will get another shot on the 
weakside. The experiment to start Riley 
last season didn’t last long as the rookie 
missed too many tackles and ended the 
season as a reserve and special-teams 
player. Campbell had to go back to 
weakside linebacker and enjoyed a strong 
season. Kemal Ishmael, a former safety, 
was used as a dime linebacker in the box. 
SECONDARY: This unit will be 
challenged to come up with more 
interceptions. The Falcons’ defensive 
backs get their hands on a lot passes and 
make a ton of deflections, but some of 
those deflections need to be converted 
into interceptions. Cornerback Robert 
Alford led the team with seven penalties, 
with five holding calls and two pass- 
interference calls. He had 75 nullified 
yards in penalties. Alford did break up 20 
passes, but had only one interception. 
Desmond Trufant, the other 
cornerback, had just two interceptions 
and has only nine over his career. He’ll 
need to have a bounce-back season 
in 2018 as teams are no longer afraid 
to throw to his side. Nickel back Brian 
Poole continued to hold down the slot 
and showed some toughness as a blitzer.

SPECIAL TEAMS: Kicker Matt 
Bryant, who was re-signed to a three- 
year contract, shows no signs of slowing 
down. He was the Falcons’ key offensive 
weapon late last season as the offense 
struggled in the red zone. Punter Matt 
Bosher averaged 44.9 yards on 53 punts 
with a net average of 40.8. He placed 19 
punts inside the 20-yard line. Overall, the 
Falcons’ special teams were substandard, 
though. They finished in the bottom half 
of the league (22nd). The coverage units 
ranked 32nd (last) in kickoff coverage at 
26.2 yards per return. Marvin Hall is the 
favorite to win the punt-return job and 
Reggie Davis will get a look as the kick 
returner.

It was a turbulent offseason for the 
Panthers, and that’s putting it mildly. 
The turmoil started in December when 
Jerry Richardson, Carolina’s owner and 
founder, put the team up for sale amid a 
sexual harassment scandal. 
The Panthers then fired their 
offensive coordinator and 
quarterbacks coach, saw their 
defensive coordinator go to 
the Cardinals and removed 
the interim tag from general 
manager Marty Hurney. 
Lost in all the upheaval is 
the fact that the Panthers are 
coming off an I1-win season that 
culminated with their fourth playoff 
berth in five years. 
But a few constants give Carolina hope it 
will be in the mix in the NFC South again. 
Head coach Ron Rivera and tight end 
Greg Olsen received contract extensions, 
Julius Peppers came back for a 17th 
season and Cam Newton and Luke 
Kuechly remain in their primes. 
That’s not a bad start for the next 
owner, once the dust settles.

Rivera reached into his past to replace 
ousted coordinator Mike Shula by hiring 
Norv Turner, who had Rivera on his staff

when he was head coach of the Chargers. 
The Panthers have been running a version 
of Turner’s scheme since Rivera arrived in 
2011, so it should be a smooth transition. 
Turner will rely on more vertical routes, 
which play into Newton’s strengths. 
Carolina added speed at receiver and will 
try to get Christian McCaffrey in space 
more in his second season. 

QUARTERBACKS: Newton has been 
trending in the wrong direction since his 
MVP season of 2015, which is why Shula 
and quarterbacks coach Ken Dorsey were 
fired. There’s also been talk that Carolina 
needed someone willing to be more stern 
with Newton, who’s now in his eighth 
season. 

Enter Turner, who’s had success 
working with quarterbacks with varied 
skillsets—from Troy Aikman to Philip 
Rivers to Teddy Bridgewater—over the 
course of three-plus decades in the NFL. 

Newton benefited in 2017 from the 
arrival of McCaffrey, whose 80 receptions 
were the most by a rookie in team history. 
Newton’s completion percentage jumped 
from 52.9 percent in 2016 to 59.1, nearly 
matching his numbers from his MVP 
season. 

But Newton still was way too 
inconsistent as a passer, finishing with the 
second-most interceptions of his career 
(16) and the second-worst quarterback 
rating (80.7).

That process continued in earnest 
during the offseason.

Panthers gave Newton more weapons, 
they opted not to re-sign one of his 
protectors up front. Left guard Andrew 
Norwell priced his way out of the Panthers’ 
plans with an All-Pro season in 2017, which 
came after Hurney gave right guard Trai 
Turner a lucrative extension last summer. 
Carolina has a lot of money tied up in 
left tackle Matt Kalil, whose first season 
with the Panthers was average at best. Pro 
Football Focus ranked Kalil as one of the

works very hard and goes out of his way 
in attempting to be a leader.

has big-time physical skills. That’s what 
makes it so perplexing that Winston 
hasn’t totally put it together in his first 
three seasons. At times, he looks great. 
At other times, he makes bad decisions 
and forces throws. There is a school of 
thought among personnel men around 
the league that Winston tries to do too 
much and that is probably true. The Bucs 
need to make Winston feel like he doesn’t 
have to carry the team. 

RUNNING BACKS: The inconsistent 
and turbulent era of Doug Martin is over 
and it was way past time to move on. 
The Bucs finally did by letting Martin go 
and drafting Ronald Jones II of USC in 
the second round. Jones likely becomes 
the immediate starter in a backfield that 
has some depth. It’s likely the Bucs will 
use Jones as the primary back on first 


and second downs, with Peyton Barber 
getting a few carries in those situations. 
But the team has a pair of good third- 
down backs in Jacquizz Rodgers and 
Charles Sims. This was a position of 
weakness last year that should be much 
stronger. 

WIDE RECEIVERS: This should be 
a position of strength for the Bucs. Mike 
Evans has a size/speed combination 
that is as good as anyone’s and he has 
become one of the best receivers in the 
league. He is also the best weapon on 
Tampa Bay’s offense. On the other side is 
DeSean Jackson and it’s easy to look at his 
numbers in 2017 (50 catches, 668 yards, 
3 TDs) and say he was a disappointment. 
But that’s not necessarily true. Jackson 
missed two games with injuries and it 
took time for him to build chemistry with 
Winston.

DEFENSE 


It’s hard to summarize Tampa Bay’s 
defense from last year because it was 
never able to establish a true identity. The 
pass rush was terrible, key linebackers 
missed substantial time with injuries and 
the secondary wasn’t very reliable. That’s 
not the kind of defense you expect from 
coordinator Mike Smith. In previous stops 
as a head coach and defensive coordinator,

he had a lot of success. But don’t expect 
Smith to panic and suddenly make 
massive changes to the scheme. As a head 
coach in Atlanta, he was stubborn—too 
stubborn—at times. Smith will stick with 
what he believes in. That means a pass 
rush generated mostly by the front four, 
linebackers who can stop the run but also 
drop into coverage and a secondary that 
doesn’t give up big plays. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: After generating a 
league-low 22.0 sacks last season, this unit 
needed to be blown up and that’s exactly 
what the Bucs did. If all goes according to 
plan, they'll have three new starters on 
the defensive line on opening day. The 
biggest move came in a major trade with 
the New York Giants that brought them

Koetter has a strong offensive background and is known for his ability to get the most out of his 
quarterbacks. But Koetter’s offense has yet to really click in Tampa Bay and Jameis Winston has been 
inconsistent. A large part of the blame for Winston's play being up and down is Koetter’s system and 
playcalling. Koetter loves the downfield, vertical passing game and there is nothing wrong with that. 
But that means Winston is asked to make a lot of very difficult throws. Koetter could make Winston's 
life a little easier by reducing that degree of difficulty. Koetter can also help Winston out by running 
the ball more often than last year. Now that the Bucs have a fresh and talented back in rookie Ronald 
Jones II, that should be possible. Koetter has nearly complete control over the offense, but when it 
comes to defense, he stays out of the way and leaves that up to coordinator Mike Smith. The two men 
have total respect for each other because Koetter was the offensive coordinator in Atlanta when Smith 
was the head coach there. 
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TAMPA BAY BUCCANEERS 
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Jason Pierre-Paul. There are some around 
the league who think Pierre-Paul is near 
the end of his career. But the Bucs don’t 
fall into that category. Pierre-Paul still is 
relatively young at 29 and had 8.5 sacks 
last year. The team also brought in Vinny 
Curry from Philadelphia to take over on 
the other side. The organization is also 
hoping end Noah Spence can return from 
an injury that kept him out most of last 
year and give the team another good pass 
rusher. After making the moves on the 
outside, it seemed like the overhaul of the 
line was over, but the Bucs surprised a lot 
of people by taking tackle Vita Vea with 
the No. 12 overall pick in the draft. That 
was clearly a case of the Bucs taking the 
guy they felt was the best available player 
and not fixating on a need position. Vea 
is massive and should be an efficient 
run-stopper, but he won’t be limited to 
that. He also has surprising quickness and 
can generate a push in the pass rush. Of 
course, Vea should benefit from playing 
next to Pro Bowler Gerald McCoy, who 
has been the best player on this defense 
for years. 

LINEBACKERS: After McCoy, 
linebackers Lavonte David and Kwon 
Alexander are the two best players on 
the Tampa Bay defense, but they weren’t 
nearly as productive as the Bucs would 
have liked last season. Part of that was

due to injury. David missed three games 
and Alexander missed four. Somewhat 
shockingly, David did not have a sack 
or an interception. That should never 
happen to a player with his playmaking 
skills. Alexander was only slightly more 
productive, coming up with three 
interceptions but no sacks. Kendell 
Beckwith should be the other starting 
linebacker if he makes a full recovery 
from ankle surgery after being involved in 
an automobile accident in the offseason. 
The defensive 
backfield has pretty much an entirely new 
look after the draft and that’s a good thing 
because the Bucs allowed a league-worst 
4,169 passing yards last year. Brent 
Grimes still is the team’s top cornerback, 
but he’ll be 35 this season. The team 
is also hoping former first-round pick 
Vernon Hargreaves will play to the 
potential that first made him an attractive 
prospect. Hargreaves struggled on the 
outside last year. At times, the team 
moved him inside and used Ryan Smith 
as an outside corner. But the Bucs made it 
clear that Grimes is nearing the end of the 
road and Hargreaves may never develop 
when they used two second-round picks 
on a pair of cornerbacks. Those rookies, 
M,J. Stewart and Carlton Davis, could see 
the field quickly if Grimes shows signs of 
age or Hargreaves struggles. Chris Conte

He’s been an elite pass 
rusher much of his career and is still in 
his prime. Tampa Bay is desperate for a 
pass rush. Pierre-Paul should go a long 
way toward fixing that problem and 
his presence will make the rest of the 
defense better. 


should be one starting safety and the 
other job is up for grabs with Keith Tandy 
being the early favorite because of his 
experience. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The kicking game 
has been a disaster for the Bucs and they 
can’t go through more of the same. That’s 
why they brought in Chandler Cantazaro, 
who made 83.3 percent of his field goals 
for the New York Jets last season. Things 
have been much more stable at punter, 
where the Bucs have veteran Bryan 
Anger. He has averaged no less than 44.0 
yards a punt since entering the league in 
2012. The Bucs will take a look at some of 
their young players in the return game. 

If they’re not impressed, they can always 
fall back on Humphries and Rodgers. 


BOTTOM LINE 

This team needs to win now or else 
that will mean the end for Koetter and 
Licht in Tampa Bay. There is a decent 
chance, however, that will happen. Licht 
has finally assembled a roster that doesn’t 
appear to have any major holes. He used 
the offseason to address all the problem 
spots: the running game, the pass rush 
and the secondary. Now, it’s up to Koetter 
to make all that talent work and win 
games. That’s easier said than done in the 
NFC South. But this might be the year the 
Bucs surprise some people.

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believe he can be one of the league’s 

best quarterbacks and the next step is to 
make him more prolific. Goff threw for 
3,804 yards last year. That’s a respectable 
number, especially when you consider 
the offense also depends on Gurley to 

get his fair share of yards in the running 
game. But the coaches believe Goff easily 
can get his yardage total above 4,000 
yards and they think Cooks gives him the 
final piece in the passing game. But it’s 
critical that Goff stays healthy because 
backup Sean Mannion has made only one 
start in his NFL career. 

RUNNING BACKS: It’s extremely 
important to note that Goff’s season 
would not have been possible without 
a career year from Gurley, who ended 
up as the NFL’s Offensive Player of the 
Year. Gurley was—by far—the most well- 
rounded running back in the league and 
the best news of all might be that he will 


be just 24 when the season begins. Gurley 
was a workhorse last year and that’s not 
going to change. He rushed for 1,305 
yards and averaged 4.7 yards a carry last 
season while rushing for 13 touchdowns. 
That alone makes him a big force, but 
Gurley brings more to the table than just 
his ability to run the ball. With the arrival 
of McVay’s offense, Gurley suddenly was 
expected to become a prominent factor in 
the passing game. That worked out well 
as he caught 64 passes for 788 yards and 
six touchdowns. If it sounds like Gurley 
is a one-man show in the backfield, that’s 
only because he pretty much is. The 
Rams do like the potential of backup 
Malcolm Brown, but he carried the ball 
only 63 times for 246 yards last year.

in Washington, McVay made heavy use 
of the tight ends in the passing game. But 
the tight ends didn’t produce much as 
receivers for Los Angeles last year. The 
Rams are hoping Gerald Everett can step 
up and be a threat in the red zone. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: The good news is 
that an offensive line that helped Gurley 
and Goff have such big years returns intact. 
Left tackle Andrew Whitworth, left guard 
Rodger Saffold, center John Sullivan, right 
guard Jamon Brown and right tackle Rob 
Havenstein form an above-average unit 
that should be good for one more year. 
But that’s where the bad news comes in. 
Although pretty much all of the rest of the 
team is built for the long term, that isn’t 
the case with the O-line. The status quo 
basically has one year left. Whitworth and 
Sullivan are near the ends of their careers, 
while Saffold, Brown and Havenstein are in 
the final year of their contracts. 


DEFENSE 

Coordinator Wade Phillips is 71 and he 
already has assured himself a spot among 
the greatest defensive minds in NFL 
history. But it’s possible Phillips’ legacy

could be enhanced even further. The 
defense he is putting on the field this year 
just might end up being the best he has 
ever coached. He already had the reigning 
Defensive Player of the Year in Aaron 
Donald. Even though the shopping spree 
was impressive on the offensive side of the 
ball, it was significantly more aggressive 
on the defensive side. The Rams brought 
in big names like defensive tackle Suh and 
cornerbacks Talib and Peters. Although 
the Rams aren’t great at linebacker, their 
extraordinary talent on the line and in the 
secondary will make it very difficult to run 
or pass on them. 

DEFENSIVE LINE; With Suh and 
Donald, the Rams have something no 
team in history has had. They now have 
two defensive tackles who each have 
been All-Pro at least three times. Donald 
and Suh are as good as it gets. They are 
run stuffers and pass rushers and they’re 
going to make everyone on the line better. 
Suh will play mostly at nose tackle but 
will move around some to give offenses 
headaches. Third-down specialist Michael 
Brockers is good enough to start for just 
about any team. Much of the pass rush will 


When McVay was hired as the head coach last year, there were a ton of skeptics. They said 
he was too young and wouldn't be able to turn around a team that had been dismal the previous 
season. Instead, McVay turned out to be one of the brightest young minds in the coaching game. His 
background is on offense and it’s not wrong to call him an offensive guru. Coming from his previous 
job as a coordinator for Washington, McVay clicked with Jared Goff immediately and turned the 
young quarterback’s career around—and that process isn’t over. With the arrival of Brandin Cooks, 
the Rams will have the deep threat they lacked last year and you can bet they'll make heavy use of it. 
But McVay isn’t just about the passing game. He knows he has perhaps the best runner in the NFL in 
Todd Gurley and that means his offense is always going to be balanced. One of McVay’s best qualities 
is that he sticks to his strength. Wisely, he leaves the defense up to Wade Phillips, who gets a lot of 
help from linebackers coach/assistant head coach Joe Barry. McVay lets them run the show, but he's 
more than willing to make sure they have everything they need as evidenced by what L.A. has done 


this offseason. 
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come from the interior. But the Rams are 
hoping to bring strong pressure from the 
outside in the form of Dominique Easley. 
He has a history of injury problems and is 
coming off a torn ACL, but he can be an 
above-average pass rusher when healthy. 
This group forms 
what is—by far—the weakest unit on the 
team. Inside linebacker Alec Ogletree 
was reliable and a two-time captain, but 
he was traded to the New York Giants. 
That leaves a major void in the middle of 
the 3-4 defense and there is no obvious 
successor in place. Special-teams ace Cory 
Littleton is one possibility, but he will be 
competing during training camp with 
Ramik Wilson, who was brought in from 
Kansas City in the offseason. Veteran 
Mark Barron is a solid but far from 
spectacular player at the other inside 
position. The outside spots may be even 
bigger areas of concern after the Rams let 
go of last year’s starters—-Robert Quinn 
and Connor Barwin. Both were solid pass 
rushers and will be difficult to replace. 
Samson Ebukam, who showed spurts 
of ability as a pass rusher last season, 
likely will get a shot at a starting job. 
Matt Longacre was a reliable backup for 
Quinn, but it remains to be seen if he can 
handle a full-time starting role. 
SECONDARY: The Rams headed 
into the offseason knowing they had to 
upgrade their secondary for this defense 
to be elite. At least on paper, they 
accomplished that mission. Talib has a 
mercurial personality, but he is one of the

top cover corners in the league and Peters 
isn’t far behind. Talib and Peters have 
combined for seven Pro Bow] berths. 
Throw in Nickell Robey-Coleman, who is 
one of the league’s best slot corners, and 
the Rams might have the best cornerback 
situation in the league. Plus, there also 
is at least a possibility that L.A. can get 
something out of former Pro Bowler 
Sam Shields, who has missed most of the 
last two seasons with concussion issues. 
The safety position isn’t quite as loaded, 
but it’s not far off. Lamarcus Joyner 
quickly emerged as one of the league’s 
top safeties in his first year playing the 
position and John Johnson III has a bright 
future. On its own merits, this secondary 
should be very good. If the pass rush lives 
up to its potential, then it could be truly 
special. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: John Fassel is one 
of the few special-teams coordinators 
to have a trifecta on his resume. While 
with Oakland in 2011, he helped kicker 
Sebastian Janikowski, punter Shane 
Lechler and long snapper Jon Condo 
reach the Pro Bowl. And Fassel isn’t short 
on talent in L.A. Greg Zuerlein has been 
a reliable kicker since entering the league 
in 2012, but he’s coming off a career 
season in 2017. And we're not just talking 
a career year by Zuerlein’s standards. 
We’re talking a career year by anyone’s 
standards. Zuerlein converted 38 of 40 
field goals and, at 30, is in the prime of his 
career. Punter Johnny Hekker joined the 
Rams in the same season as Zuerlein and 


Carter wreaked havoc during his six seasons in St, 
Louis, notching 62.5 sacks for the franchise. Carter's monstrous 1999 campaign included five 
games with multiple sacks, and he recorded one sack in each of the Rams’ three playoff games, 
including the 23-16 win over the Titans in Super Bow! XXXIV. 


IMPACT NEWCOMER 


Most of the talk about the 
upgrades on defense have centered 
on Ndamukong Suh and Aqib Talib, 
and that probably is the way it should 
be. But the arrival of Marcus Peters 
is just as big a deal. Pairing him with 
Talib might give the Rams the best 
cornerback tandem in the league. Since 
entering the NFL in 2015, Peters leads 
the league with 19 interceptions. Put 
him opposite Talib and behind a great 
defensive line and he can have an even 
greater impact. 


the two give the team a nice combination 
of specialists. Hekker has averaged better 
than 47 yards per punt in each of the last 
three seasons. The return game isn’t quite 
decided because it will depend largely on 
who makes the team at wide receiver. But 
there are multiple players there who have 
return skills, led by Cooper. 


BOTTOM LINE 

Ina lot of ways, the Rams are young 
and should be good for the long term. But 
Snead and McVay know that nothing is 
guaranteed. In the offseason, they looked 
at their roster and decided it might be 
only a few players away from a Super 
Bowl. So, they went all-in and got the few 
players they think they need to make it 
happen. That sounds like a great plan. But 
loading up on big names doesn’t always 
lead to success. Although it’s easy to say 
the Rams should improve on last year, 
they’ll have one big thing working against 
them: Opponents no longer will take them 
lightly. They will get everyone’s best shot. 
If they’re going to survive that and get to 
the Super Bowl, they need the big-name 
acquisitions to live up to their reputations 
and Goff and Gurley to continue to be 
among the best young players in the 
league at their positions. There is no 
reason why the Rams shouldn’t win the 
division. If everything breaks right, they 
should be a Super Bowl team.

addition should be an upgrade. He 

was a jack-of-all-trades type at Georgia 
Southern, sometimes lining up at wide 
receiver. Look for him to be far more 
effective as a pass catcher than last year’s 
top back, Carlos Hyde, who led the team 
in dropped passes. Shanahan will call the 
plays from the sideline for the second 
straight season. 

The team’s 
biggest offseason move was signing 
Garoppolo to a five-year, $137 million 
contract. That’s a lot of faith—and 
dough-in someone who’s played exactly 
six and a half regular-season games for 
your team. Garoppolo, however, passed 
every test the 49ers gave him late last 
season. He was a quick study with a fast 
release who made all the receivers around 
him, especially Marquise Goodwin, 
much better. He was also immediately 
embraced in the locker room and had 
an easy chemistry with teammates—no 
small feat for someone who arrived Oct. 
31. The nearly four seasons Garoppolo 
spent watching Tom Brady run the New 
England Patriots likely sharpened his 
leadership skills. 

The 49ers like C.J. Beathard in the 
backup spot. He doesn’t have Garoppolo’s 
arm talent, but Beathard showed true 
toughness in 2017 when the 49ers were at 
their lowest point. The goal with Beathard 
is to duplicate what the Patriots did with 
Garoppolo: develop him into a legitimate

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starter, then trade him before his contract 


expires. 

RUNNING BACKS: Nobody knew 
quite what to make of McKinnon—who 
lined up at quarterback, running back, 
wideout and even cornerback—when he 
was coming out of Georgia Southern. 
That versatility, however, is exactly 
what appealed to Shanahan. He believes 
McKinnon has the toughness and grit 
to be San Francisco’s lead runner but 
also the skills to be a big weapon in the 
passing game. Matt Breida, a former 
teammate of McKinnon’s at Georgia 
Southern, was an excellent pickup after 
the draft last year. He enters the season 
as the No. 2 runner but must hold off Joe 


Williams, a fourth-round pick in 2017, and 
Jeremy McNichols, who spent most of last 


season on the practice squad.

“(Mike) McGlinchey is a good 
player, solid player. We had him as 
our top tackle (in the draft). But he’s 
still a reach. It’s always going to be a 
reach.

And the ones that are there, 
they're there for a reason. ... He’s OK 
(athletically). He'll be better than the 
guy they had out there before (Trent 
Brown). But he's no (Joe) Staley. 
Watch him against Miami. He had 
trouble with speed.” 
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RECEIVERS: Something worth 
mentioning about Garoppolo’s mastery 
of the offense and late-season success: 
He did it without the 49ers’ top receiver, 
Pierre Garcon. The veteran suffered a 
freak injury—a fracture to a small bone 
at the base of his neck—one day before 
the 49ers traded for Garoppolo. Garcon 
spent the rest of the season on injured 
reserve but was back at full strength this 
spring and promises to be a key weapon 
and safety valve for the quarterback. 

He is also a nice complement to the 
explosive Goodwin, who took off when 
Garoppolo took over as starter, catching 
29 of his 56 passes in the final five-game 
stretch.

Their 
biggest move there, however, was signing 
ex-Charger Jeremiah Attaochu in free 
agency.

Shanahan is an aggressive coach who calls his plays based on the matchups he sees on the field. 
That’s why versatile players like Jerick McKinnon and fullback Kyle Juszczyk are so important to him. 
He sees them not as a tailback and a fullback but as offensive weapons who can do several things 
equally well. McKinnon, for example, often lined up as a wide receiver in college. If Shanahan sees 
potential matchups in which McKinnon is covered by a 250-pound linebacker, he will strike. It’s also 
why this offseason is so critical for quarterback Jimmy Garoppolo. It’s not just a matter of knowing the 
plays, but fully understanding the philosophy behind them. 
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Marsh and Eli Harold will compete to 

be the team’s designated pass rusher 

on throwing downs. The idea is to 

force opposing quarterbacks to step 
forward in the pocket so that the interior 
pass rushers, former first-round picks 
DeForest Buckner and Solomon Thomas, 
can finish them off. 

LINEBACKERS: The 49ers realize 
they can’t count on Reuben Foster, who 
faces domestic violence and other felony 
charges, at the start of the season and 
perhaps much longer than that. Veteran 
Malcolm Smith is fully healthy after 
tearing a pectoral muscle in training camp 
last year. He’s best at weakside linebacker 
where he can take full advantage of his 
safety-like speed. Without Foster, Brock 
Coyle, newcomer Korey Toomer and 
third-round draft pick Fred Warner are 
the best bets to play middle linebacker. 
Coyle, who like Smith is a former 
Seahawk, started 10 games there last 
year and received solid marks. The 49ers 
would like someone faster who can 
make more momentum-turning plays.

SPECIAL TEAMS: The 49ers got a 
big boost when they drafted Pettis, who 
holds the NCAA record with nine career 
punt returns for touchdowns. He likely will 
take over punt-return duties from Trent 
Taylor. Fifth-round pick D.J. Reed was also 
an acclaimed return man in college with 
a punt return and a kickoff return for a 
touchdown last year for Kansas State. In 
the kicking game, Robbie Gould hasn’t 
missed a field goal since last October. He’ll 
turn 36 this season, but the fact that punter 
Bradley Pinion handles kickoffs likely saves 
some wear and tear to Gould’s leg. 


BOTTOM LINE 


When Shanahan and general manager 
John Lynch arrived last year, they felt they 
were in for a long, methodical rebuild of 
the franchise. There are still some pieces 
to add, but Garoppolo’s arrival seemed 
to accelerate the timeline and certainly 
heightened expectations. With Garoppolo 
under center, the receiving group seemed 
more complete, the offensive line didn’t 
appear to have as many holes and even 
the defense played with a bit more 
confidence and fire. If he stays healthy 
and if the defense makes the same size 
strides next season, there’s no reason why 
the 49ers can’t at least be competing for a 
playoff spot when December rolls around.

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Seahawks like to fly but 
finding a ground game is 
essential for these birds

The Seahawks missed the playoffs last 
season for the first time in quarterback 
Russell Wilson’s tenure, and the 
franchise’s fortunes look like they’re 
more likely to get worse than better. 
The defense that was the bedrock for 
Seattle’s only championship is largely 
gone, and Wilson led the team in 
rushing, which is a compliment 
to his ability and a criticism 
about the effectiveness of an 
offense that got one rushing 
touchdown combined from 
its running backs. 
The Seahawks traded their 
No. 2 pass rusher in Michael 
Bennett, released All-Pro 
cornerback Richard Sherman and 
watched as Jimmy Graham-—the team 
leader with 10 touchdowns-signed with 
Green Bay as a free agent. 
The gap between the Seahawks and 
the Rams was evident last December, 
and it only got wider in the offseason. 
Reclaiming the division will take more 
than just an otherworldly effort from 
Wilson. The defense will have to find a 
new generation of stars overnight.

at running the ball last season. They had 
a net rushing of zero yards on all their 
rushing attempts inside the opponents’ 
10-yard line. Not only did Wilson lead the 
team in rushing, but he scored three of 
the team’s four rushing touchdowns last 
season. So Seattle has a new offensive 
coordinator in Brian Schottenheimer, a 
new offensive line coach in Mike Solari 
and used a first-round pick on running 
back Rashaad Penny to jump-start the 
attack. 

QUARTERBACKS: When last 
December began, Wilson was a leading 
MVP candidate. When it ended, he wasn’t 
part of the postseason for the first time in 
his six NFL seasons. 

Wilson doesn’t need to do more 
this season. He threw a league-high 
34 touchdown passes, led the team 
in rushing yards and had a hand in 
all but one of the team’s offensive 
touchdowns. Wilson needs to get more 
efficient, though, to execute more 
plays on schedule. That’s a big part of 
why Schottenheimer was hired: to be a 
taskmaster that gets Wilson to execute the 
play as scripted rather than relying on his 
ingenuity and athleticism. 

Austin Davis returns as Seattle’s 
backup, and he’s a future coach whose 
primary value isn’t as a substitute for 
Wilson so much as his study partner 
during the week and an asset in games.

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team drafted in the seventh round. 

RUNNING BACKS: Last year the 
Seahawks spent $4 million on Eddie Lacy 
in an effort to boost their ground game. 
They would have been better off setting 
that money on fire. It would’ve generated 
more heat. 

So this year, Seattle went and drafted 
San Diego State’s Penny with the 27th 
pick of the first round. He had the 
third-fastest 40 time at the Scouting 
Combine, but also packs some power at 
220 pounds. 

Chris Carson was a promising rookie 
for the first month last season before 
suffering a season-ending ankle injury, 
and C,J. Prosise is a talented back who 
has been hurt too often, missing 21 of a 
possible 32 regular-season games due to 
three different injuries. 

The best sign for Seattle’s ground 
game? The production at running back 


can’t get much worse than last year 

when the team’s backs combined for one 
rushing touchdown, which was scored by 
J.D. McKissic. 

RECEIVERS: The Seahawks have 
traded for guys like Percy Harvin and 
Graham. They have drafted receivers like 
Paul Richardson and Tyler Lockett. And 
through it all, Doug Baldwin has been the 
team’s most consistent player on offense. 
He has caught 50 or more passes in six 
of his seven seasons in the league and 
averaged 6.3 touchdown receptions since 
making the team as an undrafted free 
agent in 2011. 

He will—again—carry a lot of the weight 
for this passing offense as Graham and 
Richardson signed elsewhere in free 
agency. 

Lockett showed star potential at 
receiver in his first season, but he wasn’t

It is the single 
biggest question about this defense 
after the trade of Bennett and expected 
retirement of Cliff Avril, who together 
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accounted for more than one-third of 
Seattle’s sacks over the past five seasons. 

Frank Clark has 19.0 sacks over the 
past two seasons, and the Seahawks hope 
he’ll emerge as a bona fide Pro Bowler 
this year, but after that Seattle is relying 
ona trio of former first-round busts in 
Dion Jordan, Barkevious Mingo and 
Marcus Smith I. 

Tackles Jarran Reed and Nazair Jones 
don’t have much in the way of reputation 
yet, but that’s going to change, as they’re 
rock-solid. Free-agent additions Tom 
Johnson and Shamar Stephen provide 
depth. 

LINEBACKERS: Seattle has two of 
the very best linebackers in the league in 
Wagner and Wright. The only real depth 
at the position comes from Paul Dawson, 
special-teams ace D.J. Alexander and 
rookie Shaquem Griffin. But that’s not a 
problem given the fact that the Seahawks 
expect to be in their nickel defense for 
about two-thirds of the snaps this season. 

Wagner’s speed is exceptional. He’s

also got a knack as a blitzer. And for all 
Seattle’s success over the past five years, 
he is the only member of the team who’s 
received a vote for league MVP (which 
came from Tony Dungy back in 2014). 

Wright is one of the league’s more 
underrated linebackers. He’s tall and 
rangy and runs well enough to cover 
opposing tight ends. 

SECONDARY: This used to be the 
signature of Seattle’s defense. Now, 
it’s the biggest uncertainty as Thomas 
is the only Pro Bowler left, and he’s 
entering the final year of his contract 
after an offseason of trade speculation. 
The Seahawks hope that the 2017 draft 
class that included cornerback Shaquill 
Griffin and safeties Delano Hill and Tedric 
Thompson will be the next generation of 
difference-makers. 

In the meantime, cornerbacks Byron 
Maxwell and Justin Coleman are now 
front-line players in a secondary that won’t 
be the strength it once was, but won’t be 
the team’s biggest liability, either.

IMPACT NEWCOMER 


Barkevious Mingo will be playing 
for his fourth team in four seasons, 
but the Seahawks made the former 
first-round pick their top priority in 
free agency. Why? Pass rush. They 
believe he’s built to be the edge rusher 
in their scheme, which is technically a 
4-3 but uses 3-4 personnel. Seattle is 
hoping for big things from a guy who 
totaled two sacks over the previous 
three years. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: The reason the 
Seahawks missed the playoffs last season 
had a lot to do with kicker Blair Walsh, 
whose failure to convert field goals cost 
Seattle at least two and maybe even three 
games. The Seahawks signed veteran 
Sebastian Janikowski after the Raiders 
opted not to re-sign him. 

The Seahawks used a fifth-round pick 
on a punter, choosing Michael Dickson 
from Texas in hopes of tilting the field 
position. Seattle is hoping that Penny 
provides a boost on its kickoff returns and 
Lockett is again among the league’s most 
dangerous punt returners. 


BOTTOM LINE 

As long as Wilson is healthy, the 
Seahawks will contend for a playoff berth. 
Their defense doesn’t have either the pass 
rush or the playmakers to be a true Super 
Bowl contender. Right now, Seattle is 
closer to San Francisco in terms of talent 
than the Seahawks are to the division- 
favorite Rams. Expecting this team to win 
more than nine games is asking too much 
given the degree of turnover on defense 
and the fact that Seattle is searching for 
the right combination in its rushing game.

Over the past five years, the Cardinals 
produced more wins and more great quotes 
than at any other time in their history. 

But coach Bruce Arians, the man

Steve Wilks takes over 
as head coach and Sam 
Bradford was signed to be the 
starting quarterback.

A 
good portion of the receiving corps is new. 
Coordinator Mike McCoy is experienced 
but there figures to be some rough spots 
early in the season as the Cardinals learn 
the system and each other. There is good 
news. Running back David Johnson is back 
after missing 15 games a year ago. Receiver 
Larry Fitzgerald turns 35 in August but 

is producing like he’s 25. If the starting 
offensive line can stay healthy, it will 

be improved over recent years. But it’s 
hard to imagine the Cardinals lighting up 
scoreboards in 2018. 

QUARTERBACKS: Bradford was 
signed as a possible bridge to the future. 
The length of that bridge decreased 
considerably when UCLA star Josh Rosen 
was drafted 10th overall. Bradford, who 
will make at least $15 million this year, will 
be the starter, provided he stays healthy. 
That’s a big caveat because he hasn’t been 
able to do that often in his career. Ideally for

style. Both are tall, have strong arms and 
are accurate. McCoy can work with that, 
as long as the Cardinals can protect the 
quarterback. That has been a problem the 
last two years. 

RUNNING BACKS: The course of 
last season changed in Week One when 
Johnson went down with a dislocated 
wrist. He missed the rest of the year, and 
the offense seemed to lack a compass. 
Johnson is back, healthy, and there’s no 
reason to think he won’t post numbers 
similar to 2016 when he gained 2,118 
yards from scrimmage and scored 20 
touchdowns. He’s as good as any running 
back in the NFL, and McCoy has been 
around long enough to know how to 
get him the ball. But depth is a concern. 
Coaches like what they see out of TJ. 
Logan, who missed last year with a 
wrist injury. But at 195 pounds, Logan is 
nearly 30 pounds lighter than Johnson. 


IfJohnson gets hurt, the offense would 
have to change because the Cardinals 
don’t have a back who looks and plays 
remotely like him. Elijhaa Penny is a 
rugged, big back who might play some 
fullback, a position that didn’t exist in 
Arians’ offense. 

RECEIVERS: Fitzgerald has finished 
each of the last three seasons with more 
than 100 receptions and 1,000 yards. 
That’s remarkable for someone who will 
turn 35 in August. There’s no reason to 
think he can’t post similar numbers again. 
The problem is finding someone else to 
contribute. The most likely candidate is 
rookie Christian Kirk, the second-round 
pick from Texas A&M. He’s dynamic 
and very serious about becoming one 
of the better receivers in the game. Free 
agent Brice Butler has intriguing skills 
but was never a prominent feature in the 
Cowboys’ offense. The group would be

center A.Q. Shipley didn’t finish last season 
on injured reserve. Humphries is on the 
verge of becoming an above-average player, 
and Pugh played at that level when healthy 
for the Giants. One of the big problems up 
front is the lack of depth. That’s partly a 
result of young players not developing as 
expected. Performances could be rough 
early in the season as the linemen learn to 
play together and coaches learn what they 
can and can’t do.

Wilks was a defensive 
coordinator in Carolina for only one year 
and showed a willingness to do whatever it 
took to pressure the quarterback. He and 
his defensive coordinator in Arizona, Al 
Holcomb, have some tools to work with, 
including Golden, Jones, Patrick Peterson 
and Budda Baker. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Tackle Robert 
Nkemdiche is entering his third NFL 
season, and the Cardinals still aren’t 
sure what they have in him. That’s not a 
good thing for a former first-round pick. 
Nkemdiche has dealt with some nagging 
injuries, but his performance has been 
subpar, too. He’s been outplayed by Olsen 
Pierre, who entered the NFL as a rookie 
free agent. Nkemdiche’s performance this 
year will determine if he is a bust. Pierre 
played well last season and has proven 
he can provide a rush from inside. Corey 


Arizona head coach Steve Wilks 


Wilks was a defensive coordinator for only one season before being hired away from Carolina, but 
in that one year he provided an idea of what his style will be as head coach. Under Wilks, the Panthers 
blitzed considerably more than previous seasons. That was partially because they lacked a pass rush 
from the front four, but it was also an example of Wilks taking advantage of the talent at hand. Wilks 
is very sure of himself. It's why he didn’t hesitate switching from a 3-4 base defense to a 4-3, even 
though the Cardinals had finished in the top six in defense four of the previous five seasons, Wilks 
has said several times he wants the run game to be the emphasis on offense, but at this point it's 
impossible to know if the Cardinals will have a power- or zone-blocking scheme.

ARIZONA CARDINALS 
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Peters returns to start at tackle. He’s not 
flashy, but he rarely makes mistakes 
and he’s athletic enough to chase down 
runners. There is not a ton of depth at 
the two tackle spots, so it would help if 
Rodney Gunter fulfilled expectations. 
The team thought it pulled a steal when it 
drafted him in the fourth round in 2015. 
Instead, Gunter has played like a fourth- 
rounder—just OK, nothing more. 

The change from a 3-4 base to a 4-3 
base probably has the biggest impact 
on Golden and Jones, former outside 
linebackers now playing defensive 
end. But the transition shouldn’t be too 
difficult. Both played end in college, and 
Jones played there with the Patriots. 
There also will be times when they are 
standing up. Both are accomplished pass 
rushers, and last year Jones was as good 
as any defensive player in the NFL. He led 
the league in sacks with 17. 

LINEBACKERS: Deone Bucannon 
will keep the “money linebacker” 
designation, but in reality he’s the “Will” 
or weakside ’backer in Wilks’ defense. 
He is calling the defensive signals and 
will move to middle linebacker in nickel. 
Next to him will be veteran Josh Bynes, 
who played well after signing with the 
team last August. Bynes runs well and is 
smart. Defensive coordinator Holcomb 
comes over from Carolina, where he had

together. Bucannon and Bynes aren’t as 
good, but they should be a productive 
duo. Haason Reddick, the first-round pick 
in 2017, starts on the strongside. 
SECONDARY: Three of the 
four starters in the base unit return: 
cornerback Peterson and safeties Baker 
and Antoine Bethea. That should be a 
comforting feeling for coaches because 
all are above average. Peterson, the 
perennial Pro Bowler, might be used 
differently than the last few years when 
he defended the best receiver each week. 
The problem with that scheme is that 
quarterbacks tended to throw away from 
Peterson, which is why he had just one 
interception a year ago and only six in the 
last three years.

The weakness of this group is at 
cornerback. There is no clear favorite to 
win the starting job opposite Peterson.

The Cardinals desperately 
needed to improve up front and signing 
Pugh was a step toward that goal. It 
made sense to pay money for someone 
to open holes for running back David 
Johnson and protect quarterback Sam 
Bradford. 


Cardinals several games over the past 
three seasons. There have been far too 
many bad snaps, blocked kicks, missed 


kicks and long punt returns by opponents. 


Even grizzled veterans such as kicker Phil 
Dawson and punter Andy Lee struggled 
in the first half of last season. Both return; 
Dawson for his 20th NFL season and Lee 
for his 15th. Backup running back Logan 
was an excellent kick returner in college 
at North Carolina, and he’s back after 
missing all of last season, his rookie year, 
with a dislocated wrist. Kirk should give 
the Cardinals a threat on punt returns and 
allow Peterson to focus on his duties in 
the secondary. The Cardinals have long 
wanted to eliminate special teams from 
Peterson’s game-day load, but have had 
trouble finding a competent replacement 
on returns. 

Jeff Rodgers, a seasoned special-teams 
coordinator, takes over, which should 
help. The Cardinals need to start doing 
the simple things correctly; stop blowing 
block assignments and maintain lane 
discipline in coverage. 


BOTTOM LINE 

Wilks faces great challenges in his 
first year. The Cardinals have rebuilt 
their offense, but there are questions 
everywhere on that side of the ball. A 
strong case could be made that they will 
finish last in the NFC West.

THE LAST WORD 


When, oh when, will the Browns deliver?

rank Caliendo grew up in Packers country, that happy haven 
where citizens have been subjected to three losing seasons in a 
quarter century. 

The impressionist/comic found himself in a casino near 
Cleveland, where the Browns moved to Baltimore when Brett Favre 
was a glint in John Madden’s eye and then came back as the worst 
perpetuators of fanbase pain the NFL has ever witnessed. 

Caliendo acknowledged the freshly forged piéce de résistance in 
the backwards masterpiece that has been the Expansion Era. 

“Oh... and ... six-teeeeen?” he asked, engaging a crowd full of 
middle-aged men. “How about if I get 10 of you to play a season 
with me? We can brag about having the same record as the 
Cleveland Browns.” 

The show goes on with new general manager John Dorsey, who 
has spent most of his adult life in Green Bay as a player, scout and 
front-office exec. “Let’s wake up this sleeping giant,” he said at his 
introductory press conference last December. And then he shook. 

Dorsey soon wrote off two recent high draft picks and had 
deals in place for veteran starters at quarterback, wide receiver 
and cornerback. He barged ahead with a fistful of dollars and 
draft picks. He carried himself with the bearing he once applied 
to slobber-knocking return men as a commando on the Packers’ 
special teams. 

The honeymoon was on at least until the season opener. The 
Browns have lost 19 of the last 20 of those. This dates to 1995, when 
Bill Belichick’s Browns lost their opener to the Patriots. The move 
to Baltimore was announced two months later. 

While the Cleveland franchise was dormant from 1996-98, Ozzie 
Newsome (the only Browns draft pick of the last 50 years to make 
the Hall of Fame) emerged as a personnel guru for the Browns- 
turned-Ravens in Baltimore. Newsome’s rosters capped the 2000 
and 2012 seasons with Super Bowl wins. 

Ex-Brown Belichick has taken the Patriots to eight Super Bowls. 
Cleveland and Detroit are the only cities in the NFL that have had 
franchises since 1995 to never reach a Super Bowl. 

Mike Holmgren, who coached the Packers and Seahawks to 
Super Bowls, failed as the Browns’ team president from 2010-12. He 
thinks Dorsey can succeed. Dorsey followed Holmgren from Green 
Bay, where he was director of college scouting during 1997-98, to 
Seattle as director of player personnel in 1999. That lasted a year. 

“I love John,” Holmgren says. “He’s a superstar. He really is. But 
at the time ... as my director of player personnel? I could never find 
him. He was always at some little college. 

“I said, ‘John, you're the director now, not the super scout.’ 

I didn’t fire John. He went back to Green Bay,” where Dorsey 
reclaimed his old job and stayed in it until 2012 when he was named 
director of football operations for the Packers. 

Dorsey went from Green Bay to Kansas City as general manager 
in 2013. The Chiefs did fire him—last year, after he conducted his 
fifth draft with the team. In that the Chiefs went 2-14 in 2012 and 
are 53-27 since, the firing remains mysterious. But so is the fact 
that Dorsey inherits a head coach (Hue Jackson) who was retained 
despite a 1-31 record. 
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It makes sense to Holmgren that Browns owner Jimmy Haslam, 
who got rid of him in 2012 and has had a nightmare ride ever since, 
turned to Dorsey. “John will get it going,” Holmgren says. “If the 
Browns find a quarterback, everything will fall into place.” 

The Browns have passed on Tom Brady, Ben Roethlisberger, 
Aaron Rodgers, Carson Wentz, Deshaun Watson and other notable 
quarterbacks in the draft. Roethlisberger is the draft pass that keeps 
hitting Cleveland between the eyes. He is 22-2 against the Browns 
across 14 seasons. During that time, the Browns have drafted 
Luke McCown, Charlie Frye, Brady Quinn, Colt McCoy, Brandon 
Weeden, Johnny Manziel and DeShone Kizer. That group of QBs 
played a combined 14 seasons as Browns, posting a record of 22-77. 

Haslam was sitting beside Dorsey when he said, “The Cleveland 
Browns are not going to be successful until we get a quarterback.” 

“The Era,” as they call itin Cleveland, began with a 2-14 record 
in 1999, when rookie No, 1 overall pick Tim Couch made 14 starts. 
Since then, the Browns have gone 4-12 five times, 5-11 four times, 
3-13 twice and (across the last two seasons) 1-15 and 0-16. 

In the last 10 years, the Browns are 84 games under .500 with 
six head coaches and 19 starting quarterbacks. AFC North rivals 
Pittsburgh and Baltimore have reached the postseason a combined 
13 times without changing head coaches or primary quarterbacks. 

Rival Bengals fans are fed up with a lack of playoff wins, but 
Cincinnati has gone to the postseason six times since 2009, 
employing one head coach and two primary QBs. 

The fans find the franchise’s futility hard to fathom. Perpetual 
turnover has begotten constant losing. One new decision-maker 
after another has tried to rebuild by trading for extra draft picks, 

Dorsey inherited 2018 selections at Nos. 1, 4, 33, 35, 64 and 65. 
He did not inherit (as he puts it) enough “real players.” Three first- 
round picks from 2017 (Myles Garrett, Jabrill Peppers, David Njoku) 
need to stir synergy with another infusion of young talent led by 
No. 1 overall pick Baker Mayfield and No. 4 selection Denzel Ward. 

Ten-time Pro Bowl tackle Joe Thomas raged against the darkness 
for Il years in Cleveland before retiring from the madness in March. 

“My dream has been to run out of the tunnel when the Browns 
host a playoff game,” says Thomas, 33. “The atmosphere would be 
like no place else. Throw an experienced quarterback into the mix, 
and nothing says the Browns can’t make the playoffs.” 

The Chiefs went 2-14 before a new general manager (Dorsey) 
added veteran QB Alex Smith and went to town. It remains to be 
seen what Dorsey-acquired veteran Tyrod Taylor, endorsed by 
Thomas, can do for the 2018 Browns before they inevitably turn to 
rookie savior/signal-caller Mayfield. 

It’s hard to compare the Browns to any franchise that has dug 
out of chronic losing. Who has been this bad for this long? 

Cleveland is in a 10-year drought of 38-122. When the Chiefs went 
2-14, it merely dragged their 10-year record to 68-92. 

New Orleans’ miserable expansion startup crossed the period 
when the schedule expanded from 14 to 16 games. Fans wore bags 
on their heads with “Aints” written on the outside. After going 
36-99-5 in their first 10 seasons, the Saints were 54-97 the next 
10 years. The 2018 Browns must go 16-0 to get to 54 wins in their 
expansion era’s second set of 10 seasons.
